Brevities. 

Pickford's  delivery  vans  in  London  bear  this  week  very 
effective  posters  of  Wright's  Coal-tar  Soap. 

The  appeal  by  the  defendant  in  the  Pharmacy  Act  case 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  .Society  v.  Edwards  (regarding  the 
use  of  trading  names  on  poison  labels)  will  be  heard  in  the 
High  Court  soon. 

At  Berwick-on-Tweed,  on  March  31,  the  summons 
•igainst  Mr.  Wm.  Lyle,  manufacturing  chemist,  Berwick, 
for  7.s.  6c/.  due  for  rates  was  dismissed.  The  sum  sued  for 
was  in  respect  of  an  over  assessment,  which  was  appealed 
:i  gainst  and  allowed. 

At  Burnley  Police  Court  on  April  1.  Ernest  Wimand  (18) 
was  placed  on  probation  for  a  year  for  stealing  a  quantity 
of  powders,  perfumes,  pills,  etc.,  valued  at  1/.  10?.,  the 
property  of  his  employer,  Mr.  Henry  L.  Butterworth, 
chemist,  175  Oxford  Road,  Burnley. 

A  paper  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Lloyd,  F.C.S.,  read  before  the 
Farmers'  Club  at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  on  "  The  Suppres- 
sion of  Adulteration."  has  created  some  stir  this  week 
consequent  on  remarks  the  author  made  regarding  the  in- 
adequacy of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  1906. 

Fire  destroyed  the  Brighouse  branch  of  Taylor's  Drug 
Co.,  Ltd.,  on  April  4.  The  outbreak  originated  in  a 
storeroom  behind  the  shop,  owing  to  an  assistant  dropping 
a  bottle  of  turpentine,  the  contents  of  which  came  into 
contact  with  the  fire  in  an  open  giate.  The  room  was 
quickly  enveloped  in  flames,  but  the  assistant  escaped  with 
his  clothes  badly  singed.  The  fire-brigade  directed  Heir 
attention  to  saving  the  upper  portion  of  the  three-storey 
building,  and  subdued  the  fire  after  an  hour's  hard  work. 
The  damage  is  believed  to  be  fully  covered  by  insurance. 

At  Llanfairfechan,  m  ar  Llandudno,  on  April  5.  a  keeper 
at  the  Brynyneuadd  Asylum  found  in  a  plantation  not  far 
from  the  London  and  North-Western  Railway  main  line 
the  body  of  a  man  hanging  to  a  tree  and  with  the  throat 
■cut.  The  doctor  called  to  the  case  was  of  opinion  that  the 
man  had  been  dead  twelve  hours.  The  body  is  that  of  a 
gentlemanly-looking  man.  and  a  book  and  other  documents 
found  upon  it  lead  the  police  to  conclude  that  the  deceased 
is  Mr.  J.  P.  Roberts,  chemist  and  druggist.  Miner  Road, 
Treorchy,  South  Wales.  [We  do  not  find  the  name  on 
the  register. — Ed.,  C.  <t-  ]).\ 

A  Simple  Life  and  Healthy  Food  Conference  and  Ex- 
hibition was  held  this  week  at  Cavendish  Rooms,  Mortimer 
Street,  London,  W.  Vegetarian  diet  forms  the  chief  part 
■of  the  exhibition,  which  ranges  from  "nature  cure"  to 
boots  and  hygienic  plate  cleaners.  Bulgarian  sour  milk 
also  occupies  a  prominent  position  ;  the  Maye  Bulgare  Co., 
Ltd.,  show  their  ferments  and  incubation' cabinet.  The 
latter  is  novel  in  respect  of  the  source  of  heat  being  a 
flat  tank  containing  hot  water.  The  "  Veronelle "  sour- 
milk  apparatus  is  another  equipment  displayed.  Casein, 
Ltd.,  have  a  bright  display  of  medicinal  foods — Phosphova, 
Phospho-whey,  and  Calactova — also  of  Trumilk. 

The  Berwick-on-Tweed  Guardians  on  March  29  decided 
after  a  lengthy  discussion  to  adopt  the  recommendation 
■of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  supply  medicines  and 
drugs  for  both  the  inside  and  outdoor  poor  (C .  db  /A, 
March  12.  p.  378).  The  proposal  was  opposed  on  the 
ground  of  additional  heavy  expense.  A  Guardian  pointed 
out  that  one  of  the  doctors  last  year  paid  26/.  10.?.  out  of 
his  salary  of  105/.  for  medicines  and  drugs,  while  another 
member  suggested  that  under  the  change  chemists  would 
increase  the  price  of  a  bottle  of  medicine  from  6/1.  to 
Is.  6c! .  In  regard  to  the  latter  suggestion,  it  was  stated 
that  the  dispensing  would  be  by  contract.  The  proposal 
was  carried  by  18  votes  to  8. 

South  Kensington  Science  Museum. 
Mr.  Walter  Runciman.  President  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, has  appointed  a  Departmental  Committee  to  con- 
sider and  report  upon  various  questions  in  regard  to  the 
present  condition  and  the  future  development  of  the  col- 
lections comprised  in  the  Board's  Science  Museum  at  South 


Kensington  and  Geological  Museum  in  Jermyn  Street. 
In  particular  the  committee  are  asked  to  advise  him 

(a)  As  to  the  precise  educational  and  other  purposes  which 
the  collections  can  best  servo  in  the  national  interests ; 

(b)  As  to  the  lines  on  which  the  collections  should  bo 
arranged  and  developed,  and  possibly  modified,  so  as  more 
effectively  to  fulfil  these  purposes;  and 

(c)  As  to  the  special  characteristics  which  should  be  possessed 
by  the  new  buildings  which  it  is  hoped  will  shortly  be  erected 
on  the  South  Kensington  site  to  house  these  collections,  so  as 
to  enable  the  latter  to  bo  classified  and  exhibited  in  the 
manner  most  fitted  to  accomplish  the  purposes  they  aro  in- 
tended to  fulfil.

(Chairman),  Dr.  J.  J.  Dobbie,  Sir  Archibald  Geikie.

Ogilvie's  position  as  principal  assistant  secretai'y  of  the 
Technological  Branch  of  the  Board  is  to  be  filled  by  Mr. 
E.  K.  Chambers,  B.A. 

Messrs.  Pears  and  the  Political  Situation. 
The    following    interesting    paragraphs,    referring  to 
Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd..  appeared  in  "  The  Political 
Situation  "  section  of  "  The  Times,"  April  4  : 

"  W©  learn  that,  in  view  of  tb©  Budget  difficulties  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  Messrs.  Pears  have  recently 
proposed  to  th©  Postmaster-General  that,  in  exchange  for  a 
contribution  to  b©  made  by  them,  all  posted  letters  should 
have  the  stamps  obliterated  by  using  the  name  of  Pears, 
and,  further,  they  approached  th©  Registrar-General  in  a 
similar  way  with  regard  to  providing  th©  cost  of  the  papers 
and  printing  required  for  the  next  forthcoming  Census. 

'"  The  Postmaster-General  has  stated  that,  in  view  of  the 
serious  objection  to  such  an  arrangement,  ho  is  unablo  to 
entertain  the  proposal ;  while  as  to  th©  Census  papers,  tho 
Registrar-General  referred  the  proposal  to  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  the  Treasury,  and  states  that  they  concur  with 
him  in  his  view  that  the  proposal  should  not  be  entertained. "

Midwives  in  England. 

The  Midwives  Act,  1902,  came  fully  into  force  on 
April  1,  and  henceforth  no  woman  may,  "habitually  and 
for  gain,"  attend  women  in  childbirth  unless  she  be  certified 
under  the  Act.  The  Act  established  a  Central  Midwives' 
Board  for  the  purpose  of  framing  rules  to  regulate  the 
issue  of  the  certificates,  the  conditions  of  admission  to  the 
roll  of  midwives,  the  course  of  training,  the  conduct  of 
examinations,  and  other  matters.    The  enrolment,  without 
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examination,  of  practising  and  previously  certificated  mid- 
wives  ceased  on  March  31,  1905,  when  the  name  or  title  of 
midwife  was  restricted  to  women  who  were  on  the  roll. 
Now  no  woman  who  is  not  on  the  roll  will  be  able  to 
practise  as  a  midwife  except  under  medical  supervision  or 
in  cases  of  emergency.  At  the  end  of  1909  there  were 
28,845  certificated  mid  wives  on  the  roll,  and  the  number 
is  now  probably  considerably  over  29,000. 

Secret  Commissions  and  Bribery. 

Mr.  David  Howard,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  Messrs.  Howards 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  Stratford,  E.,  occupied  the  chair  at  the  third 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  Secret  Commissions  and 
Bribery  Prevention  League,  held  at  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  on  April  4.    The  annual  report  of  the  Council 
pointed  out  that  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  officers 
of  the  League  are  now  better  able  to  appreciate  the  diffi- 
culties attending  the  enforcement  of  the  Prevention  of 
Corruption  Act,  and  they  are  confident  that  the  measure 
■has  done,   and   is   doing,   much   to   lessen  corruption. 
In    the    course    of    the    twelve    months  seventy-five 
new   members    had    been   elected,   among    whom  were 
soap  manufacturers,  wholesale   chemists  and  druggists, 
manufacturers  of  mineral  waters  and  of  perfumes.  Among 
the  organisations  affiliated  with  the  League  is  the  Horti- 
cultural Trades  Association  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 
The  Chairman,  in  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
remarked  that  the  question  with  which  the  League  is  con- 
cerned is  not  merely  one  of  business.    It  concerns  morality 
itself.    In  plain  English  it  is  a  question  of  religion.  In 
the  obligations  of  modern  life  the  old  and  simple  principles 
of  morality  require  very  careful  adaptation.    In  modern 
life  wrong  is  wrong  and  right  is  right  as  much  as  ever 
they  were.    An  Act  of  Parliament  is  never  a  dead  letter, 
and  all  who  are  concerned  in  the  purity  of  commerce  should 
assist  those  who  are  endeavouring  to  enforce  the  Act  with 
which  the  League  is  concerned,  and  so  do  something  to 
set  matters  right.      The  general  well-being  of  commerce, 
the  general  well-being  of  employes,  and  the  general  well- 
being  of  households  are  at  least  as  important  as  the  pre- 
vention of  cruelty  to  a  horse.    The  increase  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  League  was,  he  added,  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity,  but  it  should  be  numbered  by 
thousands,  not  hundreds.    He  was  glad  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  recommending  the  election  of  Mr.  J.  F.  L. 
Brunner,  M.P.,  as  a  member  of  the  Council.    That  gentle- 
man is  connected,  he  said,  with  one  of  the  greatest  chemical 
companies  in  the  world.    It  is  invaluable  to  have  the 
help  of  such  experts  where  particular  questions  are  likely 
to  arise.    It  is  monstrous  for  employers  to  allow  their 
servants,    no  matter   how    high    or   how   humble  they 
may  be,  to  engage  in  practices  which  strike  at  the  very  root 
of  that  loyalty  to  the  community  which  is  based  on  good 
service.    (Applause.)    It  is  simply  madness  and  wicked- 
ness for  an  employer  to  allow  his  servant  to  make  a  profit 
out  of  his  loss.    He  had  had  foreign  contracts  which  he 
dared  say  would  have  been  profitable  submitted  to  him, 
but  he  frankly  said  he  would  have  nothing  to  do  with 
them  because  he  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  arrange- 
ments under  which  they  were  made.  If  these  arrangements 
were  not  immoral,  they  ought  to  have  been  so  regarded, 
because  they  are  immoral  in  England.    It  is  best  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  these  arrangements,  because  it  keeps 
the  conscience  clean  and  proves  the  better  course  in  the 
long  run.    (Applause. )    Mr.  Howard  concluded  by  saying 
that  he  is  an  old  man,  but  he  has  yet  to  learn  that  it  is  no 
use  for  anyone  to  try  to  resist  evil.    (Applause.)  Mr. 
Stanley  Machin  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  report  was 
unanimously  adopted.    A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  to  the  officers  concluded  the  proceedings. 

Shop-window  Displays. 
The  movement  which  is  being  organised  against  police 
prosecutions  in  the  case  of  too  attractive  window  displays 
was  carried  a  step  farther  on  April  4,  when  a  meeting  of 
London  traders  wras  held  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  to 
appoint  a  deputation  to  wait  upon  the  Commissioner  of 
Police  and  ascertain  how  such  risks  can  be  avoided.  Mr, 
Carl  Hentschel  presided  over  an  audience  of  about  fifty, 
but  the  meeting  was  not  representative  of  genuine  London 
traders,  there  being  a  good  sprinkling  of  canvassers,  several 


of  whom  had  "axes  to  grind"  when  they  found  their 
feet.  Mr.  Toye  Vise,  chairman  of  the  working  committer 
of  editors  of  the  trade  journals,  who  is  responsible  for  the 
movement,  explained  that  the  object  is  to  enlist  the  energy 
of  tradesmen  themselves  to  protect  their  undoubted  rights, 
and  also  to  protect  themselves  against  undue  police  inter- 
ference. The  legal  position  was  explained  by  a  solicitor, 
who  stated  that  traders  who  caused  an  obstruction  had 
legally  no  defence.  The  police  only  considered  "What  is 
an  obstruction"?  and  not  so  much  what  caused  it.  The 
police  were  given  a  wide  discretion,  and  the  most  that 
traders  could  do  would  be  to  ask  for  "guidance"  front 
the  Commissioner,  and  endeavour  to  find  out  what  is  at  the- 
"  back  of  their  heads  "  when  the  police  decide  to  prosecute 
in  certain  cases  and  not  in  others.  A  resolution  was  after- 
wards moved  and  unanimously  carried  "expressing  strong 
dissatisfaction  with  the  state  of  the  law  or  practice  of  tho 
police,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  penalise  the  trader  whi> 
shows  enterprise  in  taking  legitimate  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  for  effective  advertisement  of  his  goods  in 
making  his  shop  windows  especially  attractive,  as  ex- 
emplified by  recent  prosecutions  of  traders  in  London  and 
elsewhere."  After  further  discussion,  during  which  Swan 
&  Edgar's  representative  stated  that  his  firm  did  not  wish 
to  take  part  in  the  deputation,  the  following  were  chosen 
to  interview  the  Commissioner  of  Police  :  Messrs.  F. 
Hamley,  B.  Catesby,  A.  W.  Gamage,  A.  J.  Giles  (Grocers' 
Federation),  H.  Gordon  Selfridge,  a  representative  of 
Lockhart's  (the  caterers),  Green  (Dean  &  Co.),  and  Mr. 
Toye  Vise,  editor  of  the  "  Stationer." 

Wine  and  Spirit  Licences. 

The  Northumberland  Licensing  Committee  have  refuser? 
an  aplication  for  wine  licence  by  the  Cramlington  Co-opera- 
tive Society. 

At  Durham,  on  April  5,  a  medicated-wine  licence  was 
granted  to  Mr.  Isaac  Underwood  Goodswen,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Shildon.  Similar  applications  made  by  Mr. 
Gibson  Teasdale,  34  Eden  Terrace,  Chilton  Buildings, 
Ferry  hill,  and  Mr.  Robert  Smith  Farrey,  West  Auckland, 
were  refused. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Licensing 
Committee,  at  Wakefield  on  April  4,  twelve  out  of  thirteen' 
licences  were  confirmed,  the  only  one  for  which  confirma- 
tion was  refused  being  the  wine-licence  of  Mr.  R. 
Troughton,  chemist  and  druggist,  Conisbrough.  It  was 
refused  by  seven  votes  to  five. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

The  Elliot  Street  shop  formerly  occupied  by  Messrs. 
Budden  and  Co.  is  now  closed.  The  business  has  been 
removed  to  the  firm's  other  establishments  in  Dale  Street 
and  London  Road. 

The  Castner-Kellner  Alkali  Co.  have  purchased  136  acre;; 
of  land  at  Northwieh,  bordering  on  the  river  Weaver, 
which  gives  water  communication  with  Liverpool.  There 
is  an  excellent  supply  of  brine  on  the  estate. 

On  Monday  afternoon,  April  4,  Mr.  A.  Grenville  Turner 
gave  an  address  on  "The  Cultivation  of  Soya  Bean  in 
West  Africa"  before  the  African  Trade  Section  of  the" 
Liverpool  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Mr.  Turner  was  sent, 
out  to  West  Africa  in  October  last  by  the  late  Sir  Alfred 
Jones,  with  the  object  of  encouraging  the  cultivation  of 
Soya  bean. 

The  "  Daily  Post  "  of  April  5  had  a  lengthy  "  leader  "  on 
the  lactic-acid  cure,  written  in  a  facetiously  sympathetic 
style,  of  which  a  fair  sample  is  the  statement,  in  reference 
to  the  extensive  literature  of  the  subject,  that  "A  golden 
argosy  of  volumes  has  been  floated  to  port  on  a  flood  of 
bacillised  milk  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  discoveries 
of  Professor  Metchnikoff." 

Sheffeld  Notes. 
Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  was  re-elected  on  Monday 
last,  to  represent  the  St.  Peter's  Ward  on  the  Sheffield 
Board  of  Guardians. 

The  return  foursome  match  between  Messrs.  J.  B.  Pater 
and  John  Evans  and  Messrs.  R.  D.  Douglas  and  G.  Squire 
was  played  last  week  on  the  Wortley  golf-links,  and  again 
resulted  in  a  win  for  the  first-named  pair  by  two  up  indl 
one  to  play. 
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Birmingham. 

A  horse,  attached  to  a  float  containing  oil  of  vitriol, 
stumbled  in  one  of  the  streets  the  other  day  and  the  jolt 
broke  several  carboys.  Both  man  and  horse  were  severely 
burnt.  The  acid  was  the  property  of  Messrs.  Canning  & 
Co.,  Great  Hampton  Street. 

The  Loasowes,  the  beauty  spot  of  Halesowen,  associated 
with  the  poet  Shenstone,  is  in  danger  of  spoliation  owing 
to  damage  done  to  the  trees  by  the  chemical  works  on  all 
sides.  Hugh  Miller,  fifty  years  ago,  said  of  this  place, 
"The  patrimony  which  poor  Shenstone  converted  into  an 
exquisite  poem,  written  on  the  green  face  of  nature,  with 
groves  and  thickets,  cascades  and  lakes,  urns,  temples  and 
hermitages,  for  the  characters/'  It  was  the  envy  of 
Scott. 

Mr.  Jeffrey  Poole  attended  the  City  Council  for  the  first 
timoon  Tuesday.  The  proceedings  lasted  less  than  an  hour. 
He  was  not  located  on  any  committees  at  present,  but  it  is 
certain  that  he  will  be  a  useful  adjutant  to  the  Health 
Committee  in  food  and  ding  cases  Mr.  Alderman  Clay- 
ton, Ph.C,  at  the  meeting  said  he  learnt  with  mixed  feel- 
ings that  whisky  was  not  selling  so  well  because  from  its 
sale  the  city  got  a  good  sum  of  money  annually  which 
helps  to  swell  the  municipal  coffers  and  keep  down  the 
rates. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  P.I.C.,  Ph.C,  analyst  for  Bir- 
mingham, in  his  annual  report  states  that  of  seventy-two 
samples  of  drugs  analysed  during  the  year  fifteen  were 
adulterated,  representing  15  per  cent,  of  adulteration. 
During  the  past  eight  years  the  percentage  of  adulteration 
has  varied  from  5  to  26  per  cent.  The  following  are  notes 
on  special  articles  dealt  with  : 

Quinine  Sulphate  Pills. — The  single  sample  analysed  was 
deficient  in  quinine  sulphate  per  pill,  and  the  vendor  was 
cautioned. 

White-precipitate  Ointment,  —  Eighteen  samples  were 
passed  as  genuine.  One  informal  sample  contained  18  per 
cent,  of  whito  precipitate,  and  a  subsequent  formal  sample 
contained  11.8  per  cent.  The  B.P.  requirement  is  10  per  cent. 
The  vendor  was  cautioned.  Four  samples  from  two  vendors 
contained  no  white  precipitate,  but  oxide  of  zinc  in  its  place. 
Prosecutions  were  taken  in  each  instance  and  fines  imposed. 

Camphorated  Oil. — Two  of  the  twelve  informal  samples 
contained  only  83  per  cent,  and  85  per  cent,  respectively  of 
the  proper  quality  of  camphor.  Two  samples  were  prepared 
from  synthetic  camphor.  One  sample  contained  both  natural 
and  synthetic  camphor,  and  the  remaining  nine  samples 
natural  camphor  only.  The  B.P.  1898  only  mentions  natural 
camphor,  but  since  then  synthetic  or  artificial  camphor  has 
become  a  commercial  article,  and  has  raised  the  ratherdifficnlt 
question  as  to  whether  it  is  allowable  to  use  this  article  in  the 
preparation  of  camphorated  oil.  Mr.  Liverseege  says  that, 
as  far  as  he  can  ascertain,  the  natural  and  synthetic  camphor 
have  the  same  chemical  composition  and  medicinal  value, 
and  it  therefore  seems  reasonable  to  pass  camphorated  oils 
prepared  with  synthetic  camphor  as  genuine.  The  question 
is  one  for  the  revisers  of  the  B.P.,  and  if  the  next  edition  does 
not  recognise  synthetic  camphor  it  will  then  be  necessary 
to  class  preparations  containing  it  as  adulterated. 

Friar's  Balsam. — Four  samples  contained  from  17.1  to 
19.1  grams  of  solid  extract  per  100  c.c,  and  were  passed  as 
genuine;  the  tincture,  when  prepared  according  to  the  B.P. 
directions  with  drutrs  of  the  required  quality,  should  contain 
about  18  grams.  Two  samples  from  an  unqualified  vendor 
contained  15.2  and  15.6  grams  respectively — figures  which 
aro  on  the  border-line  of  adulteration.  The  vendor  probably 
used  inferior  drugs  in  preparing  the  tincture,  and  they  were 
passed  as  genuine  with  some  douibt.  Two  samples  from  an 
unqualified  chemist  contained  12.8  and  14.2  grams  respec- 
tively, and  he  was  cautioned. 

Oil  of  Aniseed. — Eleven  of  the  twelve  samples  complied 
with  the  official  requirement — namely,  that  the  oil,  after 
being  frozen,  should  not  again  become  liquid  below  15°  C. 
The  other  sample  melted  at  8°  C,  and  was  of  sp.  gr.  1.012, 
which  is  unusually  hirrli.  It  also  differed  from  the  other 
samples  by  being  miscible  with  spirit.  After  a  vain  search 
for  various  adulterants,  Mr.  Liverseege  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  sample  was  genuine,  but  had  been  kent  for 
some  years.  He  communicated  with  the  vendor,  who  in- 
formed him  that  the  oil  had  been  in  stock  for  eight  or  ten 
years,  and  that  he  had  purchased  it  from  a  high-class  London 
firm.  Mr.  Liverseece  sent  a  sample  of  the  oil  to  a  member  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia  Revision  Committee,  who  also  found  its 
characters  to  be  extraordinary,  and  expressed  the  opinion 
that  it  was  a  genuine  sample  obtained  from  aniseed,  and  not 
from  star-anise. 


Good  Templars  on  Medicated  Wine  and  tne  Spirit  Duty. 

At  the  forty-first  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  and  the  United  Services  of  the  Good 
Templars,  held  at  Hanley  last  week,  Alderman  Malins, 
of  Birmingham,  Grand  Chief  Templar,  made  some 
pungent  remarks  in  regard  to  the  advertisement  of  Win- 
carnis  in  various  daily  and  religious  papers.  He  particu- 
larly objected  to  those  in  which  reference  is  made  to  the 
giving  of  Wincarnis  to  children,  and  added  that  he  has 
been  authorised  to  take  legal  advice  as  to  whether  such 
matter  in  an  advertisement  is  not  an  infringement  of  the 
Children  Act.  This  section  of  the  Grand  Chief  Templar's 
report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  and  they 
presented  the  following  report  on  the  subject,  which  was 
adopted  unanimously  : — 

"  That  this  Grand  Lodge  desires  to  warn  the  public  against 
the  dangerous  and  insidious  character  of  some  much-adver- 
tised 'medicated'  and  'meaty'  wines  which  an  analysis 
has  shown  to  be  more  alcoholic  than  many  ordinary  wines. 
The  Grand  Lodge  is  much  surprised  and  pained  to  find  that 
some  respectable  newspapers  open  their  columns  to  such 
advertisements." 

Alderman  Malin6  also  referred  to  the  1909-10  Budget  as 
follows  : — 

The  assailants  of  the  Budget  invoked  every  conceivable 
interest  to  attack  it — the  pharmacists  and  the  hospital  authori- 
ties among  others — who  were  moved  to  protest  against  the 
increased  spirit  tax  when  applied  to  alcohol  used  as  a  solvent 
for  medical  preparations  as  legally  required  by  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  with  regard  to  the  tinctures,  etc.  Knowing 
that  the  London  Temperance  Hospital  prepares  6ome  of  its 
tinctures  with  water  or  glycerin,  I  wrote  to  ask  how  much 
the  Budget  would  affect  them  and  other  hospitals.  The  reply 
of  Dr.  Herbert  Rhodes  was  that  many  drugs  (tinctures,  etc.) 
are  by  law  required  to  be  held  in  solution  with  alcohol  as 
formulated  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  that  as  chloro- 
form is  made  from  alcohol,  the  Budget  might  increase  the 
drug  bill  at  the  London  Temperance  Hospital  by  about  5  per 
cent.  ;  other  hospitals  from  15  to  25  per  cent.  As  to  this  he 
says:  "I  am  both  a  teetotaler  and  in  sympathy  with  the 
Government  financial  policy,  but  think  there  may  result  some 
hardship  to  the  chemist  and  hospital  from  this  spirit  duty 
without  there  being  any  reduction  in  the  quantity  of  alcoholic 
medicines  consumed.  I  think  these  hardships  are  inevitable, 
and  worth  while  if  concurrently  there  is  a  decreased  con- 
sumption of  public-house  spirits."  In  reference  to  medicated 
wines,  Dr.  Rhodes  significantly  wrote:  "  Medicated  wines  of 
all  6orts  I  consider  a  curse,  and  chemists  with  whom  I  have 
discussed  this  question  say  that  when  buying  these  medicated 
ports  and  so  on,  people  get  a  very  inferior  wine  and  a  very 
little  drug,  meat  juice,  malt,  or  what  not,  for  an  exorbitant 
price.  There  is  no  doubt  that  quack  medicines  do  harm, 
and  though  they  eventually  lead  to  more  business  for  the 
doctors,  I  think  it  is  a  pity  Mr.  Lloyd  George  did  not 
'  plunder  '  the  patent  medicine  manufacturers'  '  roost.'  " 

In  connection  with  the  spirit-duty  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  "Daily  News"  now  reports  that  it  is  un- 
likely that  the  additional  3s.  9d.  will  be  continued  in  the 
1910-11  Budget. 

Soda-water  Manufacture. 

The  Hull  city  analyst  (Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard.  F.I.C.),  in  his 
report  to  the  Hull  Sanitary  Committee  on  his  examination 
of  twenty-eight  samples  of  soda-water  (representing  the  pro- 
ducts of  twenty-one  manufacturers),  states  that  "  while  on  a 
whole  the  results  of  the  investigation  are  fairly  satis- 
factory, yet  the  purity  of  these  waters  might  in  many  cases 
be  increased  if  the  dangers  of  contamination  were,  by 
means  of  a  circular,  or  in  some  other  way,  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  manufacturel-s. "  Insufficient  care  in  wash- 
ing and  storage  of  water  was  found  to  be  the  chief  cause 
of  bacterial  contamination,  while  the  fact  that  many 
samples  showed  mould-growths  on  incubation  suggests 
that  the  bottles  are  stacked  in  a  damp  condition  and  not 
further  cleansed  before  filling.  The  analyst  suggests  that 
on  the  proposed  circular  attention  should  be  called  to  the 
best  type  of  bottle,  the  danger  of  deteriorated  rubber 
rings,  the  avoidance  of  wooden  tanks  and  covers,  and  the 
use  of  proper  filters,  if  any,  on  the  same  line  as  in  London 
during  1907.    [G.  <£•  D.,  1908,  II.,  p.  740.) 

"A  Grave  Responsibility." 

In  the  course  of  a  Coroner's  inquiry  at  Bristol  on  April  5 
a  young  woman  named  Tucker,  who  carries  on  a  drug 
shop   in   Newfoundland  Road,  Bristol,   was  among  the

witnesses.  The  man  who  had  died  was  a  saddler,  and  while 
lying  ill  he  sent  his  little  boy  to  the  woman's  shop.  She 
gave  him  a  bottle  of  medicine,  and  although  it  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  death — which  was  from  heart  failure  follow- 
ing pneumonia — she  was  required  to  give  evidence  at  the 
inquiry.  The  Deputy  City  Coroner  (Mr.  A.  E.  Barber) 
"took  the  opportunity  of  pointing  out  to  her  that  when  un- 
qualified persons  took  upon  themselves  to  comtine  the 
offices  of  a  qualified  doctor  and  a  qualified  chemist  they 
were  taking  a  grave  responsibility.  How  could  she  pre- 
scribe for  complaints  about  which  she  knew  nothing  ?  The 
witness,  whose  father  has  been  in  the  business  for  thirty- 
four  years,  told  the  Coroner  that  the  prescription  was  one 
for  an  influenza  cold,  and  was  very  simple.  The  Coroner 
replied  by  pointing  out  that  the  man  had  died  from  pneu- 
monia, and  that  it  was  not  fair  to  other  people,  or  herself 
to  take  such  grave  risks.

Brevities. 

Messrs.  Ben  Clarke  &  Son,  Belfast,  are  claiming  from  the 
Omagh  Guardians  for  unreturned  empties. 

Mr.  R.  F.  Blake,  Belfast,  has  been  reappointed  public 
analyst  for  the  Union  of  Cookstown,  co.  Tyrone. 

The  Swede  named  Nelson,  who  was  charged  at  Belfast 
with  having  smuggled  saccharin  (C.  &  D.,  April  2,  p.  497), 
was  fined  10Z. 

The  Guardians  of  the  South  Dublin  Union  have  increased 
the  salary  by  40/.  a  year  of  Mr.  Martin  F.  Fitzpatrick, 
dispenser  to  the  Union. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Instruction 
Sov  Ireland  have  appointed  Mr.  David  Smith  Jardin, 
F.I.C.,  Dublin,  to  be  chief  agricultural  analyst  for 
Ireland  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act,  1906. 

The  Tuam  Guardians  at  their  last  meeting  discussed  the 
'limits  of  time  for  returning  empties  to  the  drug-contractors. 
The  L.G.B.  have  pointed  out  that,  notwithstanding  stipula- 
tions in  the  advertisements  to  the  contrary,  the  Board 
■must  adhere  to  the  official  form  of  contract. 

Mr.  James  Guthrie,  druggist,  York  Street,  Belfast,  has 
transferred  the  branch  business,  which  he  has  hitherto 
carried  on  at  North  Queen  Street,  to  283  Newtownards  Boad. 
Mr.  Guthrie  intends  managing  the  business,  and  placing  the 
York  Street  premises  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Samuel 
Hill,  registered  druggist. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  North  Dublin  Guardians  on  April  6, 
a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  with 
reference  to  the  action  of  the  Guardians  in  accepting  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  Smith  &  Sheppard,  Dublin,  for  surgical 
appliances,  although  they  had  a  lower  tender  from  another 
Dublin  firm.  The  assistant  clerk  said  the  firm  whose  tender 
was  not  accepted  did  not  manufacture  the  appliances  in 
Dublin. 

The  Belfast  and  Ulster  Vintners'  Association  held  a 
meeting  on  April  2,  at  which  a  discussion  took  place  in 
regard  to  the  prosecutions  instituted  against  chemists  who 
sold  methylated  spirit  after  hours  (see  p.  533).  The  com- 
plaint was  made  that  the  drunkenness  caused  by  methylated 
spirit  is  wrongly  attributed  to  the  beverages  sold  by  licensed 
victuallers.  Objection  was  also  made  to  the  sale  of  wines 
at  chemists'  shops.  The  chemists,  it  was  alleged,  disregard 
the  licensing  laws  by  keeping  their  premises  open  when 
publicans  are  closed.  [This  is  not  necessarily  illegal.  Mr. 
McKnight  points  out  in  a  local  paper  that  the  spirit  was  sold 
as  an  obligation  to  gentlemanly  looking  persons,  the  reverse 
in  appearance  of  "  drunks." — Ed.  C.  db  Z>.]

Aberdeen. 

Check-tills  are  gaining  a  footing  in  chemists'  shops, 
with  the  accompanying  rebate  on  a  pound's  worth  of  checks 
returned,  generally  a  shilling  in  the  pound. 

The  Aberdeen  Co-operative  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  now  closed 
their  drug  branch  in  the  Headquarter  Buildings  in  Loch 
Street,  and  are  removing  the  fittings  to  the  new  shop  in 
1 1  'ge  Street. 

Professor  J.  W.  H.  Trail,  F.P.S..  of  Aberdeen  Uni- 
versity, recently  gave  the  Linnean  Society  a  sum  of  money 
for  encouraging,  by  means  of  an  award  to  be  made  periodi- 
cally, the  study  of  protoplasm.  The  first  award  is  a  special 
medal  struck  in  bronze,  to  be  given  to  Mr.  E.  A.  Minchin, 
Professor  of  Protozoology  in  the  University  of  London, 
ildin  burgh. 

The  Edinburgh  University  will  on  July  6  confer  the 
honorary  degree  of  LL.D.  upon  Professor' Matthew  Hay, 
M.D.,  of  Aberdeen,  and  Professor  W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S.,  of 
Manchester. 

Mr.  W.  Garrie.  who  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr. 
A.  S.  Troup,  chemist,  Monifieth,  and  is  now  with  Mr.  A.  K. 
Stewart,  Edinburgh,  has  won  the  bronze  medal  at  Herriot- 
Watt  College  for  materia  medica. 

"  My  precipitous  city."  as  R.  L.  Stevenson  used  lovingly 
to  call  it,  bears  quite  a  sale-like  aspect  this  week.  Messrs. 
Inman's  windows  are  still  filled  with  bargains,  soaps  of 
all  kinds  bulk  largely,  and  a  pharmacy  in  one  of  the 
principal  streets  offers  numerous  toilet-articles  at  very 
low  rates. 

Chemist  golfers  are  beginning  to  think  of  the  coming- 
season.  One  club,  whose  members  are  all  in  the  employ 
of  a  local  firm,  hopes  to  have  a  larger  following  this  year 
than  last.  One  of  the  partners  reports  that  the  attendance 
was  not  all  that  could  be  desired  sometimes;  a  few  forgot 
to  rise  sufficiently  early — not  a  wonderful  thing,  for  most 
of  the  competitions  take  place  at  6  A.M. — and,  alas  !  another 
adherent  got  married. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Wilson,  medical  officer  of  health,  Airdrie,  in 
his  annual  report,  has  called  attention  to  the  abuse  of 
drugs  in  the  neighbourhood.  He  says  the  public  have  a 
mania  for  pouring  drugs  of  which  they  know  little  into 
bodies  of  which  they  know  less,  and  many  people  are  in- 
jured by  dosing  themselves  with  every  new  nostrum  put 
upon  the  market. 
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Mr.  William  McTaggart,  R.S.A.,  the  distinguished  Scots 
artist,  who  died  at  Broomieknowe  on  April  2.  was  as  a  boy 
of  twelve  apprenticed  to  Dr.  Buchanan,  Campbeltown, 
doctor,  who.  according  to  the  usage  of  the  time,  kept  a 
dispensary  in  connection  with  his  practice.  Having  no 
taste  for  the'drug  business  McTaggart  turned  his  imitative 
talent  in  another  direction.  He  began  to  draw  portraits, 
and  by  the  age  of  sixteen  he  had  formed  a  little  gallery,  in 
which  Dr.  Buchanan  had  a  place.  Subsequently  lie  went  to 
the  Royal  Scottish  Academy's  Art  School  in  Edinburgh, 
where  he  studied  with  Orehardson  and  Pettie  as  fellow- 
students. 

An  inquiry  under  the  Private  Legislation  Procedure 
(Scotland)  Act,  1899.  is  being  held  in  the  New  Justiciary 
Court,  Glasgow,  respecting  Provisional  Orders  promoted 
by  the  University  of  Glasgow,  the  Muirhead  Trustees, 
and  the  Governors  of  St.  Mungo's  College.  It  is  concerned 
in  part  with  medical  teaching  in  Glasgow,  and  among  the 
witnesses  were  Sir  Donald  MacAlister,  K.C.B.,  and  Sir 
Hector  Cameron,  M.D..  who  dealt  with  the  necessity  for 
improved  clinical  teaching.  Sir  Donald  said  he  was 
ambitious  to  make  the  Glasgow  School  of  Medicine  for 
Women  one  of  the  most  efficient  in  the  country.  Dr. 
Marion  Gilchrist,  of  that  school,  also  gave  evidence.  She 
was  the  first  woman  to  get  the  degree  from  any  Scottish 
University. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Corresnondentj 


Ttte  Social  Side. — As  already  mentioned  in  the  C.  <[•  J)., 
there  is  a  movement  on  foot  in  Paris  for  the  formation  of  a 
middle-class  social  club  for  clerks  and  young  business  men, 
and  a  series  of  letters  have  been  appearing  in  the  "  Daily 
Mail  "  (Paris  edition)  regarding  the  advisability  of  form- 
ing such  a  club.  As  practically  the  only  club  of  the  kind 
(apart  from  the  Anglo-American  Y.M.C.A.),  the  Galen 
Club  of  British  Chemists  has  been  approached  as  a  nucleus 
for  and  advisory  committee  of  the  projected  scheme,  and 
all  the  recent  meetings  held  at  the  headquarters,  85  Rue 
Richelieu,  have  had  to  do  with  the  iloating  of  this  sug- 
gested social  club.  The  new  scheme,  however,  will  in  no 
way  affect  the  constitution  of  the  Galen  Club.  Mr.  .1.  W. 
Kelsey  (President  of  the  Galen  Club)  is  visiting  England 
on  important  business — his  marriage  with  Z\] iss  Isabel 
Manson,  of  Huntingtower,  Melbourne,  Australia.  Mr. 
Kelsey  is  well  known  to  all  British  pharmacists  in  Paris, 
and  is  the  proprietor  of  a  popular  remedy.  The  marriage 
is  to  take  place  on  Tuesday,  April  12.  at  St.  Cuthbert's 
Church,  Blackhill.  The  members  of  the  Calen  Club  arc 
glad  to  know  that  their  President  will  continue  to  live  in 
Paris. 

The  CoNnnE.ss  of  Physiotherapy. — The  third  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Physiotherapy  was  brought  to  a  Hose 
last  Saturday  afternoon,  when  Professor  Landouzy  (Pre- 
sident of  the  Congress)  took  the  chair  at.  a  final  general 
meeting,  and  congratulated  the  various  sections  on  a  success- 
ful session,  likely  to  give  many  useful  results.  He  also 
announced  that  the  next  Congress  will  be  held  in  Berlin 
in  1912,  with  Professor  His  and  Dr.  Braeger  respectively 
as  President,  and  Vice-President.  These  gentlemen  have 
been  the  official  delegates  from  Germany  at  the  Paris 
Congress.  The  paper  that  attracted  most  attention  at  the 
Congress  was  one  read  by  the  cancer  expert,  Dr.  Doyen,  on 
Friday,  April  1,  on  the  local  treatment  of  cancer.  By 
heating  the  affected  tissues  by  means  of  electricity  to  a 
temperature  of  from  50°  to  55°  C,  he  has  succeeded  in 
arresting  the  progress  of  the  malady.  This  temperature  is 
about,  5°  less  than  would  be  necessary  for  destroying 
healthy  cells.  If  the  disease  is  diagnosed  at  an  early  date, 
Dr.  Doyen  believes  that  cancer  of  the  mouth,  tongue,  skin, 
rectum,  bladder,  etc.,  may  be  cured  by  a.  few  applications 
of  this  treatment.  The  distinguished  surgeon  had  a  large 
audience  and  received  an  ovation. 

Buying  a  Business. — A  "Vieux  Pharmacien,"  in  an 
article  in  a  trade  journal,  counsels  his  younger  brethren 
when  buying  a  business  to  look  carefully  at  its  character 
There  is  a  general  tendency  to  take  the  turnover  as  a  basis 


of  value,  but,  he  points  out,  a  "commercial"  pharmacy, 
75  per  cent,  of  whose  sales  consist  of  "  patents."  "  minerals," 
and  similar  goods  at  a  merely  nominal  profit,  may  show 
takings  amounting  to  3.000/.  or  4.000/.  a  year  and  yet  nod 
be  a  better  investment  than  a  snug  little  dispensing  business 
whose  yearly  turnover  only  amounts  to  1,000/.  or  so. 
"  Twenty  or  twenty-five  years  ago,"  he  writes,  "  when  the 
modern  commercial  pharmacy — (Anglicc,  drug-stores) — did 
not  really  exist,  a  pharmacy  was  sold — when  it  did  450/. 
to  1,200/.  a  year — at  half  as  much  again  as  its  turnover.  It 
would  certainly  fetch  more  nowadays,  but  the  difference 
would  not  represent  5  per  cent,  of  the  capital  invested. 
Nowadays  a  pharmacy  in  France  doing  sound  business  is 
worth  25  per  cent,  more  than  its  yearly  turnover  ;  i.e.  a  non- 
commercial business,  where  half  the  'purchase-money  is 
represented  by  stock  and  fittings  and  the  other  half  by  the 
goodwill,  which  latter  is  of  course  more  valuable  the  longer 
the  business  has  been  established."  Finally,  he  recommends 
buying  rather  than  starting  a  business.  Unless  one  has 
some  2,000/.  to  spend,  the  starting  of  a  new  business  fails,, 
he  thinks,  in  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred. 

The  New  French  Tariff. — The  "Official  Journal"  of 
the  French  Republic  published  last  week  the  text 
of  the  revised  French  Customs  tariff,  which  came 
officially  into  force  on  Friday,  April  1.  Practically  the 
only  change  made  by  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  the  text 
of  the  Bill  as  returned  by  the  Senate  was  to  reduce  sulphate 
of  copper  to  If.  50c.  from  3f.  50c.  There  were,  scarcely 
10  per  cent,  of  the  Deputies  present  when  the  tariff  became 
law,  the  rest  being  away  already  electioneering  in  view 
of  the  approach  of  the  general  elections  here.  The  Vice- 
President  of  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  Paris 
has  drawn  the  attention  of  the  French  Minister  of  Com- 
merce to  the  inconvenience  of  putting  the  new  tariff  into 
force  immediately  it  has  been  finally  voted  and  before, 
manufacturers  and  merchants  have  had  time  to  study  the 
changes  made.  The  Minister  has  replied  that  the  Custom 
House  officials  have  received  instructions  to  exercise  reason- 
able tolerance  regarding  errors  of  declarations,  providing 
the  question  of  good  faith  is  not  in  doubt.  Throughout  the 
protracted  negot  iations  that  have  been  carried  on  regarding 
the  new  tariff,  it  is  felt  here  in  foreign  business  circles  that, 
the  representatives  of  the  French  Government  have  shown 
a  conciliatory  attitude.  The  tariff  is  not,  considered  as 
prohibitive,  although  some  trades  will  suffer.  The  con- 
tention of  the  f  ramers  of  the  tariff  is  that  they  have  merely 
tried  to  bring  it  into  line  with  those  of  their  more  imme- 
diate Continental  neighbours,  which  still  have  higher 
average  tariffs  than  the  new  French  one. 

Tin:  Chapter  of  Crime. — On  the  night  of  March  26  the 
astronomer  of  the  Nice  Observatory  was  aroused  about, 
midnight  by  a  man  who  pretended  to  have  a  telegram  to 
deliver.  On  opening  the  door  the  astronomer  was  shot  dead, 
and  the  assassin  escaped.  Within  a  few  days,  however,  it 
transpired  that  he  had  been  engaged  in  a  lawsuit  with 
his  brother-in-law.  Dr.  Brengues,  of  Nimes,  who  had  shown 
himself  vindictive.  The  physician  has  been  unable  to  prove 
an  alibi  concerning  the  employment,  of  his  time  on  the  night, 
in  question,  and  has  been  arrested  on  the  charge  of  having 
perpetrated  the  murder.  The  police  contend  that  he  had 
time  to  travel  to  Nice  from  Nimes  in  the  evening  and  to, 
be  back  in  the  latter  town  at  nine  o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
the  27th.  A  somewhat  distressing  feature  of  the  evidence 
is  that  given  by  M.  Dunant,  a  pharmacist,  of  Nimes.  He- 
called  at  the  police  station  there  on  Thursday  night  (the 
31st)  and  stated  that  in  his  absence  from  the  pharmacy 
mi  the  previous  Sunday  morning  Dr.  Brengues  had 
called  there,  and,  handing  the  assistant  a  parcel  wrapped' 
up  in  a  newspaper,  had  asked  him  to  keep  it  for  a  few  days 
and  enjoining  secrecy.  Curiosity  got  the  better  of  the- 
assistant,  and  he  opened  the  parcel,  to  find  that  it  con- 
tained a  six-chambered  revolver.  The  doctor  returned 
shortly  afterwards  and  said  that  on  reflection  he  preferred 
to  take  the  parcel  away,  but  was  much  annoyed  to  find  it, 
had  been  opened.  The  assistant,  said  he  had  let  the  parcel 
drop  carelessly,  and  the  doctor  left  the  pharmacy,  again 
expressing  a  desire  for  secrecy.  Dr.  Brengues,  who  is  under 
arrest  at  Nice,  is  to  bo  confronted  with  the  assistant  there, 
and  the  police  consider  the  evidence  naturally  as  of  im- 
portance.

Cape  Colony. 

"  Secret  Remedies." — South  Africa  has  long  been  recog- 
anised  as  one  of  the  happiest  hunting  grounds  of  the  patent- 
medicine  maker,  and  the  members  of  the  medical  profession 
"have  often  called  attention  to  the  harm  done  by  the  indis- 
criminate taking  of  such  medicine  in  the  Cape  Native 
"territories.  One  medical  man  has  recently  taken  a  more 
■aggressive  course  by  purchasing  a  number  of  copies  of 
"Secret  Remedies"  and  distributing  them  among  the 
public  libraries  in  these  districts,  with  good  results  from 
the  medico's  point  of  view.  In  a  recent  issue  the  "  South 
African  Medical  Record  "  commends  this  action,  and 
•expresses  the  hope  that  the  example  will  be  followed. 

Forged  Cheques. — A  coloured  youth  named  Frank 
Adrianse  was  last  month  charged  at  the  Cape  Town  Police 
'Court  with  stealing,  forging,  and  uttering  three,  cheques, 
valued  51.,  91.,  and  10?.,  the  property  of  Messrs.  .lames  & 
'Co.,  chemists,  Long  Street,  Cape  Town.  Mr.  Thomas 
James,  in  his  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution,  stated 
that  prior  to  January  accused  had  been  in  his  employ  for 
three  months.  After  he  had  left  he  found  that  a,  number 
•of  cheque  forms  were  missing  from  the  back  of  the  book, 
and  these  were  subsequently  returned  to  him  by  an  official 
of  the  Bank  of  Africa.  The  writing  and  signature  upon 
them  were  not  in  his  handwriting.    Accused  was  remanded. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — The  Governor  has 
■appointed  Mr.  Alexander  Fowlie,  of  Brandfort,  a  member 
■of  this  Council. 

Sir  Kendal  Franks  visited  Bloemfontein  on  March  11 
and  lectured  before  the  Medical  Society  un  "  Medical 
Legislation  under  Union,"  this  being  in  connection  with 
the  agitation  now  on  foot  for  joint  action  on  the  part  of 
■doctors  and  chemists  throughout  South  Africa. 

Transvaal. 

Personal. — Mr.  John  Murdoch,  from  Messrs.  Cameron 
•&  Hamilton,  Cape  Town,  has  taken  over  the  old- 
•established  business  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Jones,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Kimberley  Road,  Bertram,  Johannesburg. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Hull  (representative  of  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co.)  was  in  Johannesburg  when  the  mail  left  on  his 
return  from  the  Barberton  district  of  the  Transvaal  and 
Delagoa  Bay.  He  is  returning  to  Cape  Town  via  the  Orange 
River  Colony. 

Love  Medicine  is  still  believed  in  by  some,  in  the  Old 
Country,  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  benighted  Zulu 
.should  pay  money  for  it.  A  case  in  illustration  waa 
before  the  Johannesburg  magistrate  the  other  day  in  which 
a  Zulu  was  sentenced  to  four  months'  imprisonment  for 
selling  a  "  potion  "  to  another  Zulu  for  1/.  The  love-sick 
Zulu  informed  the  Magistrate  that  accused  said  he  had 
some  love  medicine,  and  told  witness  he  had  to  apply  it 
by  rubbing  it  over  his  face  when  he  was  going  to  meet  the 
girl  he  loved.  If  he  did  this  the  girl  would  fall  to  the 
ground,  overcome  with  love.  He  never  got  the  length  of 
trying  it. 

Chemists'  Apprentices. — One  of  the  evidences  of  the 
more  settled  state  of  the  population  on  the  Rand  is  the 
remarkable  number  of  apprentices  now  employed  in 
■chemists'  shops.  A  few  years  ago  a  chemist's  apprentice 
was  a  rara  avis  in  the  Transvaal,  but  now  there  is  hardly 
an  establishment  without  one.  The  system  of  apprentice- 
ship is  similar  to  that  which  pertains  in  Great  Britain,  with 
the  exception  that  on  the  whole  the  hours  of  duty  are  very 
much  shorter.  Some  of  us  who  were  apprenticed  in  the 
Old  Country  can  remember  days  of  hard  work  from 
3  or  9  in  the  morning  until  8  or  9  at  night,  with  an  occa- 
sional half-holiday,  and  frequent  Sunday  duties.  In  the 
Transvaal  the  youths  begin  their  day's  duty  about  8.30  or  9 
and  finish  at  6,  have  a  half-holiday  every  week,  and  no 
Sunday  work.  As  all  the  rough,  dirty  work  and  met  sages 
are  done  by  Kaffirs,  they  have  a  very  good  time.  Moreover, 


they  get  a  good  training,  for  in  the  majority  of  chemists' 
shops  galenical  preparations  are  now  made,"  and  chemists 
put  up  their  own  special  lines,  besides  which  the  cosmo- 
politan nature  of  the  population  of  Johannesburg  gives  a 
wide  range  of  dispensing  experience.  There  is  no  room 
in  the  Transvaal  at  the  present  day  for  overseas  men,  and 
in  a  year  or  two  the  Examining  Board  of  United  South 
Africa  ought  to  have  a  fine  class  of  highly  trained  youths 
presenting  themselves  for  examination. 

Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 

Salicylic  Preservative  in  Japan.— The  Central 
Hygienic  Board  of  Japan  resolved  on  January  27  that  the 
use  of  salicylic  acid  as  a  preservative  in  sake  be  allowed 
after  September  1911.  The  Board  propose  to  extend  the 
term  for  a  further  five  years  from  October  1911. 

Tariff  Agreement  with  U.S.A.— The  dispute  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States  hac  been  settled.  There  is 
to  be  no  war.  Briefly,  Canada  gives  reductions  on  thirteen 
groups  of  articles  of  commerce  to  the  United  States, 
placing  that  country  in  the  same  position  as  that  held  by 
France  under  the  recent  arrangement,  while  the  United 
States  extends  to  Canada  the  minimum  scale  of  the  Payne 
tariff.  Among  the  American  products  to  be  admitted  into 
Canada  at  the  reduced  duties  of  17£  per  cent,  ad  vol.,  as 
compared  with  20  per  cent.,  are  powdered  soaps,  per- 
fumed toilet-preparations,  cottonseed  oil,  drugs,  and  dyes. 

The  First  Lady  Apothecary  in  Germany  has  succeeded 
in  passing  her  examinations.  She  is  Fraulein  von  Gusnar, 
aged  twenty-one.  She  has  now  proceeded  from  Berlin  to 
Darmstadt,  where  she  has  been  engaged  as  apothecary's 
help  in  a  pharmacy  there.  Considerable  interest  has  been 
excited  over  the  fact,  as  although  there  are  many  women 
pharmacists  in  England,  this  is  the  only  instance  of  its  kind 
known  in  Germany,  and  it  is  expected  that  many  women 
will  now  follow  in  Fraulein  von  Gusnar's  footsteps. 

[So  reports  a  London  evening  contemporary.  The  lady 
referred  to  is  Fraulein  Lena  Gussnar,  one  of  several  lady 
pupils  of  Professor  H.  Thorns,  Ph.D.,  F.C.S..  at  Steglitz. 
She  and  Fraulein  Helena  Hemmann  took  Meuver  prizes 
of  the  Deutsche  Apotheker  Verein  hut  September.] 

New  Opium  Ordinance  in  Ceylon. — By  the  new  Opium 
Ord  inance  the  importation,  sale,  and  distribution  of  opium 
have  been  amended,  and  the  possession  and  sale  of  bhang 
and  ganja  are  prohibited.  A  number  of  medical  prepara- 
tions containing  more  or  less  opium  are  exempted  from  the. 
definition.  The  main  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  state 
that  : 

"The  importation  of  opium,  except  by  Government,  is 
entirely  prohibited.  The  sale  or  barter  of  opium  is  restricted, 
with  certain  exceptions  in  favour  of  medical  practitioners, 
licensed  vedaralas,  and  others,  to  '  authorised  vendors.'  The 
possession  of  opium  is  forbidden  except,  in  certain  specified 
ease-.  Provision  is  made  for  the  importation  by  Government 
of  the  necessary  quantity  of  opium  and  for  the  appointment, 
of  authorised  vendors.  Authorised  vendors  will  :-upply  opium 
only  to  registered  consumers  and  vedaralas,  and  then  only 
in  the  quantity  in  respect  of  which  the  consumer  or  vedarala 
is  registered:  and  power  is  taken  to  pass  regulations  for 
gradually  reducing  the  quantity  supplied  to  registered  con- 
sumers. The  possession  of  hypodermic  syringes  and  similar 
apparatus  is  prohibited." 

Advance  in  Rubber  Coods. — At  a  meeting  of  the  German 
Union  of  Rubber  Goods  Manufacturers  in  Berlin  last 
week  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  raise  the  prices  of  all 
classes  of  rubber  goods.  The  increase  in  selling  prices  of 
manufactured  goods  has  been  fixed  by  the  German  Associa- 
tion at  10  per  cent,  for  goods,  not  exceeding  3m.  per  kilo., 
15  per  cent,  for  goods  above  3m.  but.  below  12m.  per 
kilo.,  and  20  per  cent,  for  goods  between  12m.  and  15m. 
per  kilo.,  while  for  goods  above  15m.  per  kilo,  correspond- 
ing increases  will  be  made  according  to  price  and  ranging 
from  20  per  cent,  to  40  per  cent.  It  is  asserted  that  even 
with  these  advances  prices  are  still  low  in  comparison  with 
raw  material,  and  unless  a  substantial  decline  takes  place 
in  this,  which  at  present  does  nut  appear  probable,  further 
increases  may  be  necessary  in  manufactured  goods.

Trade  Law. 

Druggists'  Boxes.— In  the  City  of  London  Court  on 
April  5,  before  Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Hugh  Stevenson 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  box-makers,  Garratt  Works,  Somers  Town,  sued 
Messrs.  Hertz  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  9  -Mincing  Lane, 
E.C.,  for  6/.  for  boxes  supplied.  Defendants'  ease  was  that 
they  were  only  to  take  the  boxes  as  and  when  they  required 
them.  Plaintiffs  said  that  after  defendants  had  had  two 
gross  of  boxes  they  were  willing  to  take  back  the  rest,  but 
defendants  would  not  send  them.  The  Judge  held  that  the 
defendants  were  to  have  the  boxes  when  wanted.  That,  how- 
ever, meant  that  they  must  be  taken  in  a  reasonable  time. 
The  order  was  given  in  August,  and,  as  the  goods  were  not 
taken  by  February,  the  time  had  come  for  payment,  whether 
the  defendants  had  had  the  goods  or  not.  Judgment  for  the 
plaintiffs,  with  costs. 

A  Vet.'s  Debt — In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on 
April  5,  before  Judge  Bray,  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son, 
Ltd.,  40  Charlotte  Street,  E.G..  were  the  respondents  in  an 
application  by  Mr.  A.  Crapp,  V.S.,  66-68  Dawes  Road,  Ful- 
ham,  to  set  aside  a  judgment  -Aud  have  a  trial  of  an  .action 
to  recover  20/.  0s.  10</.,  the  judgment,  with  costs  bringing  it 
up  to  23/.  17a-.  Sd.  Mr.  Robinson,  for  the  applicant,  said  it 
was  suggested  that  the  summons  was  not  served  on  him.  The 
applicant,  in  his  evidence,  said  he  owed  about  8/.  or  9/.  only. 
On  the  day  it  was  suggested  the  summons  was  served  he  was 
in  Plymouth.  Judge  Bray  asked  the  applicant  if  he  would 
pay  into  court  what  he  said  he  owed.  Mr.  Crapp  said  he 
would,  and  on  the  understanding  that  the  applicant  would 
bring  10/.  into  court,  his  Honour  said  he  would  order  a  new 
trial,  and  reserved  the  question  of  costs. 

Hudson's  Extract.— The  hearing  was  commenced  on 
April  6,  before  Vice-Chancellor  Leigh-Clare  in  the  Lancashire 
Chancery  Court,  Liverpool,  cf  an  action  by  R.  S.  Hudson,  Ltd. 
against  W.  Gossage  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  for  injunctions  to  restrain 
the  defendants  from  making  alleged  fraudulent  misrepre- 
sentations to  induce  the  public  to  believe  that  the  defendants' 
soap  was  "  real  Hudson's,"  and  from  making  use  of  con- 
ditional information.  Mr.  J.  M.  Astbury,  K.C.,  leading 
counsel  for  the  plaintiffs,  stated  that  Messrs.  Gossage  were 
concerned  for  forty  years  in  the  partial  manufacture  of 
Hudson's  extract  of  soap,  supplying  from  200  to  300  tons 
of  soap  per  week  as  an  ingredient  in  the  powder,  and 
receiving  over  two  and  a  half  millions  for  it.  The  soap-powder 
business  has  been  acquired  by  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Port  Sun- 
light, who  paid  a  "  staggering  "  amount,  for  it.  The  hearing 
is  expected  to  occupy  the  whole  of  this  week  and  next. 

Tenant  Compensation. -At  Antrim  Quarter  Sessions  on 
April  1.  lx>fore  Judge  Shaw,  a  case  under  the  Town  Tenants 
(Ireland)  Act  was  heard,  in  which  Mr.  Frederick  T.  Smith, 
druggist,  Antrim,  claimed  from  Mr.  James  McManus  (his 
landlord),  the  respondent,  578/.  14.s\  5*/.,  made  up  of  loss  of 
goodwill  500/.,  expenses  of  removal  50/.,  and  improvements 
28/.  14.?.  5d.,  as  compensation  for  the  loss  sustained  by  him  in 
quitting  a  holding  from  which  ho  was  being  ejected  by  said 
landlord.  The  evidence  was  that  Mr.  Smith  was  originally 
in  Dr.  Spearing's  employment  in  the  Medical  Hall,  Antrim, 
and  on  the  doctor's  death  in  1899  lie  bought  the  goodwill 
and  stock  in  the  Hall  for  50/.,  of  which  15/.  was  for  stock.  Dr. 
Spearing's  turnover  per  week  was  about  4/.,  but  at  present 
it  is  17/.  Two  short  leases  were  granted  in  succession  to 
applicant,  the  last  terminating  in  May  1909.  The  respon- 
dent would  not  give  a  further  lease,  raising  the  rent  by  21. 
per  annum,  to  le  paid  quarterly.  The  applicant  agreed  to 
pay  the  increased  rent,  but  refused  to  .accept  a  quarterly 
tenancy,  as  it,  would  exclude  him  from  the  provisions  of 
the  Town  Tenants  Act.  Mr.  Smith  stated  his  turnover  for 
the  last  three  years  was:  1905.  924/.  7*.  10<7.;  1907, 
847/.  9s.  4<7.  ;  1909,  897/.  12*.  10r/.,  of  which  33i  per  cent,  was 
profit,  showing  about  300/.  net  profit  each  year.  After  a 
long  hearing,  his  Honour  said  when  the  respondent  gave 
the  tenant  notice  to  quit  without  sufficient  reason,  the  place 
of  business  where  the  tenant  is  located  is  to  be  considered. 
If,  for  instance,  the  shop  were  in  Oxford  Street,  London, 
and  a  tenant  is  removed,  strangers  who  pass  and  repass 
through  the  thoroughfare  will  find  another  convenient  shop 
to  enter  It  is  not  (he  same  in  Antrim.  If  applicant  re- 
moved, his  new  business  premises  are  known,  and  customers 
follow  him.  Ho  ordered  that  Mr.  McManus  pay  50/.  to 
Mr.  Smith  for  goodwill  -and  5/.  for  removal,  or  nothing  if 
ho  retains  him  as  a  tenant. 

Parkinson's  Pills.— The  Vice-Chancellor,  sitting  in  Liver- 
pool on  April  5,  granted,  on  the  application  of  R.  Parkinson 
&  Sons,  Curzon  Street,  Burnley,  an  injunction  to  restrain 
J.  Parkinson,  29  Dorset  Street,  Burnley,  from  selling  any 
pills  as  Parkinson's  pills  or  in  any  way  with  the  name  of 
Parkinson  except  with  labels  clearly  distinguishing  them 
from  the  plaintiffs'. 


High  Court  Cases. 

[Unless  where  otherwise  stated  the  actions  are  in  the  High 
Courts  of  Justice,  London.] 

Saccharin  Patent. 

In  the  Chancery  Division,  before  Mr.  Justice  Eve,  on 
April  5,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Owen,  in  the  case  of 
The  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  v.  The  National  Saccharin 
Co.,  Ltd.  On  behalf  of  the  defendants,  counsel  asked  for 
the  setting  aside  and  discharge  of  an  order  his  Lordship, 
had  made  in  chambers  by  which  the  defendants  were  re- 
quested to  join  in  giving  certain  further  particulars  concern- 
ing the  saccharin  which  they  alleged  was  being  manufac- 
tured by  a  patented  process  carried  on  exclusively  or  mainly 
outside  the  United  Kingdom.  The  action,  said  counsel,  was 
for  alleged  infringement  of  plaintiffs'  saccharin  patents., 
and  the  defence  under  the  new  Patents  Act  was  an  allega- 
tion that  the  plaintiffs'  saccharin  was  being  made  by 
patented  processes  carried  on  exclusively  or  mainly  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe.  The  plaintiffs'  case  was  based  on  the 
fact  that  all  the  saccharin  imported  into  England  was- 
manufacturei  by  them,  and  that  none  could  be  made  with- 
out their  licence.  Defendants  challenged  them  on  their 
own  ground.  The  plaintiffs  asked  that  defendants  should 
furnish  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  persons  alleged  to 
have  manufactured  for  or  sold  to  the  plaintiffs.  Counsel 
argued  that  in  such  a  case  it  was  absolutely  immaterial  for 
his  clients  to  provide  information  where  the  saccharin  was 
made  on  the  Continent.  On  the  question  of  whether  plain- 
tiffs were  infringing  the  statute  or  not,  how  could  it  be 
material  to  say  that  some  of  the  saccharin  was  manufac- 
tured at  Antwerp  and  some  at  Berlin  ?  It  was  a  case  of 
England  against  the  world.  If  the  plaintiffs  claimed 
against  the  world,  how  could  it  be  material  in  what  part 
of  the  world  the  saccharin  was  made  ?  All  the  factories  of 
saccharin,  said  counsel  were  well  known  on  the  Continent. 
He  urged  that  plaintiffs  were  trying  to  pin  defendants 
down  to  give  some  irrelevant  particulars  which  they  could' 
only  get  from  plaintiffs'  books. 

Mr.  Colefax  opposed  the  motion  on  behalf  of  the  plain- 
tiffs, considering  it  was  evident  that  defendants  were 
trying  to  take  every  loophole  so  that  at  the  trial  they  might 
be  able  to  spring  something  on  to  the  plaintiffs. 

His  Lordship  held  that  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  the 
further  particulars  desired  by  them,  and  accordingly  he 
dismissed  the  defendants'  motion  with  costs. 

National  Cash  Registers. 

The  National  Cash  Register  Co.  made  a  successful  appli- 
cation to  the  Divisional  Court  of  the  King's  Bench  Division 
(consisting  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  Justices  Channel! 
and  Bray)  on  April  5  for  a  rule  calling  upon  Mr.  Horatio 
Bottomley,  M.P.  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  com- 
mitted for  contempt  of  court  in  respect  to  an  article  pub- 
lished in  "John  Bull."  Mr.  Montague  Lush,  K.C.,  who, 
made  the  application,  stated  that  his  clients  were  the 
plaintiffs  in  certain  actions  arising  from  a  reduction  in  the 
price  of  cash  registers.  Mr.  Beardall,  solicitor  and  a  director, 
of  the  plaintiff  company,  in  an  affidavit  stated  that  on 
May  15,  1909,  "John  Bull"  published  a  scrurrilous  article 
upon  the  company  and  Messrs.  Patterson  and  Palmer,  two 
directors,  and  other  articles  since,  and  Mr.  Beardall  attri- 
buted the  whole  of  that  litigation  to  the  articles  which 
appeared  in  "John  Bull."  The  article  now  complained  of 
appeared  in  "John  Bull"  of  April  2  last,  when  two  pages 
were  devoted  to  the  company  under  the  following  headlines  : 
"  National  Cash  Register  Company;  remarkable  disclosures- 
and  documents ;  are  Messrs.  Patterson  and  Palmer  leaving 
the  country?  "  The  contents  bills  which  were  distributed 
all  over  the  country  contained  the  words  in  very  bold 
type,  "  Cash  Registers  :  director's  confession."  His 
Lordship  at  this  point  remarked  that  he  had  seen  the 
poster  as  he  was  coming  to  court.  Mr.  Lush  proceeded  to 
read  the  whole  article,  the  following  being  one  of  the 
passages  read  : — 

"  About  this  time  another  letter  was  written  at  Mr.  Patter- 
son's dictation  -addressed  to  the  American  company.  _  It  was 
dictated  immediately  after  the  abortive  Riley  action.  It 
was  after  Mr.  Isaacs  had  listened  to  what  the  other  side  had 
read  from  our  manual  and  primer,  and  listened  to  the  Judge's 
comments  on  them,  he  said  that  the  case  was  more  serious 
than  had  been  represented  to  him,  and  that  heeaw  very  littte 
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hope  for  us.  ...  I  never  spent  such  a  dreadful  afternoon 
as  that  following-  the  first  day's  hearing.  .  .  .  The  whole  case 
rested  upon  mine  and  Mr.  Palmer's  policy,  which  was  to 
xell  the  truth  and  acknowledge  that  we  were  responsible  for 
what  we  had  said  in  the  manual  and  primer,  and  neither  of 
us  was  going  on  the  stand.  [The  '  stand,'  explained  Mr. 
Lush,  meant  the  witness-box.]  .  .  .  Mr.  Palmer  and  I  have 
i>een  whipped  many  times,  but  we  have  kept  on  fighting,  and 
we  still  propose  to  keep  on  fighting." 

"If,"  said  Mr.  Lush,  "your  lordships  grant  the  rule  we 
shall  produce  the  original  letter  which  is  being  brought 
from  New  York."  At  the  end  of  the  article  are  a  number 
of  questions  which  are  serious.  They  run  :  "  In  the  event 
of  any  of  the  pending  actions  going  against  the  company  is 
it  their  intention  to  shut  up  their  offices  ?  and  (2)  Have  they 
taken  steps  to  get  possible  witnesses  in  the  pending  litiga- 
tion out  of  the  country?  " 

Without  hearing  further  arguments  their  Lordships 
.granted  the  rule,  making  it  returnable  in  ten  days. 

Poisoned  Grain  Prohibition  Act. 

Giving  Away  Strychnine. 
At  the  Ongar  (Essex)  Police  Court  on  April  2,  Hugh 
Craig,  farmer,  Paslow  Hall,  High  Ongar,  was  summoned 
for  placing  poisoned  grain,  calculated  to  destroy  life,  on 
certain  ground  at  High  Ongar,  and  John  H.  Kirby, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Chipping  Ongar,  was  summoned 
for  aiding  and  abetting.  A  police  superintendent  stated 
that  there  had  been  a  great  deal  of  trouble  throughout  the 
county  consequent  on  dogs  being  poisoned,  and  the  police 
could  not  trace  where  the  poison  came  from.  The  facts  of 
this  case  showed  that  the  poison  was  not  sold,  but  given 
away,  and  was  not  registered.  The  defendant  Craig  was, 
it  was  alleged,  seen  to  place  grain  on  his  land,  and  after- 
wards several  partridges  and  rooks  were  found  lying  ill  on 
the  field,  one  partridge  and  some  rooks  being  dead.  Alto- 
gether over  a  hundred  birds  had  been  found  dead.  The 
crops  of  some  of  the  birds  and  some  of  the  grain  on  the 
land  had  been  examined  by  the  public  analyst,  who  certi- 
fied the  presence  of  strychnine.  Mr.  Craig  said  he  could 
not  get  boys  to  keep  the  birds  off  the  corn,  and  he  had  to 
do  something  to  protect  his  crops.  Mr.  Kirby  said  he 
understood  that  Mr.  Craig  was  only  going  to  use  the  grain 
in  his  garden  to  keep  off  the  sparrows.  The  Magistrates 
fined  each  of  the  defendants  20s.  and  costs — IV.  6.?.  9d. 

Revenue  Acts. 

Sale  of  Methylated  SriRiT. 

At  Belfast  Police  Court  on  April  4,  Robt.  W.  McKnight, 
Ph.C,  Carlisle  Circus;  Samuel  Hogg,  Ph.C,  110  Shankill 
Road ;  W.  'H.  McBride,  registered  druggist,  Woodstock 
Road ;  and  Thomas  Mitchell,  registered  druggist,  New- 
townards  Road,  Belfast,  were  summoned  for  selling 
methylated  spirit  during  prohibited  hours. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Lewis,  who  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  and  Excise,  said  the  summonses 
were  brought  to  endeavour  to  put  a  stop  to  a  terrible  practice 
that  was  greatly  on  the  increase  in  Belfast.  After  public- 
houses  were  closed  some  poor  debauched  creatures  were  in 
the  habit  of  purchasing  methylated  spirit  to  drink.  He 
could  not  conceive  anything  that  was  absolutely  more 
destructive  to  body  and  mind.  He  asked  the  Bench  to 
help  the  authorities  to  put  down  this  practice.  Mr.  Lewis 
then  dealt  with  the  law  relating  to  the  cases. 

Mr.  B.  A.  K.  Donaldson,  officer  of  Customs  and  Excise, 
stated  that  about  10.30  p.m.  on  January  1  (Saturday)  he 
visited  McKnight's  shop  and  asked  for  2d.  worth  of 
methylated  spirit.  He  handed  the  defendant  a  bottle,  and 
while  he  was  labelling  it  he  asked  witness  if  it  was  for 
medicinal  purposes,  and  explained  that  they  were  not 
allowed  to  sell  it  after  ten  o'clock.  Witness  said  it  was 
for  burning.  Afterwards,  when  witness  had  the  bottle,  he 
asked  the  defendant  for  an  explanation,  and  he  said  he 
was  often  asked  for  such  spirit  after  hours  by  people  who 
he  beheved  wanted  to  drink  it,  but  he  never  sold  it  to  them. 
Cross-examined  for  the  defence  by  Mr.  Joseph  Donnelly, 
witness  said  there  was  never  any  talk  about  a  spirit-lamp. 

Mr.  Donnelly,  in  entering  a  plea  of  guilty,  said  that  the 
defendant  had  been  engaged  in  business  for  over  twenty- 
seven  years,  and  during  that  time  there  had  never  been  a 
complaint  against  him.     He  endeavoured  to  repress  the 


sale  of  methylated  spirit  for  drinking-purposes.  On  the 
day  in  question  he  had  been  very  busy,  and  it  had  quite 
slipped  his  memory  that  it  was  past  ten  o'clock.  He  would 
be  more  careful  in  future  and  he  was  sorry  he  had  broken 
the  law.   It  was  entirely  through  inadvertence. 

Giving  evidence  in  Mr.  Hogg's  case,  Mr.  Donaldson 
deposed  that  on  January  15  at  11  p.m.  he  bought  2d.  worth 
of  methylated  spirit,  and  in  reply  to  the  defendant  said 
it  was  for  burning.  The  defendant  explained  that  it  was 
against  the  law  to  sell  methylated  spirit  after  ten  o'clock 
on  Saturday  nights  until  eight  o'clock  on  the  following- 
Monday  morning.  Witness  said,  "Is  that  so?"  and  the 
defendant  told  an  assistant  to  fill  up  the  bottle.  Witness 
got  the  bottle  and  then  asked  the  defendant  for  an 
explanation.  He  said  he  sold  it  to  oblige  witness,  and 
that  sometimes  he  was  asked  for  it  after  ten  for  heating 
milk  for  babies  during  the  night.  Mr.  J.  A.  Culbert,  who 
represented  Mr.  Hogg,  entered  a  plea  of  guilty,  and  said 
the  defendant  thought  it  was  wanted  for  a  spirit  lamp. 

In  Mr.  McBride's  case  the  evidence  was  substantially 
the  same.  The  sale  was  made  on  Saturday  night,  Decem- 
ber 11,  1909,  after  ten  o'clock,  and  defendant  explained 
to  Mr.  Donaldson  that  it  was  illegal  to  sell  this  spirit  after 
ten  o'clock,  but  that  he  would  give  it  to  him  and  charge  him 
for  something  else.  He  gave  it  to  witness,  saying  that 
he  only  sold  it  for  babies'  milk,  and  charged  him  2d.  for  it. 

Mr.  Tughan,  who  appeared  for  Mr.  McBride,  said  the 
cases  had  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Excise 
authorities  since  the  month  of  November  last,  and  it  was 
the  first  time  that  prosecutions  of  that  description  had 
been  brought.  As  Mr.  Lewis  had  pointed  out,  it  was 
important  that  the  law  should  be  known  by  all  parties. 
On  Saturday  nights  it  was  customary  for  people  to  post- 
pone some  of  their  shopping  until  the  last  moment. 
Methylated  spirit  was  sometimes  needed  at  a  moment's 
notice  for  medicinal  purposes.  It  was  the  first  time  he 
had  heard  that  some  people  in  Belfast,  after  being  put 
out  of  the  public-houses,  were  found  looking  for  methylated 
spirit  to  drink.  The  Excise  authorities  were  desirous  of 
putting  a  stop  to  the  practice,  and  on  behalf  of  his  client 
he  gave  an  assurance  that  it  would  not  occur  again. 

In  Mr.  Mitchell's  case  the  offence  occurred  on  Novem- 
ber 27  last. 

Mr.  Brady,  R.M.,  announcing  the  decision  of  the  Magis- 
trates, said  the  penalty  under  the  Act  is  1001.,  and  that 
would  be  mitigated  to  251.,  with  a  recommendation  that 
in  the  first  case  it  be  reduced  to  40s.  and  in  the  other  three 
to  4/. 

Mr.  Tughan  :  Have  your  Worships  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  fact  that  these  have  been  the  first  cases 
brought  before  the  Court. 

Mr.  Brady  :  We  have.  The  Magistrates  think  the  cases 
are  of  great  importance.  Very  serious  consequences  result 
from  the  drinking  of  methylated  spirit.  Answering  Mr. 
Tughan,  Mr.  Brady  added  that  the  Magistrates  measured 
the  penalties  according  to  the  evidence. 

Is  Saccharin  Dutiable? 

At  Old  Street  Police  Court,  London,  before  Mr.  Cluer, 
on  April  4,  Ziskin  Bass  (65),  Old  Montagu  Street,  and 
Henry  Goldstein  (41),  Chicksand  Street,  both  Russian 
subjects  and  mineral-water  manufacturers,  were  charged 
with  dealing  in  112  oz.  of  smuggled  saccharin,  which  had 
been  found  on  Bass's  premises.  Evidence  having  been 
given  by  an  inspector  of  Customs  and  Excise,  Mr.  Mar- 
getts,  for  the  defendant  Bass,  asked  for  a  remand.  He 
also  contended  that,  owing  to  the  present  state  of  the 
Budget,  the  authorities  were  not  entitled  to  recover  any 
duty  that  might  be  due.  The  solicitor  prosecuting  said 
he  was  quite  willing  to  contest  that  point.  The  case  was 
then  remanded  for  further  hearing  until  Wednesday, 
when  it  was  stated  that  Goldstein  had  been  prosecuted  in 
the  High  Court  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  amounting 
to  900/.  in  respect  of  saccharin.  He  had  served  fifteen 
months'  imprisonment  for  non-payment.  Mr.  Cluer  (the 
Magistrate)  thereupon  remarked,  "And  here  he  is  again, 
none  the  worse,  but  can  laugh  at  us  as  having  kept  him  for 
fifteen  months  in  comfort  and  even  luxury,  and  in  a  better 
home  than  his  own."  Bass  was  fined  50/.,  or  in  default  to 
be  imprisoned  for  two  months,  and  Goldstein  was  fined 
100/.,  or  six  months'  imprisonment. 
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Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887. 

Spurious  Beecham's  Pills. 

At  the  Northampton  Borough  Sessions  on  April  G. 
before  the  Mayor  and  other  Magistrates,  Mary  Ward  (50), 
5  Ethel  Street,  v/as  summoned  for  unlawfully  selling  pills 
to  which  a  false  trade  description — namely.  "Beecham's 
Pills  " — was  applied. — Mr.  A.  J.  Darnell,  who  appeared 
for  the  prosecutors,  Messrs.  Thomas  Beecham,  St.  Helens, 
said  one  of  the  firm's  inspectors  had  been  investigating 
in  the  Northampton  district,  and  had  found  a  serious 
contravention  of  their  rights.  They  had  no  desire  to 
press  the  case  against  the  defendant,  who  was  only  a 
small  shopkeeper;  but  they  desired  to  find  out  who  had 
sold  them  to  her  and  was  responsible  for  the  fraud.  She 
was  supplied  with  small  penny  boxes  of  pills,  upon  which 
were  written  the  words  "  Beecham's  Pills  "  in  pencil. 
The  prosecutors  wanted  the  case  to  be  a  warning  to  small 
shopkeepers  against  purchasing  pills,  alleged  to  be 
Beecham's,  from  unauthorised  persons.  There  had  been 
found  forty-two  cases  in  Northampton  where  shopkeepers 
had  pills  represented  as  Beecham's.  but  which  were  not 
Beecham's,  and  the  public  were  being  imposed  upon. 

Evidence  in  support  of  this  statement  was  given  by 
Joseph  Shaw  (the  purchaser),  by  Mr.  John  A.  Lockwood, 
London  (travelling  inspector  for  Messrs.  Beecham),  by 
.Mr.  Glover,  export  manager,  St.  Helens  (who  said  the 
pills  produced  were  not  Beecham's  pills,  the  size,  taste, 
and  ingredients  not  being  the  same),  and  by  Detective-In- 
spector Joiner.  The  last  named  stated  that  Mrs.  Ward 
told  him  that  she  bought  the  pills  from  Mr.  Inglis,  of 
Kerr  Street,  at  8(/.  per  dozen  boxes. 

After  hearing  accused,  the  Mayor  said  the  Magistrates 
were  satisfied  that  defendant  acted  innocently,  and  that 
being  the  case,  she  would  be  discharged. 

Archibald  Inglis  (71),  40  Kerr  Street,  was  summoned 
for  a  similar  offence,  which  he  admitted. — Mr.  A.  J. 
Darnell  pointed  out  that  defendant  had  sold  the  pills  as 
Beecham's  to  Mrs.  Ward  and  a  number  of  small  shop- 
keepers. This  statement  was  sustained  in  evidence  by 
Mrs.  Reynolds  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Blunt,  chemist,  Abington 
Square,  stated  that  he  sold  a  gross  of  pills  to  defendant 
at  4£d.  a  gross.  He  distinctly  told  him  they  were  not 
Beecham's  pills. — Defendant  said  he  had  no  defence.  He 
admitted  he  had  done  wrong,  but  did  not  think  he  had 
done  any  harm. — The  Mayor,  in  giving  the  decision  of 
the  Magistrates,  said  that  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
complainants  defendant  would  be  fined  40-\,  or  one  month. 
It  ought  to  be  known  that  on  indictment  defendant  would 
be  liable  to  two  years'  imprisonment. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Olive  Oil. 

At  Wolverhampton,  on  April  6,  before  the  Stipendiary 
Magistrate  (Mr.  N.  C.  A.  Neville),  Mr.  John  Henry 
Coleman,  chemist  and  druggist,  7  Worcester  Street,  Wol- 
verhampton, was  summoned  under  Section  6  of  the  1875 
Act  for  having  sold  olive  oil  adulterated  with  arachis  oil. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beck,  and  Kirby, 
solicitors  to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd.) 
appeared  for  the  defence,  whilst  Mr.  .1.  C.  Dale  watched 
the  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  Francis  Williams  Oil  Co., 
Birmingham. 

Inspector  Allwood,  who  prosecuted,  said  that  Mr.  Cole- 
man was  a  highly  respectable  tradesman,  and  he  was 
apparently  the  victim  of  circumstances.  The  facts  of  the 
case  Were  that  on  February  22  he  (Mr.  Allwood)  sent  his 
assistant,  John  Allen,  to  defendant's  shop,  with  instruc- 
tions to  purchase  sixpenny  worth  of  olive  oil.  Ihis  was 
served  by  Mr.  Coleman,  and  later  on  he  (Mr.  Allwood) 
went  to  the  shop  and  told  defendant  that  the  oil  had  been 
purchased  for  the  purpose  of  analysis.  Mr.  Jones,  the 
borough  analyst,  certified  that  the  oil  contained  70  per 
cent,  of  arachis  oil.  He  added  that  the  adulterant  was 
a-  harmless  substance,  and  the  object  for  using  it  in  con- 
nection with  olive  oil  was  that  it  was  cheaper,  olive  oil 
having  been  rather  dearer  during  the  last  twelve  or 
eighteen  months.  He  pointed  out  that  arachis  oil  was  used 
for  making  liniments,  and  was  regarded  as  an  official 
preparation  in   the   colonics,   but   it    was  not  officially 


recognised  in  this  country.  Mr.  Coleman  appeared  to  have 
taken  a  wise  course.  He  purchased  the  oil  last  November, 
and  he  (Mr.  Allwood)  had  received  from  Mr.  Kirby  copies, 
of  correspondence  which  apparently  constituted  a  perfectly 
good  warranty. 

Evidence  was  then  given  in  support  of  this  statement, 
and  in  course  of  this  it  transpired  that  an  informal  sample- 
had  been  found  to  be  adulterated,  then  the  formal  one  was 
bought.  Mr.  Coleman  complained  that  he  had  not  been: 
advised  as  to  the  result  of  the  first  analysis,  and  the 
inspector  told  him  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  enly  knew 
verbally  the  previous  day  the  result  of  the  analysis. 
During  the  16  years  Mr.  Coleman  had  been  in  business; 
witness  had  taken  many  samples  in  the  ordinary  course,, 
and  every  one  had  been  found  to  be  genuine. 

Mr.  Coleman,  in  his  evidence,  said  the  sixpennyworth 
of  olive  oil  sold  to  Allen  was  from  a  consignment  delivered 
by  the  Francis  Williams  Oil  Co.,  Birmingham,  on  Novem- 
ber 1,  for  which  he  paid  4*.  10(1.  a  gallon.  The  oil  was. 
ordered  from  the  firm  through  a  traveller  who  sent  a 
quotation,  a  copy  of  which  stated  that  the  oil  was 
"  genuine  fine  olive  oil  B.P."  He  had  done  business  with 
the  firm,  who  were  contractors  to  the  Government  and 
the  Birmingham  Corporation,  for  some  time,  and  had  never 
had  occasion  to  complain  of  the  goods  supplied. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  Did  you  do  anything  to  the  olive  oil  either 
by  adding  arachis  oil  or  anything  else?  Defendant: 
Certainly  not. 

And  at  the  time  you  sold  the  oil  had  you  any  reason 
to  believe  it  was  anything  but  pure  olive  oil  of  B.P. 
quality  ?    No,  sir. 

Mr.  Allwood  cross-examined  with  a  view  to  showing 
that  4s.  10(1.  per  gallon  was  a  rather  low  price  for  olive- 
oil  ;  but  defendant  said  it  was  not  a  low  price,  and" 
mentioned  as  a  fact  that  he  was  paying  bd.  a  gallon  less 
than  for  the  February  consignment  which  proved  to  be  alii 
right. 

Mr.  Warner,  chemist,  Chapel-ash,  produced  a  copy  of 
the  quotation,  and  said  the  trade  would  regard  it  as  con- 
stituting a  warranty- 
Mr.  Kirby  contended  that  the  quotation  of  "genuine 
fine  olive  oil  B.P."  constituted  a  warranty.  If  "  B.P." 
was  regarded  as  the  standard  upon  which  a  chemist  was. 
to  supply  the  public,  it  should  be  also  the  standard  upon 
which  the  chemist  was  entitled  to  buy  from  a  wholesale- 
firm. 

Mr.  Dale  said  the  Francis  Williams  Oil  Co.  was  in  much 
the  same  position  as  Mr.  Coleman,  as  they  had  bought  the 
oil  under  a  warranty.    He  did  not  propose  to  call  evidence. 

The  Stipendiary  said  there  had  been  a  technical  offence, 
but,  unfortunately,  they  were  not  able  to  find  the  proper 
person  to  be  punished.  The  only  punishment  that  could 
be  inflicted  was  the  half -hour  which  Mr.  Coleman  had' 
spent  in  the  Court,  which  he  could  have  doubtless  spent, 
more  profitably  in  his  business.  There  was  no  doubt  that 
the  oil  was  adulterated  70  per  cent.,  and  to  this  extent  t he- 
public  were  prejudiced.  The  case,  the  Stipendiary  added,, 
would  be  dismissed  without  costs. 

Boric  Acid  in  Potted  Meat. 
In  a.  case  heard  at  Hull  since  our  last  issue,  a  butcher 
was  charged  with  selling  potted  meat  containing  0.43  per 
cent,  of  boric  acid,  equivalent  to  30.1  grains  per  pound. 
Mr.  J.  G.  Hay  Halkett,  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  said 
the  decision  by  Mr.  Robert  Wallace  in  Hayward  v.  Mac- 
Nair  was  in  direct  conflict  with  that  given  by  Mr.  Roskilb 
Recorder  of  Burnley,  in  Fairclough  v.  Bartholomew  Cross- 
ley,  Ltd.  He  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  point- 
he  had  to  decide  was  one  of  fact  rather  than  of  law,  and 
he  could  not  go  as  far  as  Mr.  Wallace.  He  had  no  doubt 
that  a  purchaser  might  reasonably  expect  to  find  a  certain- 
amount  of  preservative  in  potted  meat,  and  seeing  that 
the  taking  of  boric  acid  in  appreciable  quantities  had  a. 
harmful  effect  on  the  digestion,  a  purchaser  would  not 
reasonably  expect  to  find  it  in  so  large  a  quantity  as 
30.1  grains  per  pound.  It  was  not  for  him  to  lay  down 
any  rule  as  to  what  the  maximum  should  be,  but  he  was  of 
opinion  that  in  the  case  of  potted  meat  which,  if  eaten  at 
nil.  was  frequently  made  a  meal  of,  the  percentage  was  too 
high  unless  the  purchaser  was  given  notice  of  the  fact. 
He  therefore  imposed  a  fine  of  20.*.,  including  costs. 
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County  Court  Case. 

Apprenticeship  Question. 
At  the  Nenagh  (co.  Tipperary)  Quarter  Sessions  last 
week,  before  County  Court  Judge  Moore,  Mr.  James 
Moloney,  chemist,  Queen  Street,  Nenagh,  claimed 
14/.  12s.  6d.  from  Mr.  George  O'Leary,  J.P.,  as  board  and 
residence  of  defendant's  son,  Edward  O'Leary,  for  over  nine- 
teen weeks,  according  to  an  agreement  entered  into  between 
the  parties  for  the  apprenticeship  of  Edward  O'Leary. 
Mr.  Moloney  said  that  the  defendant  came  into  his  shop 
<ind  asked  to  have  his  son  apprenticed,  when  it  was  agreed 
that  after  a  month's  probation  he  could  be  apprenticed 
for  two  years  if  he  proved  satisfactory.  Witness  had  the 
boy  for  five  months  and  some  days,  during  which  time 
the  defendant  never  said  that  he  was  about  to  take  his 
son  away.  Witness  then  wrote  to  the  defendant  for  the 
fee  which  had  been  arranged  upon  and  the  boy  was  then 
withdrawn.  The  fee  for  two  years  was  fixed  at  40/. 
Defendant  said  he  felt  sure  that  Mr.  Moloney  was  going 
to  take  his  son  for  nothing.  Judge  Mooie  gave  plaintiff 
a  decree  for  10/. 


Bankruptcy  Reports. 


Re  George  Harold  Thwaites,  Chemist's  Assistant, 
Folkestone. — This  debtor,  formerly  carrying  on  business  as  an 
ironmonger  at  Cheriton,  has  been  examined  in  bankruptcy. 
The  liabilities  amount  to  91/.  17s.  4r/.,  and  the  assets  to 
17/.  4s.  9d.  The  debtor  stated  that,  with  a  view  to  augmenting 
his  income,  he  commenced  business  in  May  as  an  ironmonger 
at  Cheriton  with  a  capital  of  40/.

Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading:  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Examination  of  Turpentine.-MM.  Paul  Nicolardot 
and  Louis  Clement  ("  Ann.  <le  Chimie,"  February  15.  p.  53) 
urge  tho  use  of  fractional  distillation  under  reduced  pres- 
sure (118  em.  of  mercury),  in  place  of  ordinary  distillation, 
in  examining  turpentine  for  adulterants.  By  this  means  the 
optical  rotation  of  tho  successive  fractions  of  tho  pure  pro- 
duct is  not  altered  nor  tho  non-volatile  residue  increased, 
while  the  operation  is  completed  in  twenty  minutes.  The 
presence  of  petroleum  spirit  is  indicated  by  the  increasing 
rotatory  power  of  the  first  fractions,  while  a  sharp  drop  in 
rotatory  power  in  the  last  fraction  is  indicative  of  resin  oil. 
On  exposure  to  light  and  air,  turpentine  undergoes  oxidation, 
and  its  rotatory  power  is  diminished  when  examined  several 
hours  later,  but  this  diminution  is  still  more  marked  if  resin- 
products  have  been  added.  Other  portions  of  the  samo 
sample  kept  in  the  dark  with  like  conditions  as  to  tempera- 
ture and  evaporation  do  not  undergo  appreciable  change 
except  in  the  case  of  samples  containing  petroleum  spirit,  in 
which  the  evaporation  raises  tho  rotatory  power. 

Bismuth  Subnitrate.— J.  B.  P.  Harrison  communicates 
to  "  The  Analyst  "  for  March  -a  paper  on  "  Tho  Determina- 
tion of  the  Acid  Radical,  and  its  Relation  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Commercial  Bismuth  Subnitrate."  After  referring 
ro  F.  A.  U.  Smith's  method  (which  gives  erroneous  results) 
■  nid  u>  E.  J.  Brown's,  he  advocates  the  use  of  the  nitro- 
meter method  for  estimating  N205,  tho  proeeduro  adopted 
being  as  follows : 

About  2  grams  of  bismuth  subnitrate  is  mixed  with 
20  c.c.  of  water  and  10  c.c.  of  normal  'soda  solution.  Tho 
■whole  is  brough;  to  the  boiling-point  with  stirring,  and 
.'dlowed  to  digest  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  on  a 
water-bath,  until  the  bismuth  oxide  formed  has  assumed 
i  uniform  lemon-yellow  colour,  showing  that  the  process 
►f  decomposition  is  complete.  The  supernatant  liquid 
having  been  poured  through  a  filter,  the  oxide  of  bismuth 
is  washed  with  hot  water  two  or  three  times  by  decanta- 
■tion,  finally  on  the  filter,  and  the  cooled  filtrate  made  up 
to  100  c.c.  To  25  c.c.  of  the  solution  thus  obtained  is 
added  0.5  c.c.  in  excess  of  the  quantity  of  normal  sulphuric 
acid  required  for  neutralisation,  using  methyl  orange  as 
indicator.  This  is  then  carefully  evaporated  to  about.  2  or 
3  c.c,  whereby  the  carbonic  acid  is  driven  off,  allowed 
to  cool,  and  finally  decomposed  in  the  nitrometer  in  the 
visual  way. 

Tho  author  submits,  inter  alia,  the  following  results  of  the 
examination  of  seven  makes  of  bismuth  subnitrate  :

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By  the  ammonia  method  C  2  and  G  showed  79.9  of  Bis03. 
Figures  are  also  given  for  NaOs  by  the  nitron  and  sodium- 
. chloride  methods  in  the  case  of  six  samples.  The  density  is 
relative — kilograms  per  litre — and  roughly  approximate, 
being  determined  by  loosely  filling  a  graduated  tube,  shak- 
ing down  one  hundred  times,  and  reading  off  tho  volume 
■•  ►ccupieol  by  the  bismuth  salt.  Brown  considered  that  tho 
light  and  heavy  varieties  of  bismuth  subnitrate  are  not 
chemically  identical,  and  that  the  basicity  of  the  salt  is 
regulated  by  tho  amount  of  water  used  in  the  pre- 
cipitation of  the  solution  of  bismuth  nitrate.  The  author 
concludes  that  Brown's  samples  were  exceptional,  and  not 
average  commercial  samples.  He  reviews  the  various 
•constitutional  formula)  for  the  commercial  subnitrate  that 
have  been  suggested  by  different  authorities,  and  claims 
that  the  X;05  content  is  practically  constant,  amounting 
to  about  15.5  per  cent.,  which  is  considerably  lower  than 
results  hitherto  published.

The  Direct  Representation  Barometer 

is  falling  rapidly,  and 
by  the  time  the  next  election  comes  round  we  may  expect 
the  mercury  to  have  dropped  out  of  sight  altogether.  What 
a  pity  there  is  not  a  cross  bench  in  the  Commons,  as  in  the 
Lords,  so  that  we  might  get  a  representative  who  would 
belong  to  none  of  the  parties  or  to  all  the  parties  in  turn. 
Clearly  that  is  the  sort  of  man  we  want,  one  who  will  be 
perfectly  independent  of  whips  and  leaders,  and,  naturally, 
of  course,  constituents  as  well.  No  member  can  possibly 
give  an  untrammelled  vote  on  the  imposition  of  spirit- 
duties,  the  sale  of  poisons,  the  abolition  of  quack  medicines, 
and  such  like  if  he  has  the  usual  proportion  of  cranks  in 
his  constituency.  Seriously,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  outcry 
for  a  Conservative  as  well  as  a  Liberal  representative,  or 
else  none  at  all,  is  illogical,  but  if  the  chemists  who  wish 
to  call  the  tune  are  willing  to  pay  the  piper,  by  all  means 
let  them  have  members  of  their  own  opinions.  I  am  by 
no  means  prepared  to  go  Mr.  Dott's  length  and  say  that 
"  particularist  representation  is  immoral  and  unprincipled." 
For  after  all  what  is  "  particularist  "  but  "  party  "  written 
large  ? 

In  the  Spring 

the  young  man's  fancy  lightly  turns  to  mental 
dissipation  of  one  kind  or  other.  In  Tennyson's  view, 
love  was  the  natural  outlet  for  the  surplus  energy ;  but  the 
young  man  of  to-day,  and  especially  the  young  pharmacist, 
regards  love  as  an  emotional  extravagance  that  he  cannot 
afford  to  indulge  in.  Even  the  pharmacist,  however,  is 
human,  and  he  too  has  his  "  flutter,"  so  that  it  is  not  sur- 
prising to  read  the  doings  of  the  N.U.A.P.  at  their  recent 
gathering,  as  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  last  week.  The 
decision  to  form  themselves  into  a  trade  union  sounds 
formidable,  but  it  is  the  modern  and  modest  way  of  follow- 
ing the  lead  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  is  funda- 
mentally a  union  of  employers.  I  am  particularly  interested 
to  observe  that  two  of  the  members  are  standing  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council.  I  admire  their  courage,  though 
their  discretion  might  be  questioned  by  some  captious 
critics.  It  is  to  be  hoped  they  will  get  a  good  run  for  their 
money,  for  nothing  will  shake  the  dry  bones  of  Bloomsbury 
sooner  than  a  good  wholesome  fright. 
Soda-water  Manufacturers 

are  the  only  people  who  can  give  a 
fairly  accurate  idea  of  depreciation  in  stock  and  plant  from 
year  to  year,  and  the  reports  of  one  or  two  public 
companies  would  no  doubt  furnish  the  information. 
"  Phenacetin  "  has  overstated  my  figure  considerably.  I 
said  Z0  per  cent,  on  syphons  and  5  per  cent,  on  plant,  which 
over  all  works  out  at  about  15  per  cent.  My  own  ex- 
perience covered  the  use  both  of  bottles  and  syphons,  and 
15  per  cent.,  or  even  20  per  cent.,  would  not  nearly  cover 
depreciation.  Bottles  are  notoriously  short-lived,  much 
more  so  than  syphons,  but  even  so,  "  F.  E.  B.'s  "  experience 
is  exceptional ;  his  care  in  looking  after  his  syphons  is 
unusually  well  rewarded.  It  will  be  useful  to  have  the 
opinions  of  bottlers  of  long  standing  as  to  what  is  con- 
sidered a  sufficient  allowance  in  a  case  like  "  F.  E.  B.'s," 
and  "  Phenacetin's  "  practical  criticism  of  the  method  of 
manufacture  should  not  be  ignored. 
Emplastrum  Oxycroceum 

is  much  older  than  either  the  Edin- 
burgh or  the  London  Pharmacopoeia,  in  both  of  which  it 
appeared  from  the  first,  though  with  some  difference  in 


.the  composition.  The  original  formula  is  attributed  to 
Nicolaus  of  Salerno,  who  would  have  been  surprised  to  hear 
that  the  saffron  was  introduced  for  the  sake  of  its  colour. 
At  first  this  ingredient  was  present  in  the  proportion  of 
nearly  1  in  6,  but  this  was  gradually  reduced  until  in  the 
Edinburgh  formula  it  was  only  about  1  in  22,  the  reason 
suggested  for  the  reduction  being  that  our  English  saffron 
is  much  more  active  than  the  foreign.  Probably  the  plaster 
would  be  equally  efficacious  in  any  case  ;  indeed,  one  of 
the  oldest  formulas  omits  both  saffron  and  vinegar,  and 
although  my  authority  says  that  this  "is  very  justly  cen- 
sured by  Zwelfer,"  he  adds  that  "  the  covetousness  of  our 
wholesale  medicine-makers  "  has  found  out  a  way  to  imitate 
the  colour  without  putting  in  any  saffron,  so  that  the  mere- 
formula  did  not  matter  very  much.  The  vinegar  was  used 
only  as  a  solvent,  and  the  prefix  "  oxy  "  was  at  length 
dropped.  The  plaster  was  known  in  English  as  "  saffron 
plaster,"  saffron  being  undoubtedly  considered  the  most 
important  ingredient  in  it. 
The  Antiquity  of  Spermaceti 

is  still  under  discussion  in  the 
papers,  and  although  the  article  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  of  March  26 
leaves  little  to  be  said  on  the  subject,  it  may  be  interesting 
to  illustrate  a  little  more  in  detail  the  confusion  which  for- 
merly existed  between  this  substance,  amber,  and  amber  - 
gris. It  is  very  often  difficult  for  anyone  but  an  expert 
to  decide  which  of  the  three  articles  is  meant  when  one  of 
these  names  is  used  by  an  old  writer.  The  name  "  amber  " 
belonged  originally  to  what  we  now  call  ambergris  ;  but 
as  the  source  of  the  drug  was  unknown,  the  accounts  given 
of  it  are  sometimes  truer  of  the  former  than  of  the  latter. 
Thus,  in  the  "  Sinonoma  Bartholomei,"  a  glossary  of  the 
fourteenth  century,  we  read:  "  Ambra,  spernia  ceti  ui 
qiiidam  dicunt,  sed  procul  dubio  est  gumnii  arboris,"  andi 
the  "  Alphita  "  glossary  of  a  century  later  has  an  entry 
to  the  same  effect ;  but  though  probably  ambergris  is 
meant,  the  description  applies  rather  to  amber.  Certainly 
it  cannot  apply  to  spermaceti.  The  following,  from  John 
Leo's  "Account  of  the  Kingdom  of  Morocco"  (1526). 
appears,  on  the  contrary,  more  applicable  to  ambergris  : 

"  Upon  this  Shoar  there  is  great  store  of  Amber  to  bo- 
found,  which  the  Portuguese  and  Fessan  Merchants  buy  ver} 
cheap,  i.e.  less  than  a  Duca-t  per  ounce.  Some  say  'tis  mado 
of  Whales  Dung,  and  others  of  Sperma  Ceti,  which  Ibeing- 
harden'd  by  the  Sea,  is  cast  upon  the  next  Shoar." 
Again,  spermaceti  is  clearly  out  of  the  question,  as  it  is 
also  in  Thomas  Randolph's  description  of  what  he  saw  in 
his  voyage  to  Russia  in  1568  : 

"  In  our  Voyage  was  nothing  remarkable  hut  the  grea-~ 
number  of  Whales  engendring  together,  and  the  Sperma  Ceti 
swimming  upon  the  Sea." 

It  seems  doubtful,  indeed,  whether  we  can  always  distin- 
guish with  certainty  between  these  various  substances  until 
we    come   down    to   the   seventeenth   century.  Lemer\ 
("Trade  Universel  de  Drogues  Simples,"  Paris,  1723 
says  : 

"  II  n'y  a  gtiere  plus  de  trente  ans  qu'on  scait  qu'elle  est 
tiree  de  la  tete  des  Baleines.  Le  premier  eclaircissernen* 
que  nous  en  eumes  a  Paris,  fut  dans  les  Conferences  de  deSum 
Monsieur  l'Abbe  Bourdelnt." 

Our  own  Alleyne,  in  1773,  thought  it  necessary  to  give  m 
his  "Dispensatory"  a  very  long  account  of  the  different 
origins  of  ambergris  and  spermaceti,  suggesting,  for  the 
sake  of  clearness,  the  names  "  Adeps  "  or  "  Oleum  Ceti  " 
for  the  latter  drug.  

Under  the  title  of  "  Apotheka,  agenda-aniiuairo  des  Phar- 
maciens  pour  1910."  MM.  J.  B.  Bailliere  &  Fils,  Paris,  have 
published  an  interesting  and  useful  year-book  diary  for  phar- 
macists, of  which  M.  A.  Battegay,  ex-hospital  pharmacist,  oJ 
Paris,  is  the  editor.

Editorial  Articles. 


Methylated  Preparations. 

When  industrial  methylated  spirit  was  introduced  in 
1906  it  transpired  that  it  might  be  used  in  preparing  hair- 
washes  and  dry  shampoos,  although  perfumed,  provided 
they  contain  some  ingredient,  such  as  ammonia  solution. 
This  is  a  concession  from  the  principle  that  rules  in  re- 
gard to  methylated  spirit  that  no  person  may  add  to  it 
essential  oils  or  other  flavouring  ingredient.  The  prin- 
ciple also  applies  to  mineralised  methylated  spirit,  the 
use  of  which  is  subject  to  less  stringent  regulations  than 
the  industrial  kind.  In  the  latter  case  no  person  may 
receive  the  spirit  without  the  express  permission  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise,  and  that  permission 
is  only  given  when  the  Commissioners  are  informed  by  the 
applicant  for  what  purpose  the  spirit  is  to  be  used  ;  hence 
when  one  wants  to  make  any  hair-wash  with  industrial 
methylated  spirit,  the  formula  for  it  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Commissioners  and  use  of  the  spirit  in  it  expressly 
authorised.  This  applies  to  each  preparation.  The 
Revenue  officers  are  instructed  to  periodically  inspect  the 
stock  of  industrial  spirit  held  by  all  users,  so  as  to  check 
the  uses  to  which  it  has  been  put.  In  the  case  of  mineralised 
methylated  spirit  licensed  retailers  of  the  spirit 
are  required  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners 
for  its  use  in  any  manufacturing  process  by  them.  Those 
who  buy  more  than  the  maximum  retail  quantity  of 
four  gallons  at  one  time  are  under  the  same  obligation. 
It  follows  that  purchasers  of  retail  quantities  of  the 
mineralised  spirit,  among  whom  are  some  retail  chemists, 
would  be  in  practice  outside  the  regulation  were 
it  not  for  the  provision  that  mixing  any  essential  oil  or 
flavouring  matter  with  methylated  spirits  is  an  offence, 
except  in  the  case  of  those  liniments  which  are  the  subject 
of  old  general  orders,  permitting  their  preparation  with 
methylated  spirit.    That  the  Commissioners  are  not  averse 
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~.o  extend  the  concession  is  shown  by  the  following  corre- 
spondence :

spirits  of  a  hair-wash  in  accordance  "with  the  formula  sub- 
mitted, and  that  a  licence  to  retail  methylated  spirits  would 
not  be  required  for  its  sale.

This  correspondence  may  be  taken  to  illustrate  the  ad- 
vantage to  chemists  of  approaching  the  Revenue  authori- 
ties when  in  doubt  as  to  the  legality  of  making  any 
methylated  preparation.  The  simplest  course  is  to  6ub- 
mit  the  formula  to  the  local  supervisor  of  Customs  and 
Excise,  who  in  most  cases  can  decide  the  matter  without 
reference  to  headquarters. 


Opium  in  Hong  Kong. 

In  June  last  a  revised  Opium  Ordinance  was  passed  by 
the  Hong  Kong  Legislature,  prohibiting  the  importation  of 
prepared  opium,  or  dross  opium,  by  any  person  other  than  the 
opium  farmer.  The  Ordinance  contains  provisions  which 
are  of  interest  outside  the  colony,  and  under  it  the  Governor- 
in-Council  on  March  1  approved  of  various  regulations,  in- 
cluding the  conditions  of  licences  for  (1)  importing  for  sale 
or  use  within  the  colony,  (2)  preparing,  (3)  manufacturing, 
or  (4)  dealing  in  morphine  or  compounds  of  opium.  These 
provide  that  morphine  or  opium  compounds  shall  be,  except 
i.n  the  case  of  medicines  dispensed  in  particular  cases  by 
persons  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Ordinance,  kept 
and  sold  in  receptacles  securely  fastened  and  sealed,  and 
shall  not  be  sold  m  packages  of  less  value  than  20  cents 
.each.  In  the  case  of  medicines  dispensed  as  above,  they 
mu6t  be  labelled  with  the  name  and  addrefs  of  the  eeller, 
and  the  ingredients  of  such  medicines  and  the  names  of 
ithe  persons  to  whom  they  are  sold  must  be  entered  in  the 
book  kept  by  the  seller  under  the  provisions  of  Section  11 
of  the  last-mentioned  Ordinance.  The  condition  also  does 
not  apply  to  morphine  or  compounds  of  opium  supplied  by 
persons  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Ordinance,  to  other 
persons  similarly  registered  or  to  registered  medical  prac- 
titioners, or  to  morphine  similarly  supplied  to  licentiates 
of  the  Hong  Kong  College  of  Medicine  for  use  in  the 
ordinary  practice  of  their  profession,  all  such  sales  being 
July  entered  in  the  proper  book.  Licencees  have  to  keep 
proper  records  of  sales  and  receipts  of  morphine  and  com- 
pounds of  opium,  and  medicines  for  the  cure  or  relief  of 
the  opium  habit  are  to  be  labelled  in  Chinese  characters, 
with  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  medicine. 
Licences  are  also  required  to  import  or  export  morphine  or 


compounds  of  opium,  but  by  order  of  the  Governor-in- 
Council  the  following  medicines  manufactured  in  and  im- 
ported from  Europe,  America,  and  the  British  colonies  are. 
exempted  from  the  payment  of  royalty  to  the  opium  farmer, 
providing  they  are  sold  only  in  the  original  unopened 
packages  in  which  they  are  put  up  by  the  makers  : 

Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  anaesthetic  compounds  A 
and  B,  apomorphia  hydrochloride,  apomorphia  and  strych- 
nine, aromatic  chalk  and  opium,  asafetida  and  opium  com- 
pound, benzoic  acid  compound,  codeina?  phosphas,  codeine 
tabloids,  codeine  and  mix  vomica,  Dover's  powder,  Dover's 
powder  and  grey  powder,  enule  gall  and  opium,  enulc  lead 
and  opium,  enule  morphia  and  belladonna,  enule  morphia 
hydrochloride,  enule  opium  extract,  ergotin  and  morphia, 
grey  powder,  opium  and  quinine,  heroine  hydrochloride, 
hyoscine  compound  A  and  B,  ipecac,  and  squill,  kino  com- 
pound, lead  and  opium  soloids,  morphia  and  atropine,  mor- 
phia suppositories,  tabloids,  ami  tabloids  for  hypodermic 
use,  morphine  and  apomorphine,  morphine  and  emetine, 
morphine,  strychnine  and  belladonna,  opium  tabloids,  opium 
tincture  (laudanum  tabloids),  pill  camphor  opium  and 
asafetida  compound,  pil.  opii,  pil.  plumbi  c.  opio,  pil.  scillse 
compound,  tinct.  camphor  compound  (paregoric  tabloids). 
Powell's  balsam  of  aniseed;  Battle's  bromidia;  Colhs 
Browne's.  Freeman's,  and  Towle's  chlorodyne;  Kay's 
essence  of  linseed;  Battley's  liquor  opii  sedativus;  Ferris's 
nepenthe;  Steam's  pain-cure;  Perry  Davis'  pain-killer; 
Hewlett's,  Oppenheimer's,  iSchacht's,  and  Sellar's  compound 
mixtures  of  pepsin  and  bismuth;  Johnson's  and  Winslow's 
soothing  syrups. 

The  following  medicines  manufactured  locally  are  also 
exempted  from  payment  of  royalty,  provided  they  are  com- 
pounded in  accordance  with  a  prescription  to  be  approved 
by  the  principal  civil  medical  officer  : 

Pain  expeller,  pill  anticholeric,  tincture  anticholeric  as 
prepared  at  the  Medical  Hall  (Mr.  Niedhardt),  blood-spitting 
mixture,  catarrh  mixture  and  snuff,  chlorodyne,  colic,  mix- 
ture, consumption  mixture,  cough  linctus,  diarrhoea  mixture, 
ear  drops,  eye  drops,  fever  and  ague  mixture,  indigestion 
mixture,  odontoline,  pain-killer  drops,  liniment,  and  mixture, 
pile  electuary  and  mixture,  sedative  embrocation  and  mix- 
ture, sprain  and  rheumatic  embrocation,  syphilitic  mixture 
and  ointment,  toothache  remedy  as  prepared  at  Messrs. 
Watkins  &  Co.'s,  Asiatic  cordial,  balsam  of  aniseed, 
diarrhoea  mixture  as  prepared  at  Messrs.  A.  S.  Watson 
&  Co.'s,  Cruickshank's  cholera  mixture,  cramp  mixture  and 
diarrhoea  mixture,  Dakin's  chlorodyne,  Dakin's  toothache 
tincture  as  prepared  at  the  Victoria  Dispensary. 

It  is  further  provided  that  all  medicines  containing 
morphine  or  compounds  of  opium  supplied  on  the  prescrip- 
tion of  a  medical  practitioner  shall  be  exempted  from  pay- 
ment of  the  royalty 


India's  Foreign  Trade. 

We  recently  dealt  with  the  export  trade  of  India,  our 
remarks  being  based  on  the  official  report  for  1908-9.  In 
regard  to  the  import  trade,  a  slight  decline  in  the  value  of 
chemicals  is  recorded,  the  total  values  being  528,600/.,  as 
against  498,000/.  in  the  preceding  year.  In  this  group 
bleaching-materials  advanced  from  23,700/.  to  30,400/.,  and 
calcium  carbide  from  7,900/.  to  10,900/.  Disinfectants 
declined  from  26,500/.  to  20,200/.  and  caustic  soda  from 
59,600/.  to  49,000/.  Sodium  bicarbonate  was  6,400/. 
less,  at  26,600/.,  but  "other  soda  compounds"  increased 
from  43,500/.  to  53,400/.,  and  there  was  also  an  increase 
of  22,400/.  in  "chemicals,  other  sorts,"  the  values 
being  198,500/.  Drugs  and  medicines  fell  off  by  almost 
20  per  cent.,  being  485.500/.,  as  against  606,100/.,  the 
decline  being  due  to  dull  trade.  Mr.  Noel-Paton 
deals  at  length  with  the  position  of  camphor  and 
quinine,  and  in  regard  to  the  latter  points  out  that 
"  quinine  is  virtually  controlled  by  Java  now,  although 
there  are  still  manufacturers  who  stand  out  of  the  ring" — 
a  somewhat  involved  statement  which  requires  elaboration 
to  be  properly  understood.  As  an  importer  of  quinine, 
India  purchased  32,944  oz.  lees  in  1908  9,  the  figures  being 
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1,280.320  oz.  (41.300/.),  as  against  1.313,264  oz.  (48,100?.) 
in  1907-8,  indicating  a  decline  of  2.5  per  cent,  in  quantity 
and  14  per  cent,  in  total  value.  "Proprietary  and  patent 
medicines"  declined  from  125,500/.  to  119.000/.,  and 
"medicines,  other  sorts"  increased  from  172.300/.  to 
175,000/.  Imports  of  aniline  and  alizarine  dyes  were 
slightly  less  at  536,500/..  which  represents  11.932,400  lbs. 
This  decline  is  noteworthy  as  marking  the  first  reaction 
under  this  head  for  some  years.  There  was  also  a  decrease 
of  2.3  per  cent,  in  the  imports  of  soap,  the  year's  imports 
being  worth  271,731/.,  this  including  toilet  soap,  the  value 
of  which  is  not  stated  separately.  Paints,  colours,  etc.,  fell 
by  4.4  per  cent.,  to  397,693/.  Of  the  imports  we  find 
that  the  United  Kingdom  supplied  50,620.000/.  worth,  or 
62.6  per  cent.,  but  this  is  4.1  per  cent,  less  than  in  1907-8,  in 
consequence  of  the  heavy  decline  in  cotton  goods.  Java 
assumed  second  place  (3,870,000/.),  with  its  enormous  ship- 
ments of  sugar;  Belgium  is  third,  with  3,450,000/.;  while 
Germany  is  fourth,  with 3,290,000/.  (4.1  per  cent.,  as  against 
4  per  cent,  in  1907-8)  ;  but  the  present  system  of  registration 
fails  to  distinguish  in  all  cases  those  German  goods 
shipped  from  Belgium  :  together,  they  did  8.3  per  cent, 
of  the  trade,  as  against  8.1  per  cent.  The  United  States 
is  seventh  on  the  list,  with  2,170,000/.  (2.7  per  cent.). 
Taking  the  returns  as  a  whole,  there  is  no  evidence  that 
the  United  Kingdom  has  lost  any  supremacy  whatever, 
and,  including  the  British  Possessions,  our  share  of  the 
total  trade  (imports  and  exports  of  private  merchandise) 
was  74.1  per  cent.  India  has  been  passing  through  diffi- 
cult times,  as  the  report  shows,  but  conditions  have  mate- 
rially improved  since  the  period  covered  by  the  returns — 
i.e.,  up  to  March  31,  1909 — and  the  feeling  is  now  more 
hopeful ;  indeed,  Bengal  opium  sold  so  well  on  April  5 
(255/.  per  chest,  compared  with  117/.  estimated)  that  a 
surplus  of  5,333,000/.  on  the  year  is  spoken  of. 


Witness  Fees  to  Chemists. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  Winfrey 
asked  (at  the  request  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion) a  question  regarding  the  fee  payable  to  chemists  and 
druggists  who  appear  in  courts  as  witnesses,  and  the  reply 
given  by  Mr.  Masterman  goes  a  long  way  towards  remov- 
ing a  grievance.  It  is  made  clear  that  in  courts  other 
than  coroners'  a  chemist  is  entitled  to  7s.  per  day  and  tra- 
velling-expenses. The  Home  Secretary  is  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  increasing  this  when  a  witness  has  to 
provide  a  loeum-tcnens  during  his  absence.  He  has  no 
control  over  the  fees  for  coroners'  courts  (see  p.  541). 

The  Society's  Finances. 

The  retirement  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills  from  the  Council 
and  Treasurership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  is  not  only  coincidental  with  the  centenary  of  the 
birth  of  Jacob  Bell,  but  with  an  improved  position  in  the 
Society's  finances.  The  total  income  of  the  General  Fund 
in  1909  was  17.286/.  17s.  6tl.  We  print  the  accounts  on 
another  page,  contrasting  the  figures  with  those  for  1908  ; 
but  it  may  be  said  here  that  the  receipts  show  a  substantial 
increase  from  examination  fees,  the  amount  from  the 
Minor  alone  being  661/.  5s.  more  (fully  10  per  cent.)  than 
last  year.  The  Major  fees  were  slightly  better,  but  the 
students'  registration  fees  were  less,  only  379  having  regis- 
tered last  year,  compared  with  406  in  1908.  This  is  the 
unhealthy  feature  in  British  pharmacy  at  the  present  time. 
The  Society  has  benefited  well  by  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908.  The  necessity  for  registered  chemists 
carrying  on  business  as  such,  either  on  their  own  account 
or  as  managers,  of  having  their  names  on  the  register  is 
exemplified  by  the  receipt  of  175/.  7.?.  for  restoration  fees, 
which  is  about  150/.  more  than  the  annual  average.  A 
new  item  appears  in  "Certificates  of  Qualification,"  of 
which  1,393  were  issued  at  a  fee  of  Is.  each,  a  total  of 


69/.  13*.  There  was  a  further  increase  in  the  revenue 
from  members'  subscriptions — namely,  635/.  5.?.,  due  mainly 
to  the  fact  that  the  Council  of  the  Society  decided  to 
regard  the  membership  certificate  as  a  certificate  of  quali- 
fication within  the  meaning  of  the  1908  Act,  and  many 
chemists,  until  Mr.  Danckwert's  opinion  to  the  contrary 
was  published  by  the  C.  <C-  D. ,  held  the  erroneous 
impression  that  it  is  legally  necessary  to  have  the 
membership  certificate  as  well  as  the  Minor  one. 
It  cannot  be  said,  therefore,  that  the  administrators  of  the 
Society  have  neglected  the  possibilities  of  that  Act  as 
a  money-making  proposition  for  them.  Altogether  the 
income  last  year  was  1,687/.  14s.  5d.  more  than  in  1908. 
The  expenditure  increased  proportionately.  It  was 
15.769/.  2s.  5'/.  in  1908,  and  17,074/.  17s.  lid.  in  1909. 
The  increase  is  made  up  by  a  number  of  items,  none  of 
which,  except  the  school,  exceeds  much  more  than  100/. 
The  school  receipts  improved  by  375/.,  and  the  expenditure 
by  390/.,  one-third  of  this  being  due  to  the  apparatus  and 
chemical  section,  and  the  bulk  of  the  rest  to  stipends  and 
salaries,  which  are  proportionate  to  the  number  of  students 
in  the  school.  A  reduction  in  the  adverse  balance  of  the 
Society's  periodical  is  also  recorded,  as  well  as  a  reduction 
on  the  postage  account.  The  latter  we  do  not  attempt  to 
understand,  as  it  indicates  a  circulation  less  than  the  total' 
membership  of  the  Society  (exclusive  of  honorary  and' 
corresponding  members),  and  without  covering  certain- 
adventures  and  excursions  in  the  publishing  business  for 
which  postage  is  also  an  incidental  expense. 


Java  Patchouli  Oil. 


DR.  JONG  has  conducted  an  interesting  research  to 
determine  at  what  point  in  the  life  of  the  Java 
patchouli-plant  the  quantity  of  oil  ceases  to  increase,  andl 
by  what  method  of  preparation  the  maximum  yield  of  oil 
can  be  obtained.  The  following  table  of  results  shows 
the  yields  of  oil  from  the  various  leaves  in  order  of  their

Comparative  distillation-trials  with  (a)  freshly-collected' 
leaves,  [b)  leaves  thoroughly  dried  in  the  sun,  and 
(c)  leaves  partially  dried  and  then  fermented  in  heaps, 
gave  respectively  152,  405,  and  409  c.c.  of  oil  from  70  kilos, 
of  leaves  in  each  case.  A  second  trial  with  (a)  "dried" 
and  (b)  "fermented"  leaves  confirmed  the  observation 
that  fermentation  did  not  increase  the  yield  of  oil. 

Parallel  experiments  with  leaves  from  Singapore 
patchouli-plants  showed  that  here  also  dried  or  fermented! 
leaves  gave  much  larger  yields  than  fresh  leaves.  The 
lower  yield  from  fresh  leaves,  it  is  suggested,  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  oil  can  only  penetrate  wet  membranes 
with  difficulty,  and  consequently  is  only  partially  liber- 
ated from  fresh  leaves,  whereas  in  the  dried  or  fermented 
leaves  the  cells  are  broken  and  the  oil  spreads  over  the 
surface.  Some  evidence  for  this  view  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  yield  of  oil  is  increased  if  the  fresh  leaves 
are  shredded  finely  before  distillation.  The  possibility 
of  hydrolysis  of  some  oil-generating  substance  by  enzymes 
taking  place  was  disproved  by  the  fact  that  the  finely 
cut  leaf  does  not  yield  any  less  oil  if  it  is  plunged  at 
once  into  boiling  water. 

Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.  reported  that  the  three  oils, 
from  the  "fresh,"  "dried,"  and  "fermented"  leaves  of 
the  Singapore  patchouli  differ  but  little  from  each  other 
and  from  Singapore  patchouli  oil.  They  appear  to  be' 
rather  weaker  in  odour  than  the  commercial  oil,  and  that 
from  the  "fermented"  leaves  is  rather  less  soluble  than 
usual,  poseibly  due  to  the  formation  of  difficultly  soluble 
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hydrolytic  products.  The  three  oils  from  "  fresh," 
"  dried,"  and  "  fermented  "  Java  patchouli-leaves  showed, 
on  the  contrary,  remarkable  differences  from  the  com- 
mercial oil  and  from  each  other.  The  first  was  heavier 
and  more  readily  soluble  than  the  two  latter,  and  the  odour 
and  optical  rotation  were  greatly  modified  by  fermentation 
■of  the  leaves.  Slight  fermentation  appears  to  produce  a 
dextrorotatory  oil  with  a  somewhat  calamus-like  odour, 
whilst  stronger  fermentation  yields  a  laevorotatory  oil 
of  patchouli-like  odour. 

Messrs.  Roure-Bertrand  File  state  that  the  oils  wore  all 
inferior  to  those  distilled  in  Europe  from  Penang  patchouli- 
leaves,  and  also  note  their  rather  weak  odour.  This  firm 
think  that  the  oils  would  not  be  saleable  at  all  readily 
in  Europe,  but  arrange  them  in  the  following  order  of 
decreasing  merit: — (1)  "dried  Singapore-leaf"  oil,  (2) 
"fresh  Singapore-leaf"  oil,  (3)  "lightly  fermented  Java- 
leaf"  oil,  (4)  "strongly  fermented  Java-leaf"  oil, 
(5)  "fresh  Java-leaf"  oil,  (6)  "dry  Java-leaf"  oil.

Westminster  Wisdom. 

A  Record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 


Tariff  Reform. 

There  is,  writes  our  Parliamentary  correspondent,  no 
foundation  whatever  for  the  announcement  which  has 
gained  considerable  currency  during  the  present  week  that 
the  Government  are  seriously  contemplating  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Royal  Commission  to  consider  the  whole  question 
■of  Tariff  Reform. 

Phillips'  Insect-powder. 

Mr.  Haldane,  speaking  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Wednesday  about  the  powers  of  the  Lords  in  regard 
to  money  Bills,  said  :  "  In  1781  the  Lords  rejected  a  Bill 
for  granting  a  reward  to  Henry  Phillips  on  his  making  a 
proper  discovery  of  the  composition  of  his  powder  for  the 
destruction  of  insects.'' 


The  Shop  Hours  Bill. 
We  are  informed  that  the  assurance  which  was  received 
by  Mr.  J.  A.  Seddon,  M.P.,  as  to  the  reintroduction  of  the 
Shop  Hours  Bill,  was  entirely  conditional  upon  the 
exigencies  of  the  Parliamentary*  situation.  There  is,  of 
course,  little  or  no  prospect  of  the  measure  being  again 
brought  forward  during  the  present  Session,  unless  the  un- 
foreseen should  happen  and  the  Government  should  be 
able  to  override  their  present  difficulties. 

The  New  French  Tariff. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  Mr.  McKinnon 
Wood  (replying  for  the  Foreign  Secretary)  informed  Mr. 
James  Hope  (C.  Central  Sheffield)  that  the  Foreign  Office 
is  considering  what  papers  could  be  appropriately  laid  on 
the  table  in  regard  to  the  new  French  tariff.  The  hon. 
member  had  asked  whether  the  Foreign  Secretary  would 
present  to  Parliament  copies  of  all  instructions  which  had 
been  given  to  the  British  Ambassador  in  Paris  and  the 
despatches  received  in  reply,  as  well  as  all  written  repre- 
sentations which  had  been  made  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment to  the  Government  of  the  French  Republic.  Ques- 
tions on  the  same  subject,  and  of  a  party  character,  were 
again  put  and  answered  on  Thursday. 

The  Spread  of  Noxious  Weeds. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  Sir  Edward 
Strachey,  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, informed  Mr.  Stanier,  M.P.  for  Shropshire-New- 
port, that  the  work  of  the  Weeds  and  Agricultural  Seeds 
(Ireland)  Act  is  being  carefully  watched,  but  the  Board 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  do  not  at  present  think  it  neces- 
sary to  propose  legislation  for  England  and  Wales  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  noxious  weeds  and  to  enable  the  testing  of 
agricultural  seeds  for  purity  and  germination. 

Witness  Fees  for  Chemists. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  5  Mr.  Richard 
Winfrey,  M.P.,  asked  the  Home  Secretary  the  following 
question  : 

"  Whether  lie  is  aware  that,  under  the  regulations  made  by 
tho  Secretary  of  State  governing  the  allowance  payable  to 
prosecutors  and  witnesses  in  criminal  prosecutions  in  1904 
now  in  force,  under  the  6cale  of  allowance  to  "witnesses  at 
coroners'  inquests  which  are  based  on  those  regulations, 
pharmaceutical  chemists  are  only  entitled  to  the  sum  of  2s.  bd. 
a  day  (apart  from  travelling  expenses)  for  their  attendance, 
notwithstanding  that  by  the  effect  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
they  are  often  compelled  to  engage  qualified  chemists  at  a. 
much  greater  cost  than  2s.  6c7.  a  day  to  take  charge  of  their 
businesses  during  their  absence;  whether  ho  is  aware  that 
Mr.  William  Blakeley,  chemist,  of  Birstall,  near  Bradford, 
was  required  to  attend  as  a  witness  at  an  inquest  held  by 
one  of  the  coroners  for  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  on 
February  23  and  25  last,  and  was  necessarily  absent  from  his 
business  on  those  dates,  being  paid  only  5s.  for  those  two 
days,  notwithstanding  that  he  engaged  a  locum-tenens  at  a. 
cost  of  15s.,  and  paid  in  travelling  expenses  and  for  refresh- 
ments 2s.  4c?.  ;  and,  seeing  that  there  have  been  frequent 
complaints  to  the  local  authorities  in  this  matter,  whether 
ho  will  amend  the  regulations  above  mentioned  so  as  to  bring 
chemists  under  the  scale  applicable  to  witnesses  giving  pro- 
fessional evidence,  or  to  entitle  them  to  the  amount  paid  to 
a  qualified  loeum-tenens  in  addition  to  the  present  allow- 
ance." 

Mr.  Masterman  (Under  Secretary  to  the  Home  Office) 
said  in  reply  that  under  the  regulations  of  June  1904  2s.  6d. 
is  the  limit  for  the  day  allowance  payable  to  a  witness  who 
does  not  lose  wages,  earnings,  or  income  by  attendance  in 
court.  The  Secretary  of  State  does  not  think  a  chemist  who 
attends  personally  to  his  shop  and  has  to  leave  it  to  give 
evidence  comes  under  this  category,  and  for  him.  therefore, 
the  general  limit  of  7s.  for  a  day  attendance  applies.  Under 
the  regulations  travelling-expenses  should  be  repaid  to  a 
witness  in  addition  to  his  allowance  for  the  day.  When  an 
opportunity  occurs  my  right  hon.  friend  the  Home  Secre- 
tary will  consider  the  possibility  of  so  amending  the  regula- 
tions as  to  permit  of  a  special  allowance  being  made  when 
a  witness  is  required  to  provide  a  locum-tenens  during  his 
absence  from  home  to  give  evidence.  I  should  add,  how- 
ever, that  these  regulations  do  not  apply  to  witnesses  giving 
evidence  at  coroners'  inquests.  The  Home  Office  has  no 
authority  with  regard  to  the  allowances  payable  to  these 
witnesses  ;  they  are  fixed  by  the  County  or  Borough  Council.

The  new  "  C  "  Sparklet 
is  in  the  form  shown  in  the  accompanying 
illustration,  and  is  2-£  inches  long  by  |  inch 
in  diameter.  Thus  in  a  single  operation 
and  with  a  single  Sparklet  cbout  two 
imperial  pints  of  aerated  water  is  prepared 
at  a  cost  of  2d. ,  the  "C"  Sparklets  re- 
tailing at  2s.  per  dozen.  The  syphons 
retail  at  4-?.  each.  It  is  unnecessary  for  us 
to  enlarge  upon  the  usefulness  of  this  new 
edition  of  a  favourite  work  ;  already  the  "  C  "  syphons 
have  begun  to  appear  on  sideboards  and  dining-tables, 
and  the  company  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  make  the 
"  C  "  syphon  and  bulbs  known  to  the  people,  thus  sending 
customers  to  chemists  and  establishing  regular  trade.

P.P.P.  Chemicals.— The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd., 
22  to  30  Graham  Street,  City  Road,  London,  N.,  designate 
their  new  "Bird  on  Gate  Brand"  of  chemical  products 
as  "pure  for  pharmaceutical  purposes,"  or  P. P. P.,  and 
each  package  bears  the  accompanying  mark. 
The  general  specifications  for  these  chemicals 
are:  (1)  Freedom  from  "chemical"  impuri- 
ties of  physiological  significance  (chiefly  lead 
and  arsenic)  ;  (2)  freedom  from  "  chemical  " 
impurities  objectionable  from  a  pharmaceuti- 
cal  point   of    view    (i.e.,   traces   of  iron); 

(3)  freedom  from  "mechanical"  impurities; 

(4)  a  form  convenient  for  weighing,  and  (if  soluble)  readily 
soluble ;  (5)  elegance  of  appearance.  In  this  connection  we 
may  recall  the  communication  to  the  C.  tfc  D.  of  May  23 
1908,  by  Mr.  Charles  Alex.  Hill,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  now 
managing  director  of  the  British  Drug  Houses,  in  which 
he  submitted  suggestions  for  commercially  obtainable 
standards  for  the  purity  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals. 
The  standards  therein  prescribed  are  realised  in  the  P.]5. P. 
chemicals.  We  have  investigated  the  above-quoted  re- 
quirements in  regard  to  potassium  citrate,  sodium  pnos- 
phate,  sodium  sulphate,  and  zinc  sulphate.  Our  analytical 
results  prove  that  the  last  three  conditions  are  fully  borne 
out,  1  in  10  solutions  of  the  salts  in  water  being  quite 
bright  and  colourless ;  further,  the  feathery  crystals  of 
sodium  sulphate  are  completely  soluble  in  half  the  time 
that  the  usual  pea  crystals  require  under  identical  condi- 
tions. The  potassium  citrate  is  non-deliquescent.  A  sample 
was  exposed  on  filter-paper  to  the  moist  atmosphere  of  the 
laboratory  for  several  hours.  The  granules  remained  quite- 
free  and  did  not  adhere  even  to  the  filter-paper.  The 
detailed  specifications  for  the  above  salts  require  that  the- 
potassium  citrate  and  sodium  sulphate  should  be  free  from 
chlorides,  and  a  careful  examination  revealed  only  a  sus- 
picion of  minute  traces  when  these  two  salts  and  the- 
sodium  phosphate  were  tested.  The  limit  of  chlorides  in 
the  zinc  sulphate  is  put  at  0.05  per  cent.,  calculated  as 
ZnCl,,  and  our  estimation  came  out  slightly  under  this, 
while  we  found  it  to  be  free  from  lead  and  other  heavy 
metals,  and  the  arsenic  was  less  than  a  quarter  of  the 
maximum  above  which  the  manufacturers  guarantee  not  to 
go — viz.,  two  parts  per  million.  The  same  remarks  apply 
to  potassium  citrate,  lead  and  heavy  metals  being  absent, 
and  the  arsenic  indication  was  much  less  than  one  part  per 
million.  From  these  facts  it  is  obvious  that  the  P.P.P. 
chemicals  are  of  exceptional  quality,  and  well  suited  for 
dispensing  purposes. 

The  Hygienic  Syphon  is  the  latest  claimant  for  the 
attention  of  chemists  and  druggists.  It  was  introduced  a 
year  ago,  but  it  is  only  recently  that  a  company  was  formed, 
with  Mr.  John  D.  Marshall,  50  Wigmore  Street,  London, 
W.,  as  managing-director,  to  make  the  syphon  better  known. 
We  give  here  two  outline  sketches,  the  first  showing  the 
top  of  the  syphon  in  section.  No  metal  is  used  in  it.  The 
top  is  made  of  white  porcelain  and  ebonite  and  screws  into 
the  syphon  neck.  Above  the  usual  glass  tube  and  within 
the  outer  piece  of  porcelain  is  a  vertically  moving  tube 
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closed  at  the  bottom  with  a  valve.  The  top,  or  nozzle,  of 
the  syphon  (shown  by  the  dotted  lines)  screws  upon  this, 


and  by  simply  pressing  down  the  top  the  aerated  water  flows 

out  of  the  syphon. 
The  second  figure  is 
an  outside  view  with 
a  porcelain-screw  cap 
in  place  of  the  nozzle. 
This  shows  how  the 
syphons  are  sent  out, 
banded  across  the 
cap,  and  the  user  re- 
moves the  latter  and 
puts  on  the  nozzle 
when  he  wants  the 
water.  It  is  a 
strikingly  simple 
syphon,  without  any 
mechanism  to  get  out 
of  order,  and  as  clean 
looking  as  glass  and 
white-glazed  porce- 
lain can  be.  But  that 
is  not  all  that  appeals 
to  chemists.  The 
syphons  are  filled 
and  aerated  without 
in achine  r y.  The 
photographic  engrav- 
ing shows  how  this  is 
done.  First  the  head 
is  removed  from  the 
syphon,  the  latter  is 
filled  with  water  or 
any  aqueous  solution  desired,  then  placed  in  an  attachment 
applied  to  a  liquid  carbonic-acid  gas  cylinder,  and  several 
streams  of  the  gas  allowed  to  enter ;  this  aerates  the  water 
and  lowers  the  temperature,  so  that  when  removing  the 
syphon  there  is  practically  no  escape  of  gas  while  the  head 
is  put  back  again.  Mr.  Marshall,  as  an  experienced 
aerated-water  maker  and  pharmacist,  is  enthusiastic  about 
the  invention,  and  tells  us  that  the  filling  apparatus  does 
not  take  up  2  ft.  of  space  ;  there  is  no  mess  of  water,  not  a 
drop  being  lost ;  in  fact,  the  whole  operation  can  be  used  as 
an  advertisement  in  the  pharmacy  before  customers.  The 
syphons  cost  12?.  per  gross,  or  Is.  8d.  each.  The  filling 
apparatus  is  had  on  loan  at  a  nominal  rental.  Two  cylinders 
are  also  provided  ;  each  holds  28  lb.  CO,,  being  sufficient 
to  charge  over  800  syphons,  the  cost  being  4s.  per  cylinder. 
He  will  show  the  apparatus  at  work  to  any  brother  pharma- 
cist who  feels  interested  and  cares  to  call  at  50  Wigmore 
Street  ,  or  will  send  information  to  those  who  write.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  April  6. 
After  the  minutes  had  been  read  the  Council  placed  on 
record  its  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills, 
who  has  retired  owing  to  ill-health.  In  his  place  on  the 
Council  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  was  co-opted,  and  to  the 
treasurership  which  Mr.  Hills  fdled,  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson 
was  elected.  The  receipts  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  have 
improved  over  the  average  for  this  time  of  the  year, 
several  special  contributions  having  been  received.  The 
Council  voted  sums  amounting  to  83/.  to  applicants  for 
assistance.  The  awards  made  as  a  result  of  the  school 
examinations  included  three  silver  medals  to  Mr.  W.  R. 
Pratt  and  one  to  Mr.  G.  N.  Pain.  The  Registrar  an- 
nounced that  there  are  thirteen  candidates  for  the  seven 
vacancies  on  the  Council  at  the  election  in  May.  These 
include  the  seven  members  who  retire  by  rotation  and 
Messrs.  Bilson,  Dowty,  Ridley,  Waldron,  Sargeant,  and 
Symes.  The  annual  financial  statement  was  submitted  by 
the  auditors. 


The  Councillors  present  were  Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington 
(President),  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  (Vice-President),  Mr.  C.  B. 
Allen,  Mr.  A.  S.  Campkin,  Mr.  M.  Carteighe,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Cross,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff,  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Gibson,  Mr.  R.  L.  Gifford,  Mr.  D.  Gilmour,  Mr.  A. 
Hagon,  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs,  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  Mr. 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  Mr.  C.  J.  Park,  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
Mr.  E.  White,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Young.  Mr.  J.  Harrison 
•was  unable  to  be  present  owing  to  another  engagement. 

Mr.  Hills  Retires. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read, 
the  President  referred  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the 
'Council  through  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills.  He  has 
been  obliged,  on  the  advice  of  his  doctor,  to  winter  abroad 
and  has  profited  very  much  in  health  by  the  sunshine  of 
Mentone.  Mr.  Hills  had  done  great  service  to  the  whole 
of  the  craft  ;  he  had  a  high  ideal  for  the  pharmacist  and 
•endeavoured  to  live  up  to  it.  He  (the  President) 
regretted  Mr.  Hills'  absence,  as  no  one  had  been  more 
•valuable  or  rendered  such  assistance  to  him  as  Mr. 
Hills.  The  President  finished  his  remarks  by  proposing 
the  following  resolution  : 

"This  Council  desires  to  record  its  profound  indebtedness 
■fo  Mr.  Walter  Hills  for  his  long  and  valuable  services  to  tho 
Society  and  to  pharmacists.  As  a  member  of  the  Council  for 
nearly  thirty  years,  as  a  past-President,  and  as  Treasurer 
since  1903,  Mr.  Hills  has  consistently,  earnestly,  and 
judiciously  laboured  to  elevate  and  advance  the  best  interests 
•of  pharmacy.  The  members  of  the  Council  who  have  had 
the  privilege  of  association  with  him  in  the  educational, 
pharmaceutical,  ami  administrative  work  of  the  Society  sin- 
•eerely  res-ret  that  the  conditions  of  Mr.  Hills'  health  has 
rendered  further  service  on  the  Council  injudicious,  and  they 
tender  their  heartfelt  wishes  that  rest  and  change  of  climate 
may  completely  restore  him  to  health  and  enable  him  again 
to  place  his  sound  judgment  and  ripe  experience  at  tho  service 
of  the  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain." 

Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  seconding  the  resolution,  said  that 
Mr.  Hills  is  held  in  the  highest  esteem  all  over  the  country 
and  nowhere  more  than  in  Scotland.  He  (the  speaker) 
hoped  that  when  Mr.  Hills'  health  improved  he  would  see 
bis  way  to  return  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  he  regarded  Mr.  Hills  as  having 
"gone  away  for  a  jolly  good  holiday."  His  resignation 
had  to  him  (Mr.  Carteighe)  a  touch  of  sadness,  in  that 
it  breaks  a  link  in  the  chain  which  connects  the  Council 
with  the  founder  of  the  Society.  Jacob  Bell,  the  founder, 
died  comparatively  young,  but  his  partner,  Mr.  T.  H. 
Hills,  by  the  ready  way  in  which  he  took  over  much  of 
Bell's  work  on  the  Council  modified  the  blow  to  the 
Society.  As  Treasurer  and  President  Mr.  T.  H.  Hills 
worked  hard  for  the  Society  and  found  money  for  every 
good  object.    Mr.  Walter  Hills,  as  the  third  representa- 


tive of  the  founder,  deserves  as  much  credit  in  his  special 
way  as  his  two  predecessors.  He  has  high  and  lofty 
ideals  and  is  just  without  being  a  prude.  He  is  a  natural 
gentleman,  and  an  honour  to  the  Society  to  which  he 
belongs. 

Mr.  Rowsell  considered  Mr.  Hills  an  ideal  member  of 
Council,  his  ability  is  unbounded  and  had  been  shown  in 
several  ways  during  the  last  three  years,  during  which  he 
(the  speaker)  had  been  a  colleague  on  the  Council.  Mr. 
Hills  was  not  averse  to  taking  advantage  of  modern  com- 
mercial developments,  as  evidenced  in  the  way  he  had 
dealt  with  his  old  business. 

Mr.  Allen  said  he  had  known  Mr.  Hills  for  about, 
thirty-five  years.  His  acquaintance  began  when  he  filled 
a  position  in  Mr.  Hills'  historic  pharmacy.  Shortly  after 
leaving  Mr.  Hills  asked  him  whether  he  would  give  some 
services  to  the  Society.  He  assented,  as  he  esteemed  it  a 
very  great  honour.  Mr.  Hills  acted  as  his  sponsor  in  the 
Council  chamber,  and  he  (the  speaker)  hoped  he  had 
turned  out  a  good  child  to  his  pharmaceutical  sponsor. 
Mr.  Allen  suggested  that  a  portrait  might  be  placed  in  the 
Council  chamber  or  some  other  means  adopted  to  com- 
memorate the  services  of  Mr.  Hills  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs  said  Mr.  Hills  is  a  native  of  Kent 
and  most  of  his  training  took  place  at  Tonbridge.  He 
(Mr.  Hobbs)  had  a  happy  recollection  of  the  time  he 
spent  as  assistant  with  Mr.  Hills,  who  also  acted  as  his 
(the  speaker's)  sponsor  on  the  Council  and  was  always 
ready  to  stretch  out  the  good  hand  of  fellowship  to  young 
councillors.  Mr.  Hills  always  studied  the  question  from 
every  aspect,  and  one  always  felt  that  the  opinions  he 
expressed  were  the  result  of  careful  thrashing  out,  and 
consequently  were  entitled  to  every  consideration. 

Mr.  Cuff,  vvho  had  followed  Mr.  Hills'  work  for  many 
years,  endorsed  all  that  had  been  said  regarding  the 
intense  interest  he  took  in  every  detail  of  the  work  he 
undertook. 

Mr.  Young  recalled  the  speech  of  welcome  which  Mr. 
Hills  made  when  he  (Mr.  Young)  joined  the  Council.  Mr. 
Hills  had  remarkably  high  ideas,  which  are  to  be  admired 
in  a  day  when  vandalism  is  rife  and  there  is  a  tendency 
to  pull  down  instead  of  building  up.  He  hoped  to  see 
him  back  again  to  keep  Mr.  Gifford  and  himself  in  order. 
(Laughter.) 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 

Filling  the  Vacancies. 

Mr.  Newsholme  proposed  that  Mr.  R.  C. 
Huddersfield,  be  co- 
opted  a  member  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  Walshaw 
— a  brother  Yorkshire  - 
man — is  well-known  on 
account  of  his  activity 
as  a  local  officer  of  the 
Society.  He  has  tho 
confidence  of  the  phar- 
macists in  the  whole  of 
the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  and  carries 
on  a  historic  business 
under  the  traditions  of 
the  founders. 

Mr.     Young  having 
seconded, 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it 
was  a  matter  of  con- 
gratulation that  such  a 
man  could  be  found  who 
was  willing  to  be  co-opted. 

The  resolution  was  carried. 

The  President  said  it  was  necessary  to  fill  the  office  of 
Treasurer  which  Mr.  Hills  held.  It  had  been  decided  to 
dispense  with  the  ballot,  which  was  the  usual  mode  of 
electing  officers,  and  to  proceed  by  resolution.  He  there- 
fore proposed  that  Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson  be  elected 
Treasurer. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Young,  who  added,  amid 
laughter,  "  he  looks  the  part,"  and  agreed  to  unanimously. 

Mr.  Gibson,  in  thanking  the  Council  for  this  mark  of 
favour,  said  he  was  completely  taken  by  surprise.  He

Walshaw. 
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promised  to  keep  a  keen  eye  on  the  finances  of  the  Society 
and  to  see  that  the  banking  account  was  kept  well  on  the 
credit  side.  He  looked  to  the  Council  to  help  him  in  the 
matter.  If  the  funds  were  not  forthcoming  he  supposed 
it  would  be  his  privilege  to  supply  them  himself. 
(Laughter.) 

Elections  and  Restorations. 
Thirty-eight  members   were   elected   and  twenty-nine 
student-associates.    The  restorations  to  the  Society  num- 
bered 168,  and  five  chemists  had  their  names  restored  to 
the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists.

Benevolence. 

Consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  took  place  in  camera,  after  which 

Mr.  Campkin  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  He 
first  congratulated  Mr.  Gibson  on  being  elected  Treasurer, 
adding  that  the  finances  of  the  Society  will  be  well  safe- 
guarded in  his  hands.  The  receipts  for  the  Benevolent 
Fund  had  been  13  per  cent,  over  normal  and  the  outgoings 
2  per  cent.  less.  The  Committee  recommended  grants 
amounting  to  83?.  One  annuitant  has  died,  so  that  the 
number  of  annuitants  is  now  thirty.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
may  be  increased  at  the  end  of  the  year.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  special  contribution  from  the  Lancaster  Chemists' 
Association  was  due  to  the  initiative  of  Mr.  Whitehead 
(Morecambe)  and  Mr.  Shattocks  (Lancaster). 

Mr.  Gilmour,  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
said  that  no  matter  what  the  condition  of  the  Fund  all 
applications  received  the  same  careful  consideration. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

House  Committee. 
Mr.    White    presented    the    report    of    the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  in  which  occurred 
the  following  items  : 

,  The  Librarian  submitted  a  list  of  books  which  he  suggested 
should  be  destroyed.    The  Curator  was  authorised  to  pur- 


chase bottles  for  the  Museum.  Messrs.  Parkinson's  account 
for  11.  18s.  was  approved  of.  The  landlord's  agent  reminder? 
the  Society  that  the  outside  painting  of  the  premises  was  due. 
A  new  contract  was  recommended  to  be  entered  into  with 
the  electrician  for  maintaining  the  electrical  installation. 
The  Dean  obtained  permission  for  a  former  student  to  enter 
the  School  for  special  work  for  a  short  period.  Professor 
Crossley  was  allowed  to  obtain  some  organic  specimens  re- 
quired for  lecture  purposes. 

Mr.  White  explained  that  the  books  which  it  was  pro- 
posed to  destroy,  because  of  want  of  room  in  the  library, 
were  old  editions  of  obsolete  books,  not  of  historic  value. 
The  alteration  of  the  electrician's  contract  was  due  to  the 
introduction  of  metallic-filament  lamps  in  the  house,  the 
price  for  which  fluctuates.  The  contract  is  to  be  for 
maintenance  only,  not  for  lamp  renewals,  which  will  be 
paid  for  separately. 

Mr.  Rowsell  suggested  that  the  books  need  not  be 
destroyed  but  offered  for  sale  as  second-hand. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  the  expression  "destroy"  in  this 
case  meant  to  do  with  the  books  what  was  best. 

The  report  was  adopted.

The  Society's  medal  has  this  year 
been  awarded  by  the  Council  to  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  "  for  his 
conspicuous  services  to  the  Society  and  to  applied 
chemistry." 

Manchester  Section. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel  on 
April  1,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Clayton.  Mr. 
Julius  Hubner  was  reappointed  hon.  secretary.  A  paper 
was  subsequently  read  by  Mr.  Raymond  Ross  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Race  on  "Some  Points  in  the  Purification  of  Ga6 
from  Sulphur." 

London  Section. 

A  meeting  of  this  section  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  W. ,  on  April  4,  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch 
in  the  chair.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance,  among 
those  present  being  several  pharmacists,  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris,  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Mr.  E.  T. 
Brewis,  Mr.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner,  and  Mr.  T.  Tickle.  A  paper 
was  read  by  Dr.  P.  Schidrowitz  on 

The  Indiarubber  Industry. 
The  lecturer  first  briefly  sketched  the  origin  of  the 
rubber  industry,  the  founders  being  Hancock,  Mackintosh, 
and  Goodyear.  Peal,  in  1791,  was  granted  a  patent  for  the 
application  of  caoutchouc  to  waterproofing  cloth  ;  in  1820 
Hancock  devised  a  "masticator"  for  working  up  rubber 
into  a  homogeneous  mass,  and  Mackintosh  was  the  first  to 
use  a  .solution  of  rubber  for  waterproofing  purposes.  Good- 
year, in  1839,  discovered  the  use  of  sulphur  for  vulcanis- 
ing rubber,  a  process  which  Hancock  independently  dis- 
covered in  1844.  The  lecturer  emphasised  the  importance 
of  vulcanising,  which  renders  rubber  proof  against  tempera- 
ture and  atmospheric  action.  Some  rubber  statistics  were 
then  given,  the  production  of  rubber  being  put  at  69,000  to 
75,000  tons,  exclusive  of  resinous  rubber,  estimated  at 
30,000  tons.  The  imports  of  crude  rubber  into  the  United 
Kingdom  have  averaged  29.389  tons  for  1904-1908,  the 
balance  retained  being  253,652  cwt.,  valued  at  3.444  5021 
[See  also  C.  <!■  D.  March  12.  p.  86.]  The  United  Kingdom 
takes  one-sixth  of  the  world's  production  of  crude  rubber, 
the  United  States  one-third,  and  Germany  one-sixth.  The 
rubber  industry  consists,  said  Dr.  Schidrowitz,  of  a  series 
of  industries  :  (1)  The  preparation  of  the  crude  rubber; 
(2)  manufacture  of  rubber  articles  ;  and  (3)  working  up  of 
waste  rubber.  The  influence  of  the  planting  industry  has 
made  itself  felt  in  the  improved  methods  of  preparing  the 
crude  rubber  so  that  the  old  territorial  classifications  in 
grading  are  giving  way  to  a  system  based  on  the  botanical 
origin.  A  series  of  lantern-slides  was  then  shown  to 
illustrate  the  method  of  obtaining  the  latex  of  the  rubber- 
trees  and  methods  of  preparing  rubber  from  it.  The 
sources  of  rubber  were  thus  classified  :

The  acreage  of  planted  rubber  was  put  as  693,000  acres, 
of  which  250,000  are  in  the  Malay  Peninsula  and  190,000 
in  Ceylon.  The  chemical  differences  between  rubber  from 
the  various  specie6  is  surprisingly  small  when  allowances 
have  been  made  for  the  various  methods  of  obtaining  and 
treating  the  latex.  The  plantation  industry  has  so  de- 
veloped that  it  has  been  shown  that  it  is  possible  to  prepare 
all  qualities  of  high-class  rubber.  The  physical  differences 
are  more  marked,  but  these  may  disappear  when  more  is 


known  of  the  conditions  of  preparation.  The  bulk  of  the 
rubber  is  still  made  by  haphazard  methods,  and  lose* 
much  in  washing.  The  amount  of  resin  present  is  in- 
fluenced by  the  method  of  preparation.  Para  rubber  still 
sets  the  standard,  but  does  not  fetch  the  highest  price 
owing  to  the  proportion  lost  on  washing.  After  touching, 
on  the  influence  of  age  on  the  trees  and  discussing  the 
question  of  yield,  the  lecturer  quoted  some  figures  by  Mr. 
H.  K.  Rutherford  for  an  estate  in  Malay,  where  100  to. 
200  lb.  of  rubber  per  acre  is  being  produced  at  a  cost 
of  10.74(/.,  to  which  should  be  added  3.3r/.  for  freight, 
packages,  etc.,  and  an  amount  varying  from  Id.  to  2d.  per 
lb.  for  interest  on  capital.  After  noting  that  the  method 
of  coagulating  the  latex  is  by  adding  acetic  acid,  the 
lecturer  enumerated  the  varieties  of  rubber  that  are  made, 
crepe  and  sheet  being  the  chief.  The  drying  is  some- 
times carried  out  in  a  vacuum  drier,  but  the  results  vary 
according  to  the  care  with  which  the  drier  is  employed. 
The  discovery  that  an  enzyme  present  in  the  II even  latex 
is  destroyed  at  183°  Fahr.  has  been  utilised  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  resulting  rubber.  The  lecturer  next  referred 
to  probable  changes  in  the  methods  of  preparing  crude- 
rubber,  the  improvement  of  the  means  employed  for  wild 
rubber,  and  the  preparation  of  good  rubber  from  low-grade 
resinous  rubber  by  chemical  process.  Synthetic  rubber 
then  claimed  attention,  the  .subject  being  reviewed  from 
Tilden's  isoprene  method  to  Harries's  recently  published 
work.  The  matter  resolves  itself  into  a  competition  be- 
tween chemists  and  Nature,  the  latter  producing  rubbeu 
which  can  be  put  on  the  market  at  Is.  a  lb.. 
This  is  a  very  large  proposition,  considering  the  cost 
of  the  materials  from  which  the  chemist  starts.  The 
analogy  of  indigo  is  a  misleading  one,  as  indigo  only  exists 
in  a  dilute  form  in  the  plant  and  costs  about  3s.  6d.  per  lb. 
The  manufacture  of  rubber  goods  was  next  described,  and/ 
the  methods  of  vulcanising  with  sulphur  and  sulphur 
chloride  were  dealt  with  in  detail.  The  recovery  of  waste- 
rubber  by  various  processes  was  considered  and  the  new 
"reforming"  process  described.  The  last-named  consists 
in  grinding  the  waste  rubber  to  powder,  heating,  and  caus- 
ing the  rubber  to  cohere  by  great  pressure. 

Discussion. 

The  Chairman  opened  the  discussion.  He  said  tire 
problem  of  preparing  synthetic  rubber  is  similar  to  that  of 
making  artificial  camphor,  and  referred  to  Harries  and 
Bayer  processes  recently  patented  for  synthetic  rubber.  An- 
electrolytic  method  of  coagulating  rubber  has  been  recently 
introduced.  Sir  George  Watt  referred  to  his  official 
duties  as  botanical  expert  to  the  Indian  Government.  Mr. 
H.  K.  Rutherford  created  some  amusement  by  his  candid 
warning  about  taking  the  advice  of  experts,  giving  several 
instances  where  the  experts  have  been  wrong.  Mr.  H.. 
Wright  pointedly  asked  whether  Harries's  work 
marked  any  advance  of  commercial  importance.  He 
placed  the  yield  per  acre  at  300  lb.,  this  estimate 
being  based  on  recent  experience.  There  are  to- 
day 720,000  acres  of  rubber  plantations  in  the  East, 
and  the  British  lead  the  way  in  the  industry. 
Mr.  Hammond  Smith  spoke  of  the  need  for  quick  drying 
in  the  wet  climates  where  rubber  flourishes.  He  looked  to 
the  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  for  help  in  enabling  white 
men  to  live  healthily  in  West  Africa  and  so  be  able  to 
supervise  the  rubber  industry  in  that  country.  Colonel 
Burley,  as  an  expert  on  recovering  rubber,  said  he  wanted 
rubber  with  the  minimum  of  resin.  Mr.  F.  L.  Ross, 
engineer  to  the  Re-formed  Rubber  Co.,  described  the 
process  used  by  his  company.  He  hoped  to  be  able  to 
supply  rubber  tiles  at  11.  per  square  yard  ;  this  would  be 
an  ideal  floor  covering  of  practically  everlasting  wear.  Mr. 
W.  F.  Reid  dealt  with  the  question  of  recovering  rubber 
and  of  devulcanisation  by  means  of  inert  selective  solvents. 
Rubber  need  not  be  used  for  waterproofing  purposes,  a 
substitute  should  be  found,  as  the  rubber  is,  he  con- 
sidered, unsatisfactory  from  th"s  wearer's  point  of  view. 
Cther  speakers  were  Mr.  Bevan,  Dr.  Stephens,  Dr. 
Phillips,  Mr.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Chapman, 
after  which  Dr.  Schidrowitz  replied.  Harries's  work  was 
not,  in  his  opinion,  of  commercial  importance,  and  he  con- 
sidered that  chemist  most  unfair  in  his  treatment  of  Dr. 
Tilden's  previous  work.

Dewsbury  Pharmacists'  Association.— A  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Church  House,  Dewsbury,  on  Monday  evening, 
April  4.  Present :  Messrs.  R.  Broadhead  (President),  G. 
Walker  (Secretary),  G.  N.  Gutteridge,  W.  Blakeley,  A.  B. 
Barker,  and  J.  Rhodes.  Mr.  L.  M.  Parry  (Liverpool)  and 
Mr.  J.  G.  Jackson  (Sheffield)  were  also  present  .as  visitors. 
A  resolution  sympathetic  with  the  Preston  Association's 
action  re  medicated  wines  and  spirits,  and  offering  to  support 
them  in  any  reasonable  action  which  they  may  take  was 
passed.  Mr.  Parry  and  Mr.  Jackson  addressed  the  meeting 
on  "  Ucal "  and  its  claims  to  the  support  of  retail  chemists. 
Mr.  Broadhead  severely  criticised  the  project.  He  said 
that  Mr.  Maud,  of  Pontefract,  and  himself  had  broached  a 
similar  scheme  ten  years  ago,  but  it  met  with,  very  little 
support  from  local  chemists.  Messrs.  Blakeley,  Pickard,  and 
Barker  also  spoke. 

Cheltenham  Chemists'  Association.— A  meeting  was 
held  at  5  Promenade,  Cheltenham,  on  Thursday.  March  31, 
Mr.  Freshfield  Reynolds  (President)  in  the  chair.  Messrs. 
W.  Baron,  J.  Fletcher.  J.  A.  Thomas,  F.  J.  Palmer,  A.  Hill, 
T.  T  Dolman.  C  II.  James,  W.  Palmer,  F.  P.  James,  and 
W.  II.  Hill  (lion.  Secretary)  were  also  present.  General  dis- 
cussion occupied  the  evening,  and  among  other  matters  dealt 
with  was  a  botanical  prize  to  be  given  by  the,  Association, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions  :  (1)  That  the  competitor 
shall  be  an  apprentice  or  unqualified  assistant;  (2)  a  member 
of  the  C  and  D.CA.  or  in  the  employ  of  \x  member  for  six 
months  of  the  twelve  in  which  the  collection  is  made,  plants 
to  be  collected  in  any  locality  from  May  1,  1910,  to  April  30, 
1911.  The  prize  to  be  of  the  value  of  one  guinea,  and  to  b*> 
Riven  only  in  consideration  of  at  least  three  competing,  and 
for  a  collection  of  150  representative  plants.  Conditions  to 
be  the  same  as  for  the  Herbarium  Prize  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  establishing  of  a  library  was  also  decided  upon, 
when  a  suitable  room  for  keeping  the  works  is  found.  Several 
members  promised  to  present  books.

Russian  Platinum. — The  principal  matter  discu«?<?<l  at  the 
Perm  Mining  Industrialists'  Congress,  held  in  Slirovotido 
week,  was  the  proposal  to  open  a  co-operative  platinum  re- 
finery. It  was  proposed  to  ask  the  Government  to  give  a 
concession  for  an  Ekatreinburg  gold  refinery,  with  Govern- 
ment control,  the  Government  to  advance  75  per  cent,  of  the 
value  and  the  platinum  to  -be  issued  with  a  brand.  But  the 
Platina  Co.  (French)  protested,  and  offered  to  transfer  its 
factory  from  Paris  to  the  Urals. 
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Our  American  Letter. 

From  an  Ethical  Pharmacist. 


The  "Chain-store"  or  company-pharmacy  movement  is 
now  shifting  ©very  day.  At  the  present  time  there  are  six  or 
seven  combinations  having  anywhere  from  ten  to  forty  stores 
each,  and  these  shops  are  all  large  ones — much  larger 
•chan  those  under  Mr.  Boot's  ownership  in  England.  During 
the  last  few  weeks  the  newspapers  have  been  filled  with  state- 
ments that  underground  efforts  were  being  made  to  bring 
these  groups  of  stores  into  on©  combination  under  the  <egis 
of  the  American  Tobacco  Co.  Certain  officials  and  stock- 
holders of  the  Tobacco  Trust  are  known  to  be  stockholders  also 
in  two  or  threo  of  the  drug-store  combinations,  thus  giving 
ground  to  the  newspaper  rumours.  Whether  this  will  really 
bo  the  outcome  or  not  may  well  be  doubted. 

Since  the  rood  and  Dru  ;  s  Act  became  law  the  Federal 
authorities  have  striven  to  prevent  the  us©  of  the  word 
"cure"  on  proprietary  articles,  th©  point  being  made  that 
iho  employment  of  this  word  constitutes  misbranding  under 
tho  terms  of  the  Act.  This  question  has  become  the  issue  in 
several  prosecutions,  and  the  manufacturers  have  ordinarily 
yielded  tho  point  and  accepted  judgment  rather  than  fight  it 
out  in  the  courts.  One  manufacturer,  however,  was  "  game." 
II©  carried  th©  case  through  th©  courts,  and  has  just  secured 
a  decision  upholding  th©  use  of  tho  word  "  cure"  in  connec- 
tion with  his  product.  Tho  Judge  held  that  Congress  had 
never  intended  to  draw  such  a  finical  interpretation.  Tho 
case  will  now  probably  go  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  bo 
settled  permanently  one  way  or  th©  other. 

Pharmacopoeia  Revision  is  still  being  very  earnestly 
discussed  on  th©  evo  of  th©  Washington  Convention  in  May. 
T'h©  physicians  are  showing  more  interest  in  the  subject  than 
ever  before,  and  th©  topic  has  been  considered  at  many  of 
the  "  get-together"  meetings  between  medical  men  and  phar- 
macists in  various  sections  of  th©  country.  Professor  Reming- 
ton, delivering  an  addi'ess  recently  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  con- 
ceded more  than  he  had  previously  don©  in  th©  matter  of 
publicity.  Ho  declared  that  "The  practical  solution  of  tho 
question  of  publicity,  in  the  writer's  opinion,  would  be  to 
publish,  as  th©  work  of  revision  progresses,  the  conclusions 
of  tho  committee  only  on  important  changes  which  would 
affect  the  tests  now  in  force  and  necessitating  an  alteration 
in  the  standards  now  existing.  This  would  satisfy  in  a  prac- 
tical way  reasonable  demands  for  publicity,  and  would  bo 
only  fair  and  just  to  those  who  mak©  tho  preparations  by 
giving  them  sufficient  time  to  accommodate  themselves  to  tho 
demands  of  th©  new  hook.''  He  concluded  by  saying  that 
the  degree  and  extent  of  publicity  would  doubtless  be  satis- 
factorily determined  by  th©  vote  of  the  coming  Convention. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Twelve  fatalities,  including  seven  misadventures,  have  been 
recorded  from  poisoning  during  the  past  week. 

Acetic  Acid. — Abraham  Hodder,  farmer.  Weston,  Portland, 
according  to  a  Coroner's  jury,  died  in  convulsions  caused  by 
Th©  effects  of  corrosive  poison,  probably  acetic  acid,  self- 
administered,  but  that  "  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  it 
was  administered  with  the  intention  of  causing  bodily  harm." 
During  the  inquiry  a  juror  considered  that  Mr.  F.  L.  Sim- 
monds,  chemist  and  druggist,  Portland,  ought  to  be  called. 
However,  the  Coroner  spoke  to  Mr.  Simmonds  over  the  tele- 
phone, and  ascertained  that  tho  latter  had  supplied  deceased 
with  acetic  acid  at  intervals,  the  last  occasion  being  early  in 
the  year.  As  acetic  was  not  scheduled,  he  had  probably  only 
put  .a  cautionary  and  not  a  poison  label  on  the  bottle. 

Carbolic  acid,  taken  accidentally  instead  of  "  compo." 
cough-mixture,  was  responsible  for  the  death  of  a  Kneeton 
labourer  named  William  Johnson.  The  two  bottles  were  kept 
in  a  kitchen  cupboard. 

Chlorodyne. — Eliza  Murman  (75),  the  wife  of  a  Bethnal 
Green  hair-dresser,  died  from  heart-failure  due  to  senile 
decay  and  accelerated  by  an  overdose  of  chlorodyne.  De- 
ceased had  taken  chlorodyne  for  several  years,  at  first  to 
relievo  pain  and  then  for  insomnia. 

Chloroform.. — Dr.  Joseph  McCormack  CufTe,  of  Usher's 
Island,  Dublin,  who  suffered  from  a  painful  affection  of  tho 
gall-bladder,  which  caused  insomnia,  died  fi"om  an  overdose 
of  chloroform,  which  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  to  induce 
sleep. 

laudanum-poisoning  caused  the  death  of  Patrick  Markins 
C41)  at  Stirling.  Deceased,  who  had  been  accustomed  to  using 
th©  drug  for  outward  application,  was  found  in  bed  with  an 
empty  laudanum-bottle  beside  him.  At  Cambuslang,  Glas- 
gow, George  Whitton  (CO)  died  from  the  effects  of  taking 
laudanum,  which  he  obtained  from  two  local  chemists. — An 
overdose  of  the  same  narcotic  was  responsible  for  th©  acci- 
dental death  of  James  Coll>eck  (64),  of  Belfast. 


Morphine. — At  th©  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Dr.  Chas.  E.  M. 
Kelly,  medical  officer,  Witney,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  to 
the  effect  that  "deceased  died  from  an  overdose  of  morphia, 
accidentally  administered  by  himself  in  order  to  allay  pain." 

Potassium  Chlorate. — A  verdict  of  death  from  misadventur© 
was  returned  at  the  inquest  on  Dorothy  Eleanor  Grey  (2),  the 
daughter  of  a  Peckham  commercial  traveller,  who  died  from 
syncope  due  to  enteritis  set  up  by  eating  eight  or  ten  chlorate 
of  potash  tablets.  The  Coroner  remarked  that  no  doubt  the 
child  mistook  the  tablets  for  sweets. 

Prussic  Acid. — James  Edward  Dockeray,  Seacombej  an 
assistant  employed  by  Messrs.  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Liver- 
pool, poisoned  himself  by  taking  prussic  acid.  An  open  ver- 
dict was  returned. 

Sulphuric  Acid  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by  a  phy- 
sician's widow  named  Ellen  Maud  Rathbone,  Isleworth.  Mr. 
Frank  Skeates,  chemist  and  druggist,  assistant  at  the  Houns- 
low  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  deposed  to  supplying  deceased 
with  3  fl.  oz  of  oil  of  vitriol  in  a  carefully  sealed  bottle  "  for 
cleaning  a  stove." 

Strychnine — Jacob  Shepperd  Allinson,  J. P.  (49),  shipowner, 
and  formerly  Mayor  of  West  Hartlepool,  has  been  poisoned 
by  misadventur©  with  solution  of  strychnine,  which  he  bought 
for  the  purpose  of  destroying  rats.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices

A  LTIIOUGH  business  is  by  no  means  brisk  in  the 
chemical  and  drug  markets,  the  tone  is  fairly  good, 
and  as  will  be  seen  from  our  table,  the  bulk  of  the  altera- 
tions, which  are  more  numerous  than  usual,  are  upward. 
These  include  an  advance  in  chrysophanic  acid,  cream  of 
tartar,  morphine  salts,  santonin,  vanilla,  Zanzibar  and 
Madagascar  beeswax,  and  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil. 
Foreign  tartaric  acid  is  firmer.  On  the  easier  side  are 
codeine  and  salts,  English  refined  camphor  and  copper 
sulphate.  Spot  opium  is  in  very  small  compass,  which 
accounts  for  the  rise  in  morphine.  In  the  "  Lane  "  rubber 
dominates  the  situation,  again  higher  prices  having  been 
paid  at  the  auction.  The  following  have  been  the  prin- 
cipal movements  in  prices,  including  those  of  the  drug- 
auctions  :

London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  was  neld  on  April  V,  at  the  Cannon  Street,  Hotel. 
Sir  Albert  Spicer  being  in  the  chair.  The  Chairman,  in 
proposing  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report,  expressed 
gratification  that  an  increasing  number  of  cases  arc  being 
lu-ought  before  the  London  Court,  of  Arbitration,  and  added 
i hat  the  City  Corporation  is  actively  and  closely  associated 
with  the  Chamber.  Dealing  with  the  usefulness  of  the  Cham- 
ber in  connection  with  the  Port  of  London  question,  lie  stated 
that  several  important  concessions  were  secured,  more  parti- 
cularly in  regard  to  rates  and  classification.  On  the  question 
of  foreign  tariffs  the  Chamber  exercised  a  most  useful  duty 
in  advising  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Colonial  and  Foreign 
Offices  as  to  the  effect  of  colonial  and  foreign  tariffs  on  home 
industries  and  trade. 

Mr.  Stanley  Machin,  in  seconding  the  proposition,  stated 
that  as  a  result  of  the  conferences  that  had  taken  place 
between  representatives  of  the  Chamber  and  the  Port  of 
London  Authority,  twenty-eight  sections  had  formulated  their 
complaints  with  the  classification  of  rates  originally  issued, 
and  twenty-seven  of  thsm  had  been  more  or  less  satisir  .' 
with  the  way  in  which  their  representations  had  been  met. 
iho  result,  in  tho  aggregate,  he  was  informed,  was  that  the 
rates  had  been  reduced  by  no  less  a  sum  than  100,000/. 
on  the  articles  in  question. 

Sir  Albert  Rollitt  spoke  at  some  length  on  the  educational 
side  Of  the  Chambers  work.  The  report  was  unanimously 
adopted.  Lord  Desborough  was  subsequently  elected  Presi- 
dent. 

Artificial  Rubber. 

The  Hamburg  correspondent  of  the  "  Standard  "  states  that 
1  rofessor  Harries,  of  Kiel,  has  succeeded,  it  is  claimed,  in 
producing  a  material  which  is  said  perfectly  to  resemble 
rubber.  .  .  .  The  substitute  in  question  has  been  produced 
only  in  a  small  way,  but  the  inventor  believes  that  before 
ong  artificial  rubber— like  indigo— may  be  turned  out  in 
largo  quantities  and  at  a  cheap  price.  '[We  give  this  state- 
ment under  all  reserve,  and  until  particulars  are  forthcoming 
regarding  tho  basic  material  use'd,  cost  of  production,  and 
anticipated  output,  it  would  be  well  to  adopt  a  sceptical 
attitude. — Ed.] 

A  New  Government  Quinine=factory  in  Java. 

The  current  issue  of  "Java  Bodo"  calls  attention  to  a 
statement  emanating  from  the  Bandong  correspondent  of  the 
"  Preanger-Bodo  "  that  Hcer  van  Lecrsum,  Director  of  the 
Government  Cinchona-plantations  in  Java,  has  left  on  a 
special  mission  to  Europe  in  connection  witli  the  preparation 
<>f  plans  for  a  new  quinine-factory  to  be  erected  under  Govern- 
ment auspices  in  Java.  The  correspondent  adds  that  this 
new  factory  will  probably  be  paid  for  by  increased  exports  of 
bark  from  tho  Government  plantations,  so  that  cinchona- 
planters  will  .see  a  further  fall  in  bark-prices.  Commenting 


on  this,  Java  Bode  "  states  that  nothing  definite. has  bee* 
settled  regarding  the' new  factory,  but  that  in  any  case,  sine*- 
the  principal  feature  of  the  new  process  of  making  quinine  is 
its  cheapness,  it  is  not  at  all  likely  that  the  cost  of  the  factorv 
r  u  i  hig '  'and  so  n€-C6SSitate  any  Large  increase  in  output 
of  bark  from  the  Government  plantations  to  pay  for  its  in- 
stallation. Further,  it  is  well  known  that  the  Government 
cannot  largely  increase  its  output  without  detriment  to  th« 
plantations.  Heer  van  Leersum  sailed  for  Amsterdam  or. 
March  3. 

Export  and  Import  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  March  were  issued  on 
Thursday.  The  imports  were  valued  at  58,120,393/.,  or 
6.106,928/.  more  than  March  1909  The  exports  were 
34,391,558/.,  which  is  2.486,885/.  more.  The  imports  of  chemi- 
cals, drugs,  dyes,  .and  colours  were  1,050.753/.  (also  an  in- 
crease), but  exports  in  the  same  class  fell  by  14,712/.  to 
1,638.467/.  Medicines  (including  powdered  opium  and 
quinine)  exported  were  valued  at  140,378/.,  .and  415,863/.  for 
tho  first  quarter  of  the  year,  tho  latter  a  substantial  increase. 

Manchester  Chemical  =  market. 

April  5. 

Ajpiiet  feeling  has  set  in  after  the  holidays,  but,  with  regu- 
lation of  production,  there  is  little  or  no  change  to  record  in 
heavy  chemicals.  _  Most  descriptions  are  firm,  with  fair  de- 
mand. Acetic  .acid  shows  little  change  in  value,  and  white- 
powdered  arsenic  is  quiet  at  12/.  10s.  to  13/.  per  ton  deliverer'; 
Manchester.  Acetates  of  lead  are  reported  dull.  Caustic 
and  carbonate  of  potash  are  firm  at  full  rates.  Owing  to 
lower  prices,  yellow  prussiate  of  potash  experiences  a  better 
demand.  In  coal-tar  products  there  is  not  much  change, 
although  sulphate  of  ammonia  is  again  lower  at  11/.  18s.  9c?. 
to  12/.  per  ton  on  rails  Manchester.  Glycerin,  owing  to  ex- 
ceptional circumstances,  is  weaker.  Good  80-per-cent.  crude 
is  quoted  about  50/.  per  ton  at  makers'  works,  while  1,260°  s.g. 
half-white  distilled  can  be  obtained  at  84/.  per  ton.  Ameri- 
can cotton-seed  soap  is  off  the  market  for  the  present,  and. 
although  makers  of  Italian  green  olive-oil  soap  have  raised 
quotations,  still  there  are  cheap  lots  to  be  had  in  second  hands. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  not  much  of  special  interest  or  moment  to  be  re- 
ported as  regards  the  heavy-chemical  market.  Conditions 
continue  much  tho  same  as  outlined  in  recent  reports,  and  the. 
outlook  is  considered  by  many  to  be  rather  brighter,  and 
certainly  there  is  a  fair  .all-round  demand  for  both  main  and 
miscellaneous  products.  Deliveries  against  contract  are  a 
fair  average,  while  exports  are  on  the  increase.  Values  rule 
steady,  without  much  fluctuation. 

Bichromates  of  Potash  and  Soda  continue  in  fair  demand 
for  both  home  and  export  account  at  unaltered  figures.  Bi- 
chromate of  potash,  English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  3A<i.  per 
lb.,  less  5  per  cent.,  and  export  3Lc7.  per  lb.  net  f.o.b.

Japanese  Camphor. — In  tho  course  of  an  article  in  the 
"  Nachrichten  fur  Handel  und  Industrie  "  it  is  stated  that, 
although  the  sales  of  Japanese  monopoly  camphor  increased 
so  that  the  exports  in  the  first  ten  months  of  1909  were 
7,257.482  kin,  valued  at  6,312.245  yen,  the  monopoly  has  been 
working  at  a  loss.  The  cost  of  the  production  in  Formosa 
tends  to  increase  rather  than  diminish,  and  it  is  expected 
(says  the  article)  that  the  monopoly  will  now  restrict  pro- 
duction, and,  when  it  has  unburdened  itself  of  large  stocks, 
will  raise  the  price  of  camphor  again.

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square  on  April  1.  Present  :  Mr.  F.  Ransom  (President), 
in  the  chair,  Messrs.  Greenish,  Idris,  Naylor,  Tyrer,  and 
White  (Vice-Presidents),  J.  C.  Umney  (Treasurer),  Peck 
and  Finnemore  (Hon.  Secretaries),  Branson,  Deck,  Howard, 
and  Mallett.  Apologies  for  absence  were  received  from 
Messrs.  Alcock,  Gilmour,  Hills,  and  Martin. 

Mr.  Peck  read  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  Pharmaceutical  Associations  agreeing  to  arrange  a 
meeting  on  the  lines  suggested  upon  the  Tuesday  afternoon 
in  Conference  week,  July  26,  at  Cambridge. 

The  Secretaries  were  requested  to  write  letters  of  con- 
dolence with  the  relatives  of  the  following  recently- 
deceased  members  :  Mr.  Octavius  Corder  (a  former  Presi- 
dent), Mr.  James  Paterson,  of  Aberdeen,  and  Mr.  C.  Noel 
Layman. 

Mr.  Peck  stated  that  the  Council  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  had  expressed  its  approval  of  a  Conference 
between  representatives  of  that  body  and  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference,  that  it  was  hoped  that  that  would 
take  place  during  May  in  London,  and  that  the  subjects 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  two  bodies  had  already  been 
suggested  for  discussion.  A  provisional  list  of  names  of 
representative  pharmacists  to  act  as  a  deputation  was  ap- 
proved by  the  committee,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  seconded  by  Mr.  Idris,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  matter  be  proceeded  with  on  the  lines  indicated, 
and  that  final  arrangements  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
President,  Treasurer,  and  Secretaries. 

Mr.  Arthur  Deck  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Mallett  presented  the 
draft  of  the  proposed  programme  for  the  Cambridge  meet- 
ing. This  has  still  to  be  passed  by  the  Local  Committee, 
then  it  will  be  distributed  to  the  pharmaceutical  Press 
for  publication.  The  President  moved  that  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  be  accorded  to  Messrs.  Deck  and  Mallett  for 
their  kindness  in  coming  to  explain  the  details  of  what 
appeared  to  be  an  excellent  programme.  Cordial  approval 
was  expressed,  and  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Finnemore  brought  forward  several  suggestions  for 
the  improvement  of  the  "Year-book."  After  discussion 
it  was  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Tyrer.  seconded  by 
Professor  Greenish,  to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  a 
sub-committee  consisting  of  the  President,  Treasurer, 
Secretaries,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor.  It  was  mentioned  in 
the  course  of  the  discussion  that  a  large  number  of  old 
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"Year-books"  are  on  hind,  for  which  the  committee 
would  be  glad  to  receive  offers  to  purchase.

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  "Standard"  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sir, — There  is  no  doubt,  I  think,  that  the  interpreta- 
tions which  Mr.  Parry  places  on  the  three  leading  cases  in 
the  High  Court  are  substantially  correct,  but  my  sympathy 
would  go  out  to  the  advocate  who  found  it  his  business 
to  try  to  establish  those  interpretations,  in  (he  face  of 
the  interpretations  given  in  the  text-books,  before  a  bench 
of  magistrates  without  chemical  training.  M  r.  Parry's 
•opinion  that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  should  receive 
statutory  recognition  as  an  authority  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  when  the  B.P.  is  com- 
piled in  a  different  way  and  with  a  different  obje<.t  from 
those  which  have  obtained  in  the  past,  is  one  which  is  now 
very  widely  held,  and  with  which,  if  I  may  say  so,  I  agree, 
subject  to  certain  conditions  and  qualifications.  It  was 
expressly  approved  three  weeks  ago  at  the  conference  of 
officers  of  local  authorities — quorum  pars  paria  fui — under 
the  auspices  of  the  County  Councils'  Association.  I  am 
anxious  to  know  whether  anything  is  being  done  to  pave 
the  way  for  such  statutory  recognition.  Is  the  ( leneral 
Medical  Council  or  the  Committee  of  Reference  i".  Phar- 
macy preparing  the  definitions  for  the  new  B.P.,  so  that 
they  may  be  treated  as  "absolute"  standards  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  ?  I  suggest  that 
this  is  the  proper  procedure,  and  also  that  the  "  characters 
and  tests  "  should  be  framed  so  that  non-compliance  there- 
with would  raise  a  rebuttable  presumption  of  adulteration. 
I  see  no  reason  for  any  great  secrecy  in  this  matter,  and 
if  you  or  Mr.  Parry,  or  any  of  your  readers  can  state 
whether  preparatory  steps  of  this  nature  are  being  taken, 
or  whether  the  old  policy  of  ignoring  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  is  being  pursued,  I  shall  be  truly  thankful. 
The  one  thing  quite  clear  is  that  statutory  recognition 
cannot  be  accorded  either  to  definitions  or  to  the  "  cha- 
racters and  tests"  of  the  B.P.  until  it  is  compiled  with 
that  object  in  view.

A  Reminiscence. 
Sir, — In  that  charming  piece  of  autobiography  entitled 
■"At  Last,"  by  Charles  Kingsley,  the  writer  describes  the 
beauties  of  his  native  island,  Jamaica.  I  am  not  so  for- 
tunate in  revisiting  the  place  of  my  birth— Dover.  All 
seems  to  have  undergone  a  change.  1  look  in  vain  for  the 
old  familiar  pharmacies,  with  their  admired  carboys  of 
red,  green,  and  yellow,  illuminated  by  brilliant  lights,  the 
delight  of  small  boys,  who  watched  hilariously  the  play 
of  colour  on  their  grinning  faces.  Former  quiet  streets 
are  now  rendered  dangerous  for  the  old  and  infirm  by 
reason  of  the  traffic  in  electric  trams,  motor-cars,  et  hoc 
genus  omne,  while  the  noise  and  bustle  from  5.30  a.m. 
until  12  p.m.  is  quite  too  much  of  a  good  thing.  There  i6, 
'however,  one  compensation  :  these  heavy  and  commodious 
vehicles  convey  passengers  two  miles  into  a  beautiful 
village  called  River,  so  named  from  a  stream,  the  Dour, 
that  flows  gently  past,  in  its  course  supplying  power 
to  a  paper-mill  and  a  corn-mill.  Sheltered  on  either  side 
oy  undulating  chalk-hills  decorated  with  clumps  of  larch, 
pine,  and  Scotch  fir,  the  scene  is  picturesque  and  restful. 
On  Good  Friday  thousands  availed  themselves  of  the 


trams,  some  picnicing,  others  wandering  about  in  groups 
or  in  couples — all  quiet  and  apparently  happy;  boys,  of 
course,  with  the  inevitable  football,  and  girls  enjoying 
various  sports.

Lamium  purpureum,  purple  dead  nettle;  Galium  Aparine, 
clivers;  Sambucus  nigra,  elder;  and  many  others,  speci- 
mens of  which  I  send  you  as  evidence  of  the  advancement 
of  the  season.

"A  Harmless  Little  Talk." 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  deep  joy  the  comments  of  your 
pseudonymic  scientist  "  Xrayser  II."  I  am  sorry  that  a 
harmless  little  talk  by  myself  to  a  local  society  is  not  con- 
vincing ;  I  am  grieved  that  my  position  was  illogical  to  the 
point  of  absurdity  ;  and  I  am  deeply  pained  that  it  should 
be  rad'cally  unscientific.  How  a  combination  of  sorrow, 
grief,  and  pain  can  result  in  deep  joy  should  be  a  matter 
of  simplicity  to  a  gentleman  who  is  persuaded  of  the 
beneficence  of  poisons. 

In  speaking  of  "principles  of  selective  breeding"  I 
meant  principles.  The  main  principle  in  stock-breeding  is 
that  selective  breeding  is  possible  :  the  methods  of  breed- 
ing will  naturally  vary  with  the  particular  quality  chosen 
for  selection.  The  correspondence  between  humanity  and 
the  rest  of  the  organic  kingdom  consists  in  the  fact  that 
selection  is  possible  to  both.  It  is  immaterial  that  in  the 
one  case  immunity  against  a  special  disease,  and  in  the 
other  the  acquirement  of  great  weight  of  meat  may  be 
desired.  The  principle,  "  Xrayser  II.,"  is  the  same  :  the 
methods  and  objects  are  not  the  same;  nor  did  I  say  so. 
"  Civilisation  will  never  be  set  right  by  an  observance  of 
the  laws  of  physical  health."  That  is  a  weird  statement; 
for  it  is  completely  obvious  that  once  the  laws  of  physical 
health  are  fully  observed  the  "civilisation"  must  permit 
of,  and  conform  to,  such  observance  and  to  such  laws. 

In  considering  drugs,  I  grouped  them  as  those  assimilable 
by  the  body,  which  to  that  extent  therefore  are  foods, 
and  those  which  are  not  so  assimilable ;  and  these 
latter  I  explained  to  be  all  poisonous.  I  took  for  the  pur- 
pose of  elaborating  the  idea  a  simple  prescription  given  in 
a  mild  heart  attack  where  the  drugs  would  be,  say, 
digitalis,  trinitrin,  ammonium  bromide,  cardamoms,  and 
other  carminatives,  possibly  such  as  the  volatile  oils.  Here 
the  digitalis  at  once  irritates  the  heart  to  slow  forcible 
contraction,  the  blood  is  sent  on  more  powerfully,  and,  to 
permit  the  increased  flow,  you,  with  trinitrin,  etc.,  paralyse 
partly  the  arterioles  ;  at  the  same  time  you  remove  the 
irritability  of  spinal  nerves  by  depressing  their  action 
with  bromide  ;  and  to  ensure  the  toleration  of  the  mixture 
by  the  stomach  you  anaesthetise  it  by  your  carminatives. 

By  our  drugs  certainly  we  are  prolonging  existences 
which  previously  would  not  have  continued.  This  state- 
ment was  not  made  so  barely  as  "  Xrayser  II."  suggests  ; 
but  take  it  in  even  that  crude  form  and  it  is  correct.  I, 
recollect,  did  not  assert  that  the  existences  were  worth 
prolonging.  But  here  are  examples.  Many  an  epileptic 
maniac  has  survived  for  years  as  a  direct  sequence  of 
poisoning  him  during  outbursts  by  huge  doses  of  croton 
oil  and  calomel.  Others,  again,  have  lived  on  in  a  state 
of  greatly  depressed  vitality,  but  they  have  "lived"  as  a 
result  of  bromide  poisoning.  One  might  almost  also  (even 
before  "Xrayser  II.")  refer  to  chloroform  as  a  poison,  or 
to  strychnine  in  its  hypodermic  form. 

Food  in  excess  itself  is  poisonous,  so  what  valid  reason 
was  there  why  I  should  not  except  iron,  hypophosphites, 
etc.  ?  In  all  this  discussion,  however,  let  me  not  forget  to 
make  clear  what  your  correspondent  would  ignore.  I  in- 
sisted most  strongly  on  the  value  of  all  drugs  (or  poisons, 
as  you  like)  as  measures  of  temporary  value,  and  gave  my 
reasons  for  so  insisting.  Their  toxicity  gives  them  their 
efficiency  by  enabling  us  to  divert  the  flood  of  many 
diseases.  However,  I  really  cannot  re-deliver  the  whole 
lecture  (and  so  far  we  have  considered  only  one  section — I 
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dealt  also  with  organotherapy  vaccines  and  so  forth,  as 
well  as  with  possible  methods  of  ensuring  immunity)  ;  I 
fear,  as  it  is,  that  the  Editor  will  not  see  his  way  to 
publish  my  letter.  May  I  suggest  to  "  Xrayser  II."  very 
gently,  yet  still  firmly,  that  in  these  matters  I  am  some- 
what handicapped  by  a  knowledge  of  the  facts,  and  am 
still  further  at  a  disadvantage  with  him  in  that  I  do  not 
buttress  fallacious  deductions  by  invalid  premisses  for  the 
mere  purposes  of  controversy  ?    In  all  kindness,

Rats  and  Rat  Poison. 
Sir, — Probably  no  question  is  more  frequently  put  to 
the   chemist,   especially   in   agricultural    districts,  than 
"  What  i6  the  best  thing  you  have  for  killing  rats  1  "  For 
many  years  I  have  always  given  one  answer,  and  made  the 
same  recommendation,  and  it  is  not  arsenic.    From  cartoons 
and  requests,  ancient  and  modern,  one  would  imagine 
arsenic  to  be  par  excellence  the  remedy  for  rats,  but  my 
experience  is  quite  to  the  contrary.    Rat6,  although  of  com- 
paratively recent  introduction  into  Europe,  are  capable  of 
breeding  at  such  a  rapid  rate  (several  broods  in  a  year, 
and  from  ten  to  fourteen  at  a  time)  that  they  have  multi- 
plied to  an  extraordinary  extent,  are  to  be  found  anywhere, 
and  have  become  a  pest.    It  is  true  they  have  their  de- 
fenders as  playing  an  important  function  in  the  economy 
of  nature,  but  their  destructiveness  in  f armsteadings  and 
in  shops  and  warehouses  outbalances  all  the  good  they  may 
do  by  eating  refuse.    The  amount  of  grain  they  consume, 
for  instance,  is  eerious  enough  ;  but,  over  and  above,  the 
damage  done  to  straw  through  cutting  is  simply  deplorable. 
When  an  onslaught  is  made  on  rats  it  must  be  thorough 
and  systematic.     They  are  credited  with  wonderful  in- 
stinct, and  know  when  they  are  beaten  and  when  not.  Rate 
seldom  appear  singly  ;  they  are  in  colonies,  and  once  they 
find  an  attractive  spot  with  plenty  of  food  easy  of  access 
and  retreat,  they  are  not  easily  beaten  ;  but  with  repulse 
after  repulse  and  havoc  wrought  on  their  numbers  they 
are  quick  to  recognise  the  master  mind  and  disappear, 
sometimes  for  long  periods.    They  are  ingenious  in  the 
extreme.    A  case  of  remarkable  instinct  came  under  my 
notice  where  a  rat  had  got  perched  on  the  rafters  of  a  barn. 
It  was  too  high  apparently  to  jump  to  the  floor,  and  it  took 
advantage  of  a  person  passing  the  spot,  and  jumped  on  to 
his  shoulder,  then  to  the  ground.    I  know  of  a  recent  case 
where  rats  burrowed  underneath  a  sitting  hen,  and  took  her 
brood  from  under  her  one  by  one  !    They  6teal  eggs  with 
impunity,  and  who  has  not  heard  of  them  at  the  cream  in 
the  dairy  with  their  tails  ?    A  case  of  extraordinary  in- 
stinct came  under  my  notice  quite  lately.      I  do  a  horti- 
cultural trade,  so  that  my  shop  has  greater  attraction 
than  the  drugs,  and  I  am  favoured  with  periodic  visits 
from  the  Todente.     On  this  occasion  I  found  persistent 
attacks  being  made  upon  the  lettuce-seed  drawer.  To 
get  in,  the  rats  had  to  begin  to  work  upon  the  smooth 
front  of  the  closed  drawer,  17  in.  from  the  floor  and  with- 
out any  apparent  foothold,  and  they  ultimately  cut  clean 
through  the  drawer,  1  in.  in  thickness.    Determining  to 
catch  them  in  the  act,  I  spread  a  piece  of  stout  brown 
paper  covered  with  bird-lime  flat  on  the  floor  in  such  a 
position  that  the  rat6  could  not  possibly  reach  the  drawer 
without  going  over  the  paper.    The  paper  was  tacked  down 
at  each  corner.    Next  morning,  on  opening,  I  found  the 
tacks  out  at  two  of  the  corners,  the  paper  actually  turned 
over  on  itself,  and  the  rats  at  their  work  as  usual  !  Fancy 
the  glee  with  which  they  danced  on  the  back  of  the  paper  ! 
In  the  autumn  of  last  year  I  received  a  consignment  of 
Dutch  bulbs.    In  the  process  of  unpacking  a  parcel  of 
Roman  hyacinths  went  amissing.      This  was  ultimately 
traced  to  the  same  depredators.  In  this  case  the  bulbs  were 
rolled  or  carried  a  distance  of  at  least  18  ft.  before  being 
dropped  into  a  hole.    Many  instances  of  daring  and  in- 
genious thefts  on  the  part  of  rats  could  be  given,  but  the 
object  of  this  letter  is  rather  to  show  what  chemists  can 
do  to  help  in  exterminating  the  pests.    If  poisoning  is  done 
properly  it  does  not  fail  not  only  to  reduce  the  numbers, 
but  the  same  instinct  they  show  in  other  things  teaches  rats 
"here  is  danger,"  and  they  make  off,  frequently  for  long 
periods.     Many  things  have  been  tried.    Arsenic  I  no 
longer  use  or  recommend,  for  statutory  and  other  reasons. 


Strychnine  is  also  in  frequent  demand,  especially  by  game- 
keepers, but,  apart  from  risk  in  selling,  it  is  too  bitter,  and 
rat6  do  not  take  it  readily,  while  there  is  great  risk  for 
domestic  animals  in  putting  this  down  either  in  private 
houses  or  farmyards.  For  safety  and  effectiveness  phos- 
phorus paste,  when  properly  used,  never  fails.  Where  the 
whole  secret  lies  is  in  this,  that  if  the  rate  are  already 
getting  plenty  of  food  agreeable  to  their  palate,  the  chances 
are  no  poison  will  be  successful.  Ordinary  food  supplies 
must  in  the  first  place  be  cut  off  as  far  as  possible,  or  the 
rats  tempted  and  fed  with  food  in  some  other  direction  for 
a  time.  If  about  farmyards,  they  should  be  fed  for  some 
nights  (in  a  separate  building  if  possible)  with  small  pieces 
of  bread  and  butter.  When  they  have  begun  to  take  these 
readily,  the  process  should  then  be  repeated  with  phosphorus 
paste  spread  on  the  bread  and  butter,  and  a  generous 
supply  put  down.  This  also  should  be  repeated  on  the 
following  night.  Every  bit  taken  means  a  dead  rat.  Belief 
may  be  stimulated  by  putting  down  shallow  diehes  of 
water,  to  which  the  rats  will  run  and  die.  If  the  rats  are 
in  confined  places,  the  same  plan  is  adopted.  For  a  number 
of  nights  put  pieces  of  bread  and  butter  down  the  holes  and 
runs,  then  repeat  with  phosphorus  paste,  and  finally  close 
up  the  holes.  The  paste  has  the  further  recommendation 
in  its  favour,  viz.,  that,  while  rats  and  mice  take  it  quite 
readily,  domestic  animals  do  not  usually  touch  it,  and  it  can 
be  sold  with  more  freedom  than  almost  any  other  stuff  for 
the  purpose.  Where  the  seller  has  hitherto  been  met  with 
the  statement,  "  Phosphorus  has  been  tried  and  failed,"  let 
him  guide  the  purchaser,  as  he  so  often  has  to  do,  as  to  the 
proper  use  of  the  article,  and  there  will  be  no  occasion  for 
regret  either  on  the  part  of  buyer  or  seller.

.4  Phenol  Friijht. 

An  exciting  experience  befell  me  recently.  A  customer 
who  is  somewhat  of  bibulous  habits,  and  who  practises 
quackery  among  his  pothouse  companions,  called  for  1  oz. 
of  "  Phenol."  Knowing  his  medical  practices,  I  had  no 
hesitation  in  supplying  it.  About  twenty  minutes  later  he 
rushed  in  with  white  face  and  asked  how  it  was  genera  y 
administered.  On  being  told  of  its  dangers,  lie  excitedly 
told  me  that  he  had  divided  half  the  ounce  into  three  tumblers 
in  a  neighbouring  public-house  and  administered  it  to  three 
companions,  and  that  they  were  in  a  state  of  collapse.  What 
should  he  do?  I  advised  him  to  rush  for  a  doctor  at  once 
I  gave  him  a  bottle  of  olive  oil  to  use  as  an  antidote  until  the 
arrival  of  the  medical  man.  The  latter  quickly  got  a  stomach- 
pump  in  action,  and  the  incident  ended  happily.  Ine 
doctor  declared  that  the  men  had  collapsed  more  from  the 
effects  of  the  whisky  which  they  had  drank  than  from  the 
phenol.— Phar.  Chem.  (70/60.)  [Alcohol  is  an  antidote  to 
phenol— Editor  C.  &•  D.] 

Pharmacists'  fieprcscntativc  Committee. 

J.  P.  N.  (127/5),  writing  on  this  subject,  says:  "I  am 
surprised  to  find  so  much  interest,  if  somewhat  negative,  in 
this  matter.  It  certainly  .appears  to  me  rather  behind  or 
beyond  the  times.  I  was  struck  more  by  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  s 
final  sentence,  where  he  says  that  no  one  can  be  expected  to 
sacrifice  his  principles  for  the  sake  of  his  business.  I  make 
no  secret  of  the  fact,  and  I  am  not  ashamed  of  it  either,  that 
if  I  thought  for  a  moment  that  our  trade  would  be  benefited 
by  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  protective  taxes  on  the  lines 
designed  by  the  Tariff  Reform  party,  I  should  not  hesitate 
to  support  the  movement.  As  it  is,  I  have  read  practically 
all  that  has  been  written  on  the  subject,  and  this,  combined 
with  a  good  many  years'  experience  as  a  taxpayer,  convinces 
me  that  for  us  as  a  body  it  is  no  good.  Taxes  are  easily  put 
on,  and  we,  unlike  the  brewers,  cannot  hand  them  on  always 
to  the  consumer."  With  much  more  to  the  like  effect  and 
not  germane  to  the  subject,  which  is :  Should  chemists  and 
druggists  contribute  to  a  fund  to  assistin  returning  one  of 
themselves  to  Parliament,  whatever  his  political  opinions- 
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may  be,  conditional  upon  his  giving  special  attention  in  Par- 
liament to  mattere  affecting  the  interests  of  chemists  and 
druggists  ? 

Hartshorn  and  Oil. 
What  should  now  be  6old  when  this  is  asked  for  ?  The  old- 
fashioned  article  was  ammonia  solution  1,  colza  oil  2,  but 
the  B.P.  Codex  gives  an  extravagant  formula  with  almond 
and  olive  oils. 

The  following  replies  have  been  received  to  this  question 
submitted  by  a  provincial  chemist  last  week.   We  want  more. 

Solution  of  ammonia  1  and  colza  oil  2. — H.  Hunter  (White- 
haven).

This  is  an  excellent  preparation — not  too  thick,  keeps  well, 
and  is  inexpensive. — C.  L.  H.  Gray  (Leeds). 

I  have  until  recently  always  sold  hq.  amnion.  1  and  colza 
oil  2  for  hartshorn  and  oil.    Latterly  I  have  sold  :

I  read  in  the  "Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  March  1,  1849: 
"  Mr.  Hallows  said  he  had  prepared  a  specimen  of  the  com- 
pound commonly  called  '  hartshorn  and  oil,'  which  he  thought 
was  a  great  improvement  on  that  usually  adopted.  The 


formula  i6  as  follows : 

Distilled  water    Siij. 

Nut  oil    5y. 

Oil  of  almonds    3ij. 


Strongest  liquid  ammonia,  .882  3j. 

Put  the  water  into  a  bottle  and  pour  over  it  the  oils,  then 
add  the  liquor  ammoniee  and  shake  them  well  together.  The 
mixture,  if  carefully  prepared,  will  keep  for  a  great  length 
of  time  without  any  separation  occurring." — It.  Knowles 
(47  Minories,  E.). 


Legal  Queries. 

Consult  the  legal  information  in  "  The  Chemists' and  Drug-gists' 
Diary,"  1910  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 

F.  J.  0.  (121/13)  submits  a  label  for  a  massage  cream, 
which  we  find  does  not  bring  the  cream  within  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Acts,  as  it  does  not  recommend  it  for  any  ailment; 
hence  it  is  not  a  medicine. 

Ajax  (122/21).— We  understand  that  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  do  not  object  to  registered  chemists  who 
have  not  a  spirit-licence  supplying  Carnrick's  Liquid  Pep- 
tonoids  when  it  is  prescribed  by  a  medical  practitioner. 

Liebig  (2/191). — Medicated  wines,  in  law,  are  wines  so 
charged  with  medicinal  substances  that  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  regard  them  as  medicinal  preparations 
and  not  as  wines.  These  are  not  what  licensing  authorities 
mean  by  medicated  wines,  but  wines  which  contain  medicine 
of  some  sort  but  not  in  sufficient  quantity  to  meet  the  Com- 
rnissioners'requirements.  "  Invalid  port"  contains  no  medi- 
cine, and  is  therefore  in  neither  class,  but  is  among  those 
wines  which  some  licensing  authorities  object  to  chemists 
selling. 

Staffs  (122/54). — If  your  doctor  customer  insists  on  obtain- 
ing^ proprietary  article  unstamped  in  order  to  give  it  to  a 
patient,  you  should  point  out  to  him  that  this  is  illegal,  as 
unstamped  dutiable  medicines  are  supplied  for  dispensing 
purposes  to  chemists  only.  If  the  chemist  dispenses  or  retails 
such  _  medicines  unmixed,  he  must  stamp  them  before  de- 
livering (see  the  paragraph  on  this  subject  on  p.  233  of  the 
C.  <Se  D.  Diary).  If  the  medical  man  cuts  off  the  stamp  and 
takes  delivery  of  the  medicine  unstamped,  he  is  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  20/.  under  Section  13  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act, 


1802,  which  section  also  covers  the  use  of  such  stamps  a  second 
time.  The  retailer  is  also  liable  to  a  penalty  of  10/.  under 
Section  2  of  the  1812  Act  for  vending  the  medicine  without 
a  stamp.  The  plain  duty  of  the  retailer  in  such  circumstances 
as  you  mention  is  to  inform  the  medical  man  that  his  pro- 
cedure is  fraudulent  under  the  Acts.

Nemo  (118/42). — (1)  Probably  the  powder  that  you  want  for 
cows  is  the  aphrodisiac  yohimbine  (Spiegel),  or  aphrodin, 
particulars  of  which  you  can  obtain  from  the  agents,  Messrs. 
Charles  Zimmermann  &  Co.,  9  and  10  St.  Mary-at-Hill, 
London,  E.C.  (2)  Young  heifers  with  small  lumps  forming 
on  neck  no  doubt  are  in  a  healthy  and  thriving  condition — ■ 
in  fact,  the  lumps  are  characteristic  of  health  and  putting  on 
beef.  Do  nothing  at  present,  but  should  the  lumps  become 
offensive  and  an  eyesore,  as  well  as  .a  source  of  annoyance 
to  the  animal,  give  a  full  dose  of  a  purgative,  followed  by  a 
course  of  alterative  medicine,  and  dress  the  parts  with  ung. 
boric,  et  carbol.  or  an  astringent  and  antiseptic  lotion, 
with  an  occasional  washing  of  soap  and  soda. 

Hampshire  (119/42). — Your  cat  is  suffering  from  a  severe 
bruise  of  the  part,  and  there  are  diseased  pieces  of  muscle  or 
ligament  to  get  rid  of.  Bathe  with  warm  water,  or  poultice 
with  linseed  for  a  few  hours  if  possible,  as  this  is  most  satis- 
factory ;  then  dress  with  a  weak  solution  of  zinc  chloride  daily 
until  a  scab  forms.   Ung.  zinci  et  carbol.  may  then  be  applied. 

E.  A.  S.  (125/48). — Ol.  Anchus.e.— The  following  is  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  : 

Alkanet-root  (bruised)    3j. 

Olive  oil    3xx. 

Macerate  for  fourteen  days,  agitating  occasionally,  and 
filter. 

Nut,  rape,  and  other  oils  are  used  in  place  of  olive  oil,  accord- 
ing to  the  purpose  for  which  the  red  oil  is  required — e.g.,  rape 
oil  is  generally  used  for  veterinary  purposes.  We  note  that 
you  "  have  bought  several  veterinary  works,  one  an  expen- 
sive book,  but  '  Veterinary  Counter-practice '  comes 
nearest  to  your  idea  of  a  book  for  chemists."  We  shall  be 
glad  to  have  your  suggestions  for  bringing  it  still  nearer 
perfection. 

/.  D.  C.  (120/20). — A  set  of  Jubilee  coins  comprising  5/., 
21.,  11..  10s..  5s.,  4s.,  2s.  6(7.,  2s.,  Is.,  and  del.  pieces  is  worth 
about  ten  guineas. 

W.  M.  N.  (120/56). — Fels-naptha  Soap  contains  a  propor- 
tion of  mineral  naphtha,  the  process  of  manufacture  being 
designed  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  spirit.  There  is  nothing 
to  prevent  you  making  a  soap  containing  naphtha.  A  suitable 
process  for  making  the  soap  to  which  the  petroleum  spirit 
could  be  added  was  given  in  the  C.  <£■  D.,  March  2,  1907, 
p.  350.    The  soap  is  not  suitable  for  shaving-purposes. 

Terol  (5/4). — The  simplest  preservative  for  lard  is  salt; 
this  does  not  prevent  the  use  of  the  lard  for  edible  purposes, 
but  renders  it  unsuitable  for  some  pharmaceutical  ointments. 
Oil  of  cloves  and  benzoic  acid  are  the  next  most  used  pre- 
servatives for  lard. 

_  Valerian  (116/14). — We  are  not  acquainted  with  the  compo- 
sition of  the  Temperanzia  drink-cure. 

Pharmac.  (117/555). — Devonshire  Oils. — The  following 
recipe  for  this  veterinary  cure-all  was  published  many  years 


ago  in  the  C.  <£  D.  : 

Oil  of  turpentine    2  oz. 

Strong  solution  of  ammonia     ...  1  oz. 

Spirit  of  camphor   £  oz. 

Tincture  of  opium   i  oz. 

Armenian  bole    I5  oz. 

Soft  soap    4  oz. 

Water   20  oz. 


Dissolve  the  soap  in  part  of  the  water  and  rub  up  with 
the  Armenian  bole;  add  the  other  ingredients  and  shake 
well  together. 

The  "oils"  are  used  both  externally _  and  internally,  the 
dose  being  for  horses  or  cows,  half  a  pint  in  warm  gruel  or 
linseed  tea  ;  for  calves,  two  to  six  tablespoonfuls ;  for  sheep, 
two  tablespoonfuls ;   for  lambs,  one  to  two  teaspoonf uk. 

Oele  (108/11).  —  Horse-enticing  Oils,  also  known  as 
"  charming  oils."  quieting  oil,  is  generally  olive  oil  scented 
with  oils  of  rhodium  and  cumin. 
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Hypo,  (118/54).— Varnish-stains.— Make  a  base  varnish  by 
dissolving  24  oz.  of  shellac  in  1  gallon  of  spirit.  For  ebony 
add  2  oz.  spirit-soluble  nigrosine;  for  mahogany  1  oz. 
dragon's-blood  or  g  oz.  Bismarck  brown  and  a  little  nigrosine ; 
for  walnut  1  oz.  Bismarck  brown  and  i  oz.  nigrosine.  Green 
is  managed  by  adding  malachite  green  ;  oak  by  the  addition 
•of  raw  sienna  ground  in  oil  (2  lb.)  to  varnish  (1  gal.)  and 
turpentine  (1  pint)  ;  cherry  by  adding  burnt  sienna  (2  lb.) 
to  the  last  given  recipe. 

.4.  O.  It.  (110/18). — The  addition  of  hard-soap  or  rosin-soap 
to  the  laundry  block  would  probably  prevent  the  tendency  to 
crumble. 

_  J.  11.  (119/69).— Books  on  Manufacture  of  Manures.— 
Sempers'  "Manures,  how  to  Make  and  how  to  Use" 
(Burphee,  Philadelphia,  1894),  Hall's  "Fertilisers  and 
Manures"  (Murray,  5s.),  Ville'6  "  Artificial  Manures:  Their 

'Chemical  Selection  and  Scientific  Application  to  Agriculture  " 
(Longmans,  10s.  6d.).    Refer  also  to  the  list  given  in  the 

■Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1906,  p.  508. 

A.  E.  N.  (119/60). — Books  for  Students'  Use.— The  list 
was  last  printed  in  the  C.  i£-  D.,  August  14,  1909,  p.  314. 

A.  S.  (Moscow)  (119/23). — Myristic  Acid  is  best  prepared 
from  nutmeg-butter  by  Krafft's  process.  The  fat  is  boiled 
for  several  hours  with  strong  caustic  potash,  in  order  to 
saponify  it  and  to  remove  the  ethereal  oil.  The  soap  in  then 
decomposed  by  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  mixture  of  fatty 
acids  obtained  dried  and  distilled  under  diminished  pressure 
when  the  myristic  acid  passes  over  first.  It  is  purified  by 
repeating  the  process. 

Ph.C.  (115/6).— Books  on  Business  Methods.— You  should 
read  the  treatise  on  "  Modern  Business  Methods  "  which  was 
printed  in  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1906,  the 
matter  being  there  dealt  with  by  a  chemist  for  hie  fellow- 
craftsmen.  A  general  book  on  "  Salesmanship  "  is  that  by 
Uorbion  and  Grimsdale  (Pitman,  2s.  bd.).  Useful  articles 
on  buying  and  selling  businesses  have  been  given  in  the  C.  dfc  D. 
within  recent  years. 

J}  iC  Co.  (118/9). — Fruit-bottling. — The  method  in  common 
use  is  to  sterilise  the  fruit  and  keep  in  hermetically  sealed 
bottles  or  tins.  The  liquid  employed  may  be  either  water  or 
syrup  ;  it  is  not  necessary  or  advisable  to  use  salicylic  acid. 
The  process  was  described  in  some  detail  in  the  C.  t&  D., 
July  11,  1908,  p.  75.  The  liquid  is  not  thrown  away  before 
using  the  fruit,  as  it  contains  some  of  the  flavour,  and  on 
this  account  your  suggested  method,  which  involves  the  re- 
jection of  the  preservative  liquid,  is  objectionable. 

Small  Man  (124/14). — Teething-powders. — The  formula  for 
■-which  you  a6k  is 

Calomel    1  oz. 

Powdered  sugar    2  oz. 

Mix. 

The  dose  of  the  powder  is  1  to  6  grains,  according  to  the  age 
of  the  child. 

E.  C.  H.  (123/49).— Calcined  Hartshorn  used  in  a  denti- 
frice at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century  was  prepared  by 
burning  fragments  of  horns  in  an  open  vessel  until  they 
became  entirely  white,  powdering  the  product,  and  elutriat- 
ing after  the  method  used  for  prepared  chalk.  Cornu  ustum 
was  official  in  the  last  London  Pharmacopoeia,  but  fell  into 
disesteem.  Calcium  phosphate  is  the  modern  representative 
of  burnt  hartshorn. 

Ti.  cf-  S.  (Meppel)  (118/46). — Nicotine  is  prepared  by  the 
following  process : 

Finely  powdered  tobacco-leaves  are  exhausted  either  with 
boiling  water  or  alcohol.  The  concentrated  aqueous  solu- 
tion or  the  residue  left  on  the  distillation  of  the  alcohol  is 
mixed  with  a  slight  excess  of  lime  or  potash  and  distilled 
in  a  current  of  steam.  The  distillate  is  made  acid  with 
oxalic  acid  and  evaporated  to  a  syrup.  This  is  mixed 
with  ether,  and  then  aqueous  potash  is  gradually  added  to 
liberate  the  nicotine,  which  dissolves  in  the  ether.  The 
ether  is  removed  and  the  liquid  extracted  with  more  ether. 
The  ethereal  solution  is  distilled,  and  the  residue  of 
moisture  is  finally  distilled  off  in  a  stream  of  hydrogen. 

Cheaper  solvents  are  employed  on  the  commercial  scale,  such 
as  petroleum  spirit.  The  alkaloid  is  prepared  in  the  United 
Kingdom  from  duty-free  tobacco  offal. 

Verb.  Sap.  (253/27). — Strength  of  Fixing-bath. — The 
length  of  time  a  fixingnbath  will  continue  to  be  useful  greatly 
depends  on  the  developer  used.  Pyro-soda,  for  instance, 
will  discolour  a  bath  quicker  than  when  metol-hydroquinone 
is  employed.  The  bath  may  be  used  until  it  is  too  stained 
with  developer  to  be  either  pleasant  to  use  or  s»fe  to  trust 


a  negative  in  without  fear  of  stain.  Considering  the  low 
price  of  sodium  hyposulphite,  it  is  not  wise  to  risk  spoiling  a 
plate  for  the  sake  of  keeping  the  bath  a  little  longer.  The 
addition  of  a  small  quantity  of  potassium  metasulphite  will 
preserve  the  fixing-bath  longer  than  is  possible  with  a  neutral 
bath ;  but  if  the  solution  is  kept  longer  than  one  day  it 
should  be  covered  over  when  not  in  use,  and  any  loss  of  water 
through  evaporation  made  up.  Rinsing  the  negative  between 
development  and  fixing — an  operation  so  often  neglected— is 
always  a  good  plan  for  keeping  the  bath  clean. 

/.  5.  &  S.  (Lahore)  (123/31). — Glycerin-recovery  from  Soap 
Lyes. — The  principal  method  employed  is  Domeier's,  an  out- 
line of  which  is  as  follows: 

Sufficient  lime  (usually  about  lg  per  cent.)  is  added  to 
the  lyes  to  convert  the  carbonated  alkali  into  caustic,  and 
the  liquid  is  concentrated  to  the  point  when  common  salt 
begins  to  be  deposited  ;  the  caustic  alkali  is  then  removed 
by  boiling  the  liquids  with  rosin,  skimming  off  the  rosin- 
soap  which  forms.  Special  processes  are  then  employed  for 
the  removal  of  alkaline  hyposulphites,  sulphides,  sulpho- 
cyanate6,  cyanides,  and  ferrocyanides  (by  adding  mineral 
acid  and  perchloride  of  iron),  and  sulphur  (by  adding 
hydrochloric  acid  and  blowing  hot  air  through  the  liquid, 
followed  by  the  addition  of  chloride  of  lime).  The  liquid 
is  then  neutralised  and  concentrated  by  evaporation,  when 
much  of  the  salt  is  deposited.  The  crude  glycerin  is  then 
distilled  in  a  special  still  with  an  arrangement  for  remov- 
ing the  deposited  salt,  the  condenser  resembling  that  em- 
ployed in  concentrating  alcohol.  The  Yaryan  evaporator 
is  largely  employed  for  concentrating  glycerin. 

Formalin  (96/66). — (1)  Foreign  Matters  in  the  Eye. — Ths 
following  is  the  method  given  in  "  The  Chemist-Optician." 
The  customer  can  often  indicate  the  location  of  the  foreign 
matter,  to  reach  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  evert  the 
upper  or  lower  lid,  as  the  case  may  require.  If  it  is  desired 
to  view  the  inner  surface  of  the  upper  lid,  ask  that  the  gaze 
of  the  eye  be  directed  downwards,  then  gently  press  a  lead- 
pencil  near  the  edge  of  the  lid,  take  hold  of  the  extreme 
edge  of  the  lid  with  the  finger  and  thumb  and  bend  it  back- 
wards over  the  pencil.  The  foreign  body  is  now  probably 
readily  seen,  and  is  best  removed  by  using  the  tip  of  a  wetted 
camel-hair  pencil  or  one  of  the  cinder-removers  sold  for  the 
purpose.  To  get  a  view  of  the  inside  of  the  lower  lid  direct 
the  gaze  to  be  upward,  and  with  the  thumb  press  the  lid 
downwards  on  the  cheek.  ...  It  is  more  satisfactory  to 
refer  the  customer  to  a  surgeon  if  one  or  two  gentle  sweep* 
of  the  brush  fail  to  dislodge  the  foreign  body. 

(2)  The  indexes  given  with  each  half-yearly  volume  will 
supply  the  references  to  cattle-ointments  which  you  require. 

(3)  Smut  in  Barley. — The  method  of  sterilising  barley-6eed 
by  means  of  formalin  is  to  mix  formalin  (1  pint)  with  water 
(36  gals.)  and  place  the  seed  contained  in  bag6  in  the  solu- 
tion for  ten  minutes,  then  spread  out  to  dry.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  this  procedure  is  useless  for  preventing  smut  in  wheat 
and  barley,  as  infection  takes  place  through  the  flowers  and 
not  at  the  seedling  stage  as  formerly  believed.
